Several  manufacturers  of  camphorated  oil  have  been  fined 
at  Bournemouth  for  giving  false  warranties  to  shopkeepers 
who  retailed  their  oils  (p.  843J. 

The  Revenue  Bill  dealing  with  industrial  alcohol  and" 
other  revenue  matters  was  introduced  bj'  Mr.  Asquith  this 
week,  and  is  printed  on  p.  847. 

Several  interesting  items  about  pharmacy  legislation  are 
among  brevities  on  p.  836;  "  Xrayser  "  also  deals  with  the- 
matter  on  p.  849,  and  a  casual  critic  on  p.  859. 

The  General  Medical  Council  has  petitioned  the  Privy 
Council  against  the  granting  of  a  Charter  to  the  British  Opti-- 
cal  Association  (p.  852),  and  is  also  opposing  the  Optical  Bill 
{p.  855). 

Castor  Oil,  male  fern  oil,  shellac,  and  Spanish  ergot  aro- 
dearer.  Quicksilver  seconds  and  carbolic  acid  arc  easier,, 
while  Persian  opium,  linseed  oil,  and  spike  lavender  oil  aro 
lower  (p.  863). 

The  Bordeaux  Poisoning  Case,  which  some  papers  said  ' 
resembles  the  INIaybrick  one,  is  rather  interesting  to  dispens- 
ing chemists.  The  pharmaceutical  particulars  are  reported  by 
our  Paris  correspondent  (p.  838). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  printed  two  petition-forms-- 
for  signature  by  chemists  and  by  medical  men  and  others- 
praying  the  House  of  Commons  not  to  sanction  the  objection- 
able features  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.    The  texts- 
aro  given  on  p.  848. 

The  General  INIedical  Council  has  resolved  that  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Government  Bill  legalising  the  use  of  the  title- 
"  chemist  "  by  companies  is  fraught  with  danger  to  profes- 
sional titles.  The  resolution  as  proposed  and  amended  and! 
the  discussion  thereon  are  reported  (p.  854). 

Particulars  of  the  South  African  Customs  Convention  so 
far  as  medicines  and  druggists'  goods  are  concerned  aro  given 
on  p.  839.  There  aro  advances  all  round,  but  the  most  start- 
ling items  are  a  20s.  per  gal.  duty  on  tinctures  and  20s.  per  lb. 
duty  on  pills  in  bulk.  We  explain  matters  in  an  article 
on  p.  850. 

Mr.  W.  F.  Wells,  Vice-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland,  made  a  remarkable  statement  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Chemical  Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce this  week  regarding  the  agricultural  poisons  movement 
in  Ireland.  The  Section  passed  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that 
there  is  no  need  for  relaxing  the  present  law  regulating  the- 
retail  sale  of  poisons  (p.  861]. 

The  arguments  of  prosecuting  counsel  in  the  Lcith  cascara- 
sagrada  case  were  chiefly  directed  to  prove  that  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  is  the  accepted  standard  for  medicines 
therein  ;  while  counsel  for  the  respondents  argued  that  the 
glycerin-extract  supplied  is  in  substance  and  quality  the  same 
as  the  B.P.,  the  glycerin  as  a  preservative  being  non-essential 
to  its  nature,  etc.  (p.  843). 

Parliament  has  adjourned  until  June  10.  The  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill  has  not  yet  reached  the  House  of  Commons. 
Sir  Edward  Strachey  is  to  have  charge  of  it  there,  and  will 
endeavour  to  get  it  through  ;  but  more  important  Government 
measures  will  not  be  jeopardised  by  it  (p.  847).  Mr.  Bryce 
states  that  the  whole  Bill  is  to  apply  to  Ireland,  and  it  will 
be  verbally  amended  to  suit  (p.  851J. 
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Local  Newspapers  containing  marked  items  of  news  interesting 
to  the  Trade  are  always  welcomed  by  the  Editor. 


Brevities. 

A  slight  fire  occurred  on  May  25  in  the  basement  at  the 
establishment  of  Mr.  E.  Parker,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Ramshill  Road,  Scarborough.  It  was  speedily  subdued  by 
a  hand  fire-extinguisher. 

Land  adjacent  to  Whitworth  (Lanes)  railway  station  has 
'  been  inspected  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  large  chemical- 
works  to  utilise  a  patented  by-product  for  which,  it  is  said, 
there  is  a  very  large  sale. 

At  Oxford  on  May  23,  a  lad  named  Mackenzie  (15)  was 
sent  to  Quarter  Sessions  on  a  charge  of  stealing  5s.  l^d. 
belonging  to  his  employer,  Mr.  Thomas  Thurland,  chemist 
and  druggist,  66  St.  Giles's,  Oxford. 

The  Health  Committee  of  the  Halifax  Corporation  at 
their  meeting  on  May  23  had  before  them  cases  in  which 
small  grocers  were  selling  weak  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  and 
the  committee  again  decided  to  caution  the  offenders  not  to 
Ikeep  sweet  nitre  for  sale  except  in  small  sealed  bottles. 

*'  Reynolds's  Newspaper  "  states  in  regard  to  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Bill  that  after  the  holidays  a  deputation  of 
Labour  and  Radical  members  of  the  House  of  Commons 
will  wait  upon  the  Prime  Minister,  and  request  that  the 
whole  matter  shall  be  publicly  discussed  at  an  early  date. 

The  Isle  of  Thanet  Guardians  on  May  24  rejected  a  pro- 
posal that  tenders  for  drugs,  etc.,  should  be  limited  to 
■tradesmen  carrying  on  business  in  the  Union  district.  At 
present  the  contract  for  drugs  is  held  by  a  London  wholesale 
house,  while  local  chemists  supply  drugs  and  medicines  for 
recipients  of  outdoor  relief. 

At  the  Bristol  Quarter  Sessions  on  May  25,  John  Norton 
(28)  and  John  Lynch  (21)  were  sentenced,  Norton  to  six 
months'  hard  labour  and  Lynch  to  three  months',  for 
breaking  and  entering  the  shop  and  warehouse  of  Mr. 
Fredk.  Richard  Smallman,  chemist,  of  23  Sandy  Park  Road, 
Brislington,  and  stealing  an  iron  safe,  41.  14.s.  Ogc?.,  two 
bank  passbooks,  two  cheques  and  orders  for  21.  12.s.,  a  pair 
of  boots,  and  other  articles,  value  9/. 

The  Asylums  Committee  of  the  London  County  Council 
has  accepted  the  following  tenders  for  annual  supplies  : 
Drugs,  Messrs.  T.  Hodgkinson,  Prestons  &  King,  all 
asylums,  49^  per  cent,  off  list  prices.  Disinfectants, 
etc.  :  Middleton  Bros.,  for  Banstead,  Claybury,  Colney 
Hatch,  Hanwell,  and  Horton  Asylums,  318/.  3.s.  ;  Messrs. 
Pryke  &  Palmer,  for  Bexley  Asylum,  30/.  12s.  ;  and  Messrs. 
Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.,  for  The  Manor,  1/.  13.s. 

At  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  S.P.A.T.A.  (Stationers' 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association),  held  at  Stationers' 
Hall,  London,  on  May  23,  the  report  stated  that  progress 
during  the  year  had  been  extremely  gratifying.  Special 
mention  was  made  by  various  speakers  of  the  energy,  tact, 
-and  business  ability  displayed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, Mr.  George  Fraenkel,  CO.,  to  whose  efforts  the 
success  of  the  Association  was  attributed  in  a  great  measure. 

The  "  Hospital"  thinks  that  medical  men  should  concern 
themselves  about  the  company  clause  in  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill.    Our  contemporary  says  : 

The  principle  involved  is  even  of  more  importance  than 
the  individual  application  of  it.  If  it  may  be  applied  to 
pharmacy  it  seems  difficult  to  prevent  its  extension  to  other 
callings  and  professions,  such,  for  example,  as  medicine  or 
dentistry  or  teaching.  ....  There  is,  however,  another 
reason  why  the  medical  profession  should  concern  itself 
with  the  recent  decision  of  the  House  of  Lords,  and  it  is 
that  such  a  decision  is  antagonistic  to  the  development  of 
pharmacy  as  a  responsible  individual  calling. 

Fm-ther  correspondence  about  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill  has  appeared  in  the  papers,  among  the  writers  being 
Mr.  Charles  Dann  (Bath),  Mr.  Hari-y  Kemp  (Chorlton-cmn- 
Hardy),  Mr.  C.  W.  Ridyard  (Sheffield),  Mr.  C.  Shearman 
(Kennington),  and  Mr.  Jesse  Boot.  The  last-named  asks 
in  regard  to  Clause  4,  "  Could  anything  be  fairer,  more 
just,  and  more  efficacious  for  the  safety  of  the  public  ?  " 


The  "  Sham  Cure." 
Dr.  Walford  Bodie  writes  to  several  London  morning 
papers  in  reference  to  the  statement  of  Detective  Ratclift-e 
regarding  a  cripple  prisoner  at  Clerkenwell  Sessions 
{C.  d-  D.,  May  26,  p.  798.).  Dr.  Bodie  says  he  has  no 
recollection  of  the  prisoner  Ernest  Miller,  and  that  he 
(Dr._  Bodie)  never  attempted  through  any  bogus  case  to 
deceive  the  public. 

The  Chemist  Commended. 
At  an  inquest  held  at  Ashford,  Kent,  on  May  28,  on  the 
body  of  a  draper's  traveller  named  Bowles,  who  died  sud- 
denly from  valvular  disease  of  the  heart,  a  passage  of  arms 
took  place  between  Mr.  F.  Guttridge,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Ashford,  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Wilkinson,  a  local  medical  prac- 
titioner. The  deceased  had  been  previously  attended  by 
Mr.  Wilkinson  for  his  heart.  Last  week  he  had  a  slight 
attack  of  his  old  complaint,  but  his  medical  man  was  not 
called  in,  a  tonic  being  procured  from  Mr.  Guttridge.  At 
the  inquest  Mr.  Wilkinson  said  that  chemists  often  pre- 
scribed for  patients  when  they  legally  had  no  right  to  do 
so,  as  they  were  not  qualified  medical  men.  Mr.  Guttridge 
handed  to  the  Coroner  (Mr.  R.  M.  Mercer)  the  prescription 
for  the  medicine  supplied  to  the  deceased,  and  the  Coroner 
remarked  that,  judging  from  the  prescription,  the  medicine 
could  certainly  not  have  done  any  harm.  Mr.  Guttridge 
said  Mrs.  Bowles  called  at  his  private  house  and  asked  for 
a  tonic  for  her  husband.  He  had  no  knowledge  of  the  case 
at  all,  and  had  never  seen  Mr.  Bowles.  Mr.  Wilkinson  : 
Chemists  often  prescribe  for  persons  in  that  way,  when  they 
know  absolutely  nothing  about  them.  The  Coroner  :  So  do 
doctors.  Mr.  Wilkinson  :  A  chemi.st's  business  is  to  put  up 
prescriptions  and  sell  them ;  not  to  consult  people.  Mr. 
Guttridge  :  But  when  people  make  a  demand  you  must 
serve  them.  When  people  call  at  my  private  house  and  ask 
for  medicine  it  would  be  very  strange  of  me  to  refuse  to 
serve  them  with  what  they  ask  for.  The  Coroner  :  You 
both  do  the  same  thing,  I  know.  You  pi'escribe  what  does 
no  harm  and  what  does  little  good.  (Laughter.)  A  Juror  : 
I  should  like  to  say  that  I  consider  Mr.  Guttridge  quite 
justified  in  prescribing  in  a  case  of  necessity.  Eventually 
a  verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes  was  returned. 

Sheffield  Notes. 
Mr.  Richard  Winfrey,  M.P.  for  South- West  Norfolk, 
was  one  of  the  principal  speakers  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Ecclesall  Division  Liberal  Association  on  May  25. 

Arthur  Booth,  a  youth,  has  been  before  the  local  police 
court  charged  with  putting  his  foot  through  a  window  of 
Messrs.  Boots'  shop  in  Bridge  Street. 

"Are  doctors  greedy?"  is  the  latest  problem  Sheffield 
newspaper  correspondents  are  trying  to  solve.  It  arose 
from  a  remark  at  a  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  United  Friendly 
Societies'  Council,  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Bradwell,  who  said  the 
medical  profession  is  the  greatest  danger  to  the  future 
security  of  friendly  societies.  Recalling  the  early  arrange- 
ment, in  accordance  with  which  2s.  per  member  per  annum 
was  deemed  sufficient  payment  by  the  doctors,  he  added  : 
Those  were  the  days  when  doctors 

Had  kindly  sense  and  reason  ; 
When  soulless  greed  and  avarice 
Were  deem'd  a  sort  of  treason. 
The  doctors,  with  their  cry  for  more,  became  very  insulting, 
contemptuous,  and  negligent   of  their  duties,  said  Mr. 
Bradwell. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

In  the  May  nmnber  of  "  Astonia"  (a  local  journal)  there 
is  an  excellent  portrait  with  biographical  particulars  of 
Mr.  Marshall  Freeman,  one  of  the  few  chemist-barristers. 
Mr.  Freeman  is  a  politician,  well  known  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, and  acts  as  Speaker  in  the  Birmingham  Parliament. 

Some  years  ago  there  was  an  epidemic  of  spelling-bees, 
says  a  writer  in  the  "  Staffordshire  Sentinel  "  reminiscences, 
and  he  states  that  even  the  first-prize  winner  broke  down 
under  the  following  :  "A  phthisical  patient  suffering  from 
inflammation  of  the  lungs  applied  to  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  for  a  phial  of  ipecacuanha  wine." 

Mr.  T.  G.  Dobbs,  solicitor,  of  Worcester,  figured  pro- 
minently in  the  Worcester  election  petition,  and  came  in 
for  some  adverse  criticism  from  both  the  judges  on  th3 
Bench  during  and  just  before  the  collapse  of  the  defender's 
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case.  Mr.  Dobb.s  is  known  to  chemists  from  hi.s  interest  in 
the  Traders  in  Poisons  Association,  which  has  clone  much 
to  undermine  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

Stolen  Receipt-forms. 
A  nmnber  of  the  official  receipt- forms  of  Messrs. 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  has  been  stolen  from  the  bag 
of  one  of  their  travelling  representatives.  The  numbers  of 
the  receipt-forms  are  C.  8671  to  C.  8599,  odd  numbers  only. 
Chemists  arc  warned  to  be  on  the  look  out  for  any  person 
presenting  a  receipt- form  so  numbered. 

Cricket. 

On  May  24  the  Nottingham  Chemists'  Athletic  Club  met 
Dixon  &  Parker's  on  the  Y.M.C.A.  ground,  and  the  fact 
that  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  visitors  stumps  were 
drawn  much  earlier  than  usual  robbed  them  of  victory. 
Dixpn  &  Parker's  batted  first  and  made  76.  The  Chemists 
had  compiled  64  for  five  wickets  when  the  closure  was 
applied,  and  the  match  was  thus  drawn.  The  principal 
scorers  for  the  Chemists  were  Boggis,  13  not  out ;  Lee,  10  not 
out ;  Prince,  11 ;  and  Ringer,  10.  Prince  was  most  success- 
ful with  the  ball,  taking  five  wickets  for  19  runs. 

On  May  24  the  Leicester  Pharmacy  Athletic  Club  played 
the  Leicester  Thursday  C.C.  at  the  Old  County  Ground, 
Aylestone  Park.  The  latter  is  one  of  the  best  of  the  town 
clubs,  and  they  turned  their  best  team  out  against  the 
chemists.  Batting  first  the  chemists  compiled  only  49,  of 
which  Miles  with  13  to  his  credit  was  the  only  one  to  obtain 
double  figures.  The  Thursday  started  very  badly,  losing  six 
wickets  for  only  17.  The  chemists  were  beginning  to  think 
they  had  got  a  good  thing  on  in  spite  of  their  own  poor  score, 
but  their  hopes  were  soon  dashed,  the  seventh  wicket  taking 
the  total  to  61,  and  the  Thursday  were  not  all  dismissed  until 
they  had  scored  81,  the  chemists  thus  losing  by  32.  Miles 
bowled  splendidly,  taking  five  wickets  for  34 ;  Marfitt  took 
three  for  10.  Chawner  also  bowled  well,  and  f-'quires  did 
some  fine  fielding. 

East  Anglian  Notes. 

The  Norfolk  agricultural  show  is  being  held  at  Harleston 
this  month.  Mr.  A.  E.  Churchyard,  pharmaceutical  che- 
mist, is  a  member  of  the  local  Decoration  Committee. 

Influenza  has  been  very  rife  in  this  district,  proving  pro- 
fitable and  sometimes  troublesome  to  pharmacists.  In  one 
pharmacy  proprietor  and  assistants  were  attacked,  the 
former,  with  elevated  temperature,  standing  by  the  ship 
until  one  of  the  other  victims  had  -sufficiently  recovered  to 
come  to  the  rescue. 

Mr.  E.  T.  Mather,  a  Norwich  chemist's  assistant,  was 
fined  on  Tuesday  for  recently  riding  a  motor-cycle  at  New- 
market to  the  danger  of  the  public.  Mr.  Mather  ran 
through  two  strings  of  racehorses  which  were  passing  each 
other.  One  of  the  horses  was  Radium.  The  defendant 
thought  he  used  every  care. 

Mr.  J.  de  Carle  Smith,  chemist,  Norwich,  is  on  the  Con- 
tinent with  a  large  English  municipal  delegation,  whose 
business  is  to  inquire  into  various  institutions  of  public 
interest  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  of  the  German  Burgo- 
nmsters  who  recently  visited  London.  The  deputation  will 
be  away  for  about  three  weeks.

Election  of  North  British  Branch  Executive. 

The  Council  of  the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland 
Chemists'  Association  discussed  the  question  of  the  repre- 
sentation of  Glasgow  and  the  West  of  Scotland  on  the  North 
British  Executive  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  at  a  meet- 
ing held  on  Wednesday.  May  30.  It  was  resolved  that  the 
district  is  at  present  under-represented,  and  the  Associa- 
tion ought  to  take  steps  to  have  this  matter  adjusted.  The 
following  were  officially  nominated  by  the  Association  as  can- 
didates :  Messrs.  J.  P.  Gilmour,  J.  Lennox,  J.  Moir,  and 
J.  W.  Sutherland  (all  of  Glasgow),  and  Mr.  J.  Anderson 
Russell  (Greenock).

Druggists  in  the  Chamber. — An  analysis  of  the  pro- 
fessions of  the  members  in  the  newly  elected  Chamber  of 
Deputies  shows  that  there  are  forty-six  doctors,  nine  drug- 
gists, and  two  veterinary  surgeons. 

Dr.  Paul  Brouardel,  having  attained  his  "threescore 
and  ten,"  is  resigning  his  post  as  professor  of  forensic  medi- 
cine at  the  Paris  Faculty  of  Medicine.  He  is  one  of  the 
best-known  and  most  reputed  men  in  medical  Paris,  and  is 
familiar  to  pharmacists  as  a  President  of  the  Committee 
for  the  Appendix  to  the  Codex  in  1894,  and  'Vice-President 
of  the  Codex  Revision  Committee  of  1897. 

"  The  Illegal  Practice  of  Medicine." — A  Congress  for 
the  Repression  of  the  Illegal  Practice  of  Medicine  is  being 
held  in  Paris  this  week,  and  a  number  of  reports  have  been 
read  concerning  the  misdemeanours  (from  the  doctors'  point 
of  view)  of  pharmacists,  midwives,  and  others  who  give  aid 
or  recommend  medicinal  preparations  without  possessing  the 
diploma  of  doctor  of  medicine.  The  object  of  the  Congress 
is,  of  course,  to  endeavour  to  obtain  a  greater  .scope  for 
doctors. 
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Denatured  Alcohol. — The  French  Excise-duty  foi-  1906 
on  pure  alcohol  is  If.   62c'.  per  hectolitre.    A  prize  of 
8,000^.  is  offered  for  a  process  which,  while  offering  the 
State  all  guarantee  against  fraud,  will  advantageously  re- 
place the  existing  system  of  "  denaturation,"  and  a  prize  of 
20.000/.  for  a  process  enabling  alcohol  to  be  used  in  the  same 
manner  as  petroleum.    The  conditions  of  these  two  com- 
petitions will  be  fixed  by  the  "Committee  in  Alcohol 
Analysis  and  Denaturation,"  at  the  Ministry  of  Finance, 
organised  June  23,  1896. 

A.LONE  AT  His  Post. — Thirty-five  years  ago  (May  23, 
1871),  during  the  "  Semaine  Sanglante  "  which  accompanied 
the  crushing  of  the  Commune,  the  Paris  Academy  of  Medi- 
cine met  as  usual.    But  the  "presence-sheet"  of  that  date 
only  bears  one  signature,  that  of  M.  Gaulthier  de  Claubry, 
professor  of  toxicology  at  the  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy 
of  Paris.    It  is  only  fair  to  his  colleagues  to  add  that 
many  of  them  were  busy  in  the  ambulances.    Before  he 
quitted  medicine  for  chemistry,  de  Claubry  had  been  surgeon 
in  the  Imperial  Guard,  and  a  few  bullets  flying  about  the 
streets  of  Paris  were  insufficient  to  daunt  a  member  of  that 
corps  d'cUfe.    It  would  be  curious  for  a  statistician  to 
investigate  how  much  he  gained  by  his  little  walk;  the 
French  "jeton"  system  makes  it  a  profitable  matter  to 
attend  seances  on  wet  or  otherwise  unfavourable  days. 

The  Bordeaux  Poisonixo-case. — The  trial  of  Madame 
Canaby  for  the  attempted  poisoning  of  her  husband  has 
aroused   general   interest   especially   among   doctors  and 
pharmacists.    The  facts  are  somewhat  remarkable,  and  the 
accused  lady  and  her  husband  are  well  known  in  Bordeaux 
society.    On  April  27  last  Madame  Canaby's  cook  called  at 
M.  Fouries'  pharmacy,  194  rue  Fondaudege,  Bordeaux,  with 
a  prescription  as  follows  : 

Chloroform  ...       ...       ...    50  grams 

Aconitino       ...       ...       ...       ...      1  gram 

Digitaliiio     ...       ...       ...       ...     5  centigrams 

This  was  signed  "  Dr.  Gaube."  M.  Fouries,  who  is  Madan;e 
Canaby's  uncle,  knew  that  his  niece  and  her  husband  were 
on  friendly  terms  with  Dr.  Gaube,  who  lives  at  Roquefort, 
Landes;  and  his  surprise  at  the  nature  of  the  prescription 
was  calmed  by  a  letter  which  accompanied  it,  explaining 
that  Dr.  Gaube  required  these  poisons  for  some  experiments. 
He  therefore  wrote  to  his  niece  (whom  he  had  not  seen  for 
"three  years)  explaining  that  although  he  dispensed  this 
prescription  he  could  not  in  future  continue  to  deliver  such 
dangerous  drugs,  and  said  to  the  servant,  "Be  careful; 
there  is  enough  there  to  poison  thirty  men  !  "    On  May  1 
Madame  Canaby's  usual  pharmacist,  M.  Erny,  83  quai  des 
Chartrons,  dispensed  a  prescription  for  1  gram  digitaline, 
bearing  the  signature  of  Dr.  Gaube,  and  accompanied  by  a 
letter  similar  to  that  previously  mentioned.    This  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  second  prescription  on  May  4  for  1  gram 
■aconitine  and   5  centigrams  digitaline,    and   finally,  on 
May  9,  by  a  third  for  1  gram  cyanide  of  potassium  and 
1  gram  digitaline.     This  last  the  pharmacist  refu.sed  to 
dispense.    On  May  11  he  called  on  Dr.  Guerin,  whom  he 
knew  to  be  treating  M.  Canaby  fcr  influenza,  and  showed 
him  the  prescriptions.     The  following  day  Dr.  Guerin 
called  in  four  fellow-doctors  and,  after  a  consultation,  it 
was  decided  to  transfer  the  patient  to  Dr.  Villar's  clinique, 
where  he  partially  recovered  his  health,  and  was  able,  at 
the  recent  trial,  to  drag  himself  (he  can  hardly  stand)  to 
depose  in   favour  of  his  wife's  innocence.     When  the 
various  prescriptions  were  submitted  to  Dr.  Gaube,  he  at 
once  recognised  them  as  forgeries  and  lodged  a  complaint 
with  the  Procureur  of  the  Repvfblic.    A  police  inquiry 
was  opened.    A  search  made  m  the  Canabys'  house  re- 
vealed the  presence  of  a  large  nmiiber  of  empty  bottles 
having  contained  Fowler's  solution.    Analy.'is  of  the  hair  of 
M.  Canaby  showed  40  milligrams  of  arsenic  per  kilo.,  and 
of  the  beard  26  milligrams.    The  wife  was  committed  for 
trial.     Her  line  of  defence  was  to  deny  improper  relations 
with  M.  Rabot.  a  friend  of  the  family,  whose  intiir.acy  is. 
according  to  the  prosecution,  her  motive  for  attempting  to 
take  her  husband's  life  ;  and  that  the  medicaments  had  been 
handed  by  her  to  a  "  fair  young  man,"  who  came  professedly 
from  Dr.  Gaube.  hnt  as  to  whose  identity  no  trace  is  forth- 
coming.   Both  the  pharmacists  were  severely  reprimanded 
by  the  presiding  Judge  for  not  employing  greater  pre- 
cautions. 

"  I  beg  your  pardon,"  said        Erny.    "  A  prescription 


signed  by  a  doctor  is  brought  to  mo.  I  execute  it.  I  am 
not  an  expert  in  handwriting." 

"But  it  was  a  special  proscription."  urged  the  Judge 
calluig  for  the  delivery  of  terrible  poisons."  ' 
"  It  IS  not  for  mo  to  control  doctors'  methods  of  medica- 
tion.   My  duty  as  a  phar.macist  is  simply  to  supply  the 
medicament.^  prescribed." 

The  Procureur-General  pushed  matters  still  further,  and 
raised  the  indignation  of  the  already  excited  public  by  the 
nature  of  his  remarks  to  the  pharmacist  : 

"  You  were  paid  for  these  medicaments?  " 
Witness:   "Yes,  at  cost-price,  they  being  for  a  doctor. 
But  the  prescriptions  wore  in  order,  and  if  it  happened 
again  I  should  act  in  the  same  manner." 

The  Procureur-General :  "  You  have  no  right  to  speak 
thus.  It  is  inadmissible  that  a  witness  who  has  committed  a 
serious  fault  {unc  fautc  (iravc)  should  come  here  and  toll 
me  he  will  repeat  it.  Who  is  to  tell  me  that  it  was  not  the 
money  which  led  you  thus  to  act  ?  " 

A  violent  storm  of  protesting  "  Oh  !  Oh  !  "  from  the  audience 
emphasised  this  last  remark,  and  the  presiding  Judge 
threatened  to  have  the  court  cleared  if  order  were  not 
observed.  He  explained  that  the  Procureur's  remark  was 
not  to  be  taken  too  literally ;  and  the  pharmacist  left  the 
witness-box.  The  trial  concluded  on  Monday,  when  the  jury 
gave  their  verdict  acquitting  Madame  Canal  )y  on  the  charge 
of  poi.soning,  but  finding  her  guilty  of  forging  the  medical 
prescriptions  by  which  poison  was  fraudulently  obtained 
by  her.  She  was  condemned  to  fifteen  months'  imprisonment 
and  lOOf.  fine.  Madame  Canaby  has  already  been  in 
prison  several  months  awaiting  the  trial,  and  this  time  will 
be  deducted  from  the  sentence.  The  rather  strange  verdict 
is  much  commented  on.

Natal. 

Owing  to  the  Native  Unre.st,  writes  our  Durban  corre- 
spondent on  May  5,  business  in  all  parts  of  the  Colony  is 
very  stagnant,  with  the  exception  of  those  districts  which 
are  directly  interested  in  the  supply  of  goods  to  the  Militia. 
Everything  points  to  the  native  trouble  lasting  some  time, 
but  a  general  rising  is  not  anticipated.  In  this  connection 
it  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  past  few  days  efforts 
have  been  made  at  Langlaagte  (a  reef  village  situated  about 
four  miles  west  of  Johannesburg)  to  raise  a  company  of 
twenty-five  mounted  volunteers  for  service  in  Natal.  Mr. 
Wilson,  a  local  chemist,  who  has  seen  a  good  deal  of  service 
in  previous  native  wars,  and  who  initiated  the  movement, 
has  received  the  commendation  of  the  whole  community. 
Though  the  twenty-five  men  were  forthcoming,  the  authori- 
ties were  unable  to  accept  the  offer,  those  offering  not  being 
members  of  Volunteer  regiments,  and  therefore  not  coming 
within  the  Government  Proclamation,  which  strictly  limited 
the  force  to  Volunteers.

A  Natal  Oculist. — The  death  took  place  in  Paris,  on 
April  24,  of  Dr.  F.  C.  Daumas,  of  Maritzburg,  who  for 
many  years  had  held  a  leading  position  in  South  Africa  as 
a  specialist  in  diseases  of  the  eye.  A  few  months  ago  Dr. 
Daumas,  who  was  suffering  from  a  serious  complaint,  went 
to  London  and  Paris  to  consult  various  specialists,  but  their 
advice  was  of  no  avail.  Dr.  Daumas  was  born  in  Basuto- 
land,  his  father  being  a  French  mi.ssionary.  He  was  sent 
to  Paris  to  be  educated,  and  he  had  a  brilliant  University 
career,  taking  the  degrees  of  M.D.,  B.A.,  and  B.Sc.  After 
leaving  the  university  he  became  assistant  to  Professor 
Liebreich,  the  oculist  to  the  Court  of  Napoleon  III.,  and 
after  the  siege  of  Paris,  in  1871,  took  over  Professor  Lieb- 
reich's  practice,  acquiring  a  great  reputation  in  Europe  as 
a  specialist.  His  health  giving  way,  the  doctor  returned 
to  .South  Africa  about  the  time  of  the  Zulu  War  and  soon 
became  recognised  as  the  leading  oculist  in  South  Africa. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Preliminary. — Since  the  publica- 
tion by  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council  of  the  regula- 
tions for  the  examinations  of  chemists  in  the  Colony,  some 
dissatisfaction  has  been  expressed  by  several  unqualified 
chemi.sts'  assistants  that  a  Preliminary  examination  or  certi- 
ficate from  a  recognised  educational  body  was  necessary 
before  going  in  for  the  Final.  The  malcontents  argue  that 
if  they  have  been  resident  for  a  certain  period  in  the  Colony 
that  ought  to  stand  in  their  favour,  and  they  should  be 
subject  to  an  examination  on  the  lines  of  the  Modified 
examination  of  the  P.8.G.B.  The  Council  have  gone  into 
the  matter,  but  the  Attorney-General  has  advised  them  that 
under  the  present  Ordinance  they  have  no  power  to  intro- 
duce a  regulation  exempting  anyone  from  the  Preliminary 
examination.

Madrid  Pharmacy  Ur  to  Bate. — Princess  Ena"s  names 
have  not  yet  obtained  extensive  coinmercial  recognition  in 
Madrid,  possibly  because  there  is  some  doubt  as  to  whether 
her  popular  title  will  be  Queen  Victoria  or  the  "  Eeina 
Eugenia."  An  enterprising  pharmacist,  whose  officine  (the 
"Antigua  Farmacia  de  Atocha'")  is  close  to  the  Saragossa 
Railway  Station,  has.  however,  a  window  full  of  neat  little 
boxes  bearing  the  British  Eoyal  crown  and  the  inscription 
in  Spanish  :  "  For  Coughs.  Battenberg  English  Pectoral 
Paste.    One  peseta  the  box." 

"The  Finest  Royal  Palace  in  EuEorE"  is  the  title 
claimed  by  Spaniards  (and  admitted  by  many  foreigners) 
for  the  Palacio  Real,  where  an  English-born  queen  is  so 
shortly  to  pr-eside.  It  is  a  little  town  in  itself,  numbering 
hundreds  of  inhabitants,  whose  phannaceutical  require- 
ments are  supplied  by  the  "  Oficina  de  Farmacia  Real,  "  also 
within  the  Palace  precincts.  The  entrance  to  this  Royal 
pharmacy  will  be  familiar  to  all  who  have  toured  in  Spain ; 
for  who  has  visited  Madrid  without  "assisting"  at  the 
picturesque  daily  military  parade  in  the  Grand  Courtyard 
of  the  Palace,  and  passing  under  the  archway  where  the 
word  "  Farmacia"  is  inscribed  over  a  side  door?  Mounting 
a  few  steps,  one  finds  one.self  in  an  antechamber  or  passage 
leading  into  the  two  principal  rooms — one  fitted  up  as  a 
laboratory,  the  other  as  a  pharmacy  of  the  ordinary  type, 
with  stock-jars,  etc.  There  is,  of  course,  no  window-show 
or  announcement  of  any  kind,  but  as  the  average  Spanish 
pharmacy  is  often  innocent  alike  of  show-goods  and  of 
counter,  the  difference  between  this  establishment  and  the 
usual  chemist's  shop  of  the  Peninsula  is  not  marked.  The 
dispensing  for  the  ordinary  bulk  of  the  inmates  of  the 
Palace  is,  of  course,  carried  out  by  assistants,  but  the  Chief 
Pharmacist  (Fannarcutiio  Mayor]  is  supposed  personally 
to  compound  the  prescriptions  for  the  Royal  Family  and 
highest  ofticials.  This  individual  is  a  State  official,  occa- 
sionally appearing  in  uniform  at  official  functions.  The 
present  occupant  of  this  responsible  position  is  Senor  Don 
Jose  de  Pontes  y  Resales,  Member  of  the  Royal  Academy 
of  Medicine,  and  of  the  Spanish  Pharmacopoeia  Revision 
Committee. 


Hmcincan  IRotcs. 


Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  of  Detroit,  have  just 
initiated  a  plan  of  considerable  sociologic  importance.  A 
sum  of  $1,200  will  be  given  annually  in  a  series  of  prizes  to 
employes  for  the  most  valuable  suggestions  offered  during 
the  year  regarding  the  conduct  of  the  business  in  its  mani- 
fold details.  Altogether  there  are  to  be  thirty  prizes  for 
the  rank-and-file  and  five  prizes  for  the  foremen.  Some 
years  ago  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  attracted  much  atten- 
tion by  distributing  stock  in  the  corporation  among  a  con- 
siderable nmnber  of  employes  who  had  attained  to  respon- 
sible positions  in  the  house,  and  who  had  made  their  services 
of  special  value.  Colonel  E.  W.  Fitch,  who  resigned 
recently  from  the  management  of  the  New  York  branch  of 
the  house,  has  departed,  with  Mrs.  Fitch,  for  a  European 
trip. 

A  Mammoth  Price-list. —A  volume  of  about  1,180  pages, 
each  containing  10^  by  7f  in.  of  closely  printed  matter,  has 
been  sent  to  us,  as  a  sample  of  the  catalogue  issued  by  an 
American  departmental  store.  It  is  the  production  of 
Messrs.  Sears,  Roebuck  &  Co..  of  Chicago,  and  the  drug 
department  in  this  Gargantuan  "  price-maker  "  covers  forty- 
two  pages.  The  firm's  proprietaries  of  course  predominate  ; 
they  are  products  of  the  "  Seroco  Chemical  Laboratory," 
and  the  feature  of  the  pages  is  a  "formula"  of  the  in- 
gredients specified  in  many  cases,  but  with  no  quantities. 
This  is  done  very  effectively  in  black  type  surrounded  by  a 
square  border.  For  instance,  "Celery  Malt  Compound" 
is  described  in  glowing  terms  as  a  nerve-builder,  brain-tonic, 
etc.,  and  in  the  middle  of  the  recital  of  its  virtues  stands 
the  formula  thus  :

In  the  prescription  department  there  are  one  or  two  rather 
startling  offers  such  as  "  No.  8  E  7,592  Strychnine.  Sulph, 
Pwd.  i  oz.  vials,  20c.,  1  oz.  pkg.  $1.10"  ! 

The  "Anti-Trust"  Prosecution. — In  our  issue  of 
May  12  (Coloured  Supplement,  p.  66)  we  mentioned  that 
the  Attorney-General  of  the  L^nited  States  had  filed  a  peti- 
tion in  the  Indiana  District  Court  against  the  ' '  Drug 
Trust."  The  petition  is  for  an  injunction  against  the 
officers  of  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Drug- 
gists, the  National  Wholesale  Druggists'  Association,  the 
Proprietary  Association  of  America,  and  various  corpora- 
tions and  individuals  which  he  designates  as  "comprising 
what  is  generally  known  as  the  Drug  Trust  of  the  United 
States."  No  fewer  than  fifty  individual  manufacturing- 
pharmacists,  patent-medicine  proprietors,  and  wholesale 
druggists  are  mentioned  in  the  complaint.  The  Bill 
alleges  that  these  Associations,  their  oflScers,  delegates,  and 
members,  have  entered  into  a  conspiracy  to  fix  arbitrarily 
and  to  regulate  the  price  at  which  patent  medicines,  drugs, 
and  proprietary  articles  shall  be  sold  to  the  consimier,  and 
that  they  have  established  rules  and  regulations  to  enforce 
such  an  unlawful  agreement  by  restricting  the  purchase  and 
sale  of  such  commodities  to  those  members  of  the  Associa- 
tions who  shall  observe  and  abide  by  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions thus  arbitrarily  prescribed.  The  Attorney-General! 
says  that  no  retail  druggist  can  obtain  goods  from  a  whole- 
sale druggist  or  manufacturer  of  proprietaries  unless  he 
becomes  a  member  of  the  N.A.R.D.  He  claims  to  be  pro- 
vided with  substantial  evidence  to  sustain  the  charge  of 
conspiracy,  and  contends  that  the  alleged  combination  is 
such  as  is  prohibited  by  the  terms  of  the  Sherman  Anti-Tru.st 
Act.  If  the  Attorney-General  should  secure  all  of  the 
injunctions  that  he  desires,  and  if  these  injunctions  are 
afterwards  enforced  by  separate  proceedings  whenever  they 
are  violated,  the  whole  anti-cufting  reform  in  the  United 
States  will  be  absolutely  and  permanently  destroyed.

Mr.  Crosland,  who  lias  just  been  elected  third  President  of 
the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians,  represents  the  modern  type 
of  chemist  who  is  not  afraid  of

/"  \     which   promise   a   return  for 

extra  scientific  attainments. 
Mr.  Crosland  was  apprenticed 
at  Darlington  to  a  man  of  the 
old  school,  but  who  was  never- 
theless a  keen  business  man,  as 
evidenced  by  the  regularity 
with  which  he  studied  and  pro- 
fited by  the  C.  <i-  D.  market  re- 
port. Some  seventeen  years  ago 
Mr.  Crosland  came  to  London 
as  assistant  to  Mr.  Rouse,  at 
High  Street,  Clapham,  when, 
after  two  years  of  long  hours,  ho 
sought  time  for  study,  and  took 
a  post  in  the  drug  department 
of  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores. 
The  evenings  were  spent  with 
Mr.  Frederick  Davis  in  study 
for  the  Minor,  which  was 
successfully  pas.sed  eight 
months  afterwards.  Next  Mr.  Crosland  took  a  business  in 
Clapham,  and,  after  five  and  a  half  years,  joined  his  brother 
in  Johannesburg.  Returning  to  England  after  the  Jameson 
raid,  Mr.  Crosland  purciiasod  two  businesses,  and  became 
interested  in  the  examination  scheme  of  the  Spectacle-makers' 
Cornpany,  eventually,  on  taking  up  his  residence  at  Sutton, 
finding  time  to  read  up  optics  and  pass  both  the  examinations 
of  the  Company.  In  his  optical  studios  Mr.  Crosland  acknow- 
ledges the  assistance  of  his  brother,  the  late  Mr.  Ernest  Cros- 
land, B.Sc  who  assisted  Dr.  Campbell  in  preparing  "  Refrac- 
tion of  the  Eye  "  for  the  press.  On  spectacle-fitting  and  sight- 
testing  Mr.  Crosland  is  an  enthusiast,  but  he  urges  upon 
chemists  who  think  of  taking  up  these  subjects  that  it  is 
necessary  to  devote  much  time  to  study,  as  there  is  no  royal 
road  to  becoming  a  competent  refractionist.

Jones,  Wilson,  and  Huggins  took  part. 


Public  Dispensers'  Association. 

A  jVIeeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  St.  Bride  In- 
stitute, Ludgate  Circus.  London,  E.G.,  on  May  30,  Mr. 
Hermann  C.  T.  Gardner,  Chairman  of  Council,  presiding. 
There  was  a  small  attendance,  but  the  meeting  was  graced 
by  the  presence  of  seven  ladies — members  of  the  Association 
of  Woinen  Pharmacists.  An  instructive  and  much-appre- 
ciated paper,  illustrated  with  numerous  lantern-slides,  was 
given  by  Mr.  Harold  Deane,  on  "Malaria  and  the  Mos- 
quito." Mr.  Deane  gave  a  historical  survey  of  the  whole 
subject  from  the  time  of  Hippocrates  down  to  the  researches 
of  Ross  and  Manson.  He  displayed  an  intimate  know- 
ledge of  the  subject,  and  was  convinced  of  the  modern 
contention  that  the  mosquito  is  the  main  cause  of  malaria. 
.En  the  discussion  which  followed,  Mr.  F.  Noad  Clark  asked 
the  origin  of  the  parasite  with  which  the  mosquito  infects 
the  hvunan  subject.  Mr.  Miller  wondered  why  malarial  sub 
jects—like  old  soldiers — should  have  regular  periodic  attacks 
of  the  disease  year  after  year.  In  his  reply,  Mr.  Deane  said 
the  origin  of  the  malaria  parasite  was  unknown,  and  that 
the  recurrent  effects  of  malaria  were  probably  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  number  of  malarial  blasts  in  the  blood  cor- 
puscles increased  and  decreased  periodically  above  the 
nimiber  required  to  .sensibly  affect  the  patient"  Mr.  Deane 
was  heartily  thanked  for  his  lecture.  A  vote  of  condolence 
was  passed  with  the  widow  of  the  late  Mr.  S.  13.  Donnan. 


The  Three  Towns'  Association. 

The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Plyr.iouth,  Devonport,  Stone- 
house,  and  District  C'hemists'  Association  was  held  on 
Thursday  evening.  May  24,  Mr.  Frank  Maitland  (President) 
in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present  Messrs.  J.  Barge, 
A.  P.  Barber,  F.  A.  Goodwin,  H.  D.  Davcy,  H.  N.  Hearder, 
J.  A.  Lamble,  S.  A.  Perkins,  R.  F.  Roper,  and  F.  A.  Spear 
(Hon.  Secretary). 

Mr.  William  Barrett,  chemist,  Devonport,  and  Mr.  Walter 
Gwillim,  of  Mutley,  were  unanimously  elected  members  of 
the  Association. — A  committee  was  appointed  to  organise 
the  annual  summer  excursion. — Arrangements  were  made 
for  representation  at  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Confer- 
ence and  annual  meeting  of  the  Federation  of  Local  Associa- 
tions. 

A  discussion  took  place  on  pharmacy  legislation,  and  a 
letter  received  from  a  West  Country  peer,  who  had  voted 
for  Lord  Ebury's  amendment  to  Clause  4  of  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Bill,  was  read  by  the  Secretary.  The  writer 
said  : 

In  this  case  the  question  is.  Should  a  iirm  of  persons 
engaged  in  the  sale  of  drugs  bo  composed  entirely  of  regis- 
tered chemists?  ...  I  think  that  Section  4  as  it  stands  in 
Lord  Crowe's  Bill  contains  all  that  the  chemist  has  a  right 
to  expect — namely,  that  nobody  shall  sell  drugs  unless  they 
employ  a  duly  registered  manager  or  assistant,  and  exhibit 
conspicuously  the  name  of  such  qualified  assistant.  To 
say  that  no  one  but  qualified  chemists  may  carry  on  the 
bu,siness  of  selling  drugs,  even  when  thoy  employ  duly 
qualified  persons,  does  not  commend  itself  to  my  mind. 
It  was  thought  that  this  throws  an  interesting  side-light 
upon  the  success  of  interested  persons  in  confusing  the  real 
issues  of  the  question. 


London  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meetixg  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  was  held  at 
St.  Bride  Institute  on  May  30,  Mr.  F.  W.  Truman  in  the 
chair,  eight  other  members  being  present. 

Enfield  Association, — It  was  decided  that  the  Chair- 
man and  other  members  of  the  North  London  Branch  should 
go  to  Enfield  on  June  20  to  assist  in  forming  the  new 
association. 

Letters. — The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  resolutions 
passed  at  the  last  general  meeting  had  been  sent  to  the  pro- 
vincial associations  and  acknowledgments  were  read.  An 
acknow  ledgment  was  also  received  from  Lord  Crewe's  .secre- 
tary. Mr.  Bremridge  replied  to  the  resolution  in  regard  to 
hospital  dispensing  for  out-patients.  The  East  Aberdeen 
Association  wrote  with  reference  to  the  Gall  v.  Slessor  ap- 
peal fund,  and  it  was  decided,  on  Mr.  Pentney's  motion,  to 
subscribe  1/.  Is.  The  Town  Tenants"  League  asked  the  Asso- 
ciation to  send  a  delegate  to  the  conference  which  they  are 
to  hold  in  London  on  June  21  to  promote  a  Bill  with  the 
objects  of  ensuring  fixity  of  tenure  to  shopkeepers  and 
others.    Mr.  R.  Willson  was  appointed.    Then  followed  the 

Annual  Meeting. — Mr.  Truman  was  voted  to  the  chair. 
Mr.  Betty  read  the  fifth  annual  report  and  balance-sheet. 
The  latter  showed  that  the  expenditure  of  the  year  amounted 
to  23^.  7*.  8d.,  chiefly  composed  of  petty  expienses,  and  the 
receipts  to  49^.  3.s.  (subscriptions  A51.  16-?.,  and  previous 
balance  251.  7s.),  leaving  25/.  15.s.  Ad.  in  hand. 

Committee  Election. — Mr.  Burton  considered  that,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  only  two  ordinary  members  were  pre- 
sent, the  committee  would  practically  re-elect  themselves. 
After  some  discussion  the  meeting  decided  to  proceed,  and 
the  committee  were  re-elected  e;i  bloc,  Messrs.  J.  W. 
Douglas  and  White  taking  the  place  of  Messrs.  Pickering 
and  Oldfield,  who  have  retired. 

Breaking  Bulk. — Mr.  Douglas  then  proposed  that  a  de- 
putation be  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Inland  Revenue  in 
regard  to  this  matter,  which  was  deferred  from  the  last  meet- 
ing. Mr.  Burton,  seconded  by  Mr.  Pond,  moved  that  the 
matter  be  no  further  dealt  with,  on  the  principle  of  letting 
sleeping  dogs  lie ;  but  this  was  negatived  after  discussion, 
and  Mr.  Douglas  and  Mr.  Betty  were  appointed  to  interview 
the  authorities. 

Tabloid  Prices. — It  was  decided  to  write  to  Messrs. 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  to  ask  whether  they  would 
receive  a  deputation  on  this  subject. 
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ComTaercial  T/avellers'  Samples.— Are  railway  com- 
panies liable  for  the  loss  of  commercial  travellers'  samples? 
This  question  was  raised  in  the  King's  Bench  Division  on 
Friday,  May  25,  in  a  case  heard  before  Mr.  Justice  Kennedy 
and  Mr.  Justice  Bray,  the  Lancashire  &  Yorkshire  Railway 
Co.  appealing  against  the  judgment  of  Judge  Parry,  in  the 
Manchester  County  Court,  awarding  two  commercial 
travellers,  named  George  Henry  and  Horace  Wilkinson, 
b2l.  Is.  8d.  damages,  as  against  the  company,  in  respect  of 
the  loss  of  some  of  their  samples.  The  plaintiffs  travelled,  as 
commercials,  from  Huddersfield  to  Belfast,  and,  when  they 
arrived  at  Belfast,  they  were  told  that  some  of  their  samples 
had  been  dropped  into  the  sea.— Counsel  for  the  company  con- 
tended that  the  samples  were  not  passengers'  personal 
luggage,  but  merchandise;  that  consequently  there  was  no 
obligation  upon  them  to  carry  them  by  passenger-train  ;  that 
carrying  them,  it  was  competent  for  tliem  to  stipulate  terms;' 
and  that  the  special  privileges  extended  to  commercial 
travellers  were  offered  with  the  expressed  condition  that  the 
company  should  be  relieved  from  all  liability.— For  the  plain- 
tiffs It  was  argued  that  Section  7  of  the  Railway  and  Canal 
Act  of  1834  gave  relief  from  the  condition  named,  that  the 
time-tables  of  the  company  showed  that  they  took  samples 
as  commercial  travellers'  luggage,  and  that  when  the  offer 
which  was  made  to  the  public  generally,  was  accepted  the 
company  was  compelled  to  carry.-Their  Lordships  held  that 
the  Act  of  1834  applied,  and  that  there  was  a  contract  to  carry 
Ihey  therefore  dismissed  the  appeal,  with  costs,  but  granted 
leave  for  further  appeal. 


High  Court  Cases. 

.Saccharin  Patents. 
^7  ^oo  ^r'^ancery  Court  of  Lancashire  at  Manchester  on 
May  28,  Vice-Chancellor  0.  Leigh  Clare  granted  an  injunc- 
tion, on  the  application  of  the  Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd., 
against  John  McNichoI  for  an  infringement  of  the  saccharin 
patents. 

Alleged  Libel  by  a  Chemical-manufactueee. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  May  28,  Mr.  Justice 
Grantham  and  a  special  jury  tried  the  action  brought  by 
Mr.  John  Charles  Goode,  a  tea-merchant,  of  78  Fenchurch 
Street,  London,  E.C.,  and  managing  director  of  Cooper 
Cooper  &  Co.  (1901),  Ltd.,  to  recover  damages  from  Mr 
John  Flower  Kenipson,  a  manufacturing  chemist  of 
Alfreton,  residing  at  Leicester,  for  libel  alleged  to  be  con- 
tamed  in  a  circular  dated  June  26,  1905,  and  published  by 
the  defendant  to  the  shareholders.  The  circular  suggested 
that  the  dealings  between  the  company  and  other  businesses 
in  the  City  m  which  the  plaintiff  was  interested  should  be 
inquired  into.— Defendant  did  not  admit  that  he  published 
the  hbel;  that,  if  he  did,  it  did  not  bear  the  meaning 
attached  ;  and  that  it  was  true  in  substance  and  in  fact.- 
After  hearing  the  evidence,  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  for 
the  defendant,  and  added  a  rider  that  they  did  not  think 
the  circular  cast  any  reflection  upon  the  plaintiff's  character 
or  capacity. 

CoD-LivEH  Oil  Case. 
The  case  of  Jervell  r.  Goodridge,  as  briefly  reported  in  our 
last  issue,  was  tried  on  Thursday,  May  k4,  in  the  Kino's 
Bench  Division,  before  Mr.  Justice  Bigham.  It  was  onein 
which  Otto  S.  Jervell,  of  Aalesund,  Norway,  and  his 
London  agents,  W.  Charity  &  Sons,  sought  to  recover  from 
Goodridge  &  Sons,  of  St.  John's,  Newfoundland,  damages 
for  an  alleged  breach  of  contract,  dated  March  24,  1904,  for 
the  sale  by  defendants  to  the  plaintiffs  of  cod-liver  oil.  Mr. 
Hamilton,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Bremner  were  for  the  plaintiffs, 
and  Mr.  Scrutton,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Cautley  appeared  for  the 
defendants. 

The  contract  was  for  7,000  gals,  of  1904  cod-liver  oil. 
Plaintiffs  rejected  forty-six  casks,  alleging  that  they  were 
not  saleable  for  medicinal  purposes,  being  rancid  and  of 
offensive  odour  and  taste,  and  not  up  to  sample.  Defendants, 
on  the  other  hand,  contended  that  plaintiffs  accepted  deli- 
very after  having  had  samples  and  without  making  further 
demand  for  inspection. 

Evidence  was  first  tendered  by  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs 
as  to  the  contract  and  its  nature,  Mr.  Jervell  and  Mr.  W. 
Charity  being  the  principals  in  this  section.  It  transpired 
that  74  casks  of  oil  had  been  shipped,  and  of  these  five  , 


were  sold  to  Messrs.  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,,  and  the 
rest  to  the  plaintiffs. 

Expert  witnesses  were  then  called  on  plaintiffs'  behalf  to 
prove  the  inferiority  of  the  oil. 

Mr.  E.  J.  Parry,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  said  that  on  June  22, 
1905,  he  examined  sixty-nine  casks  of  cod-liver  oil,  and 
supervised  the  drawing  of  samples.  They  were  a  very  mixed 
shipment,  and  only  eight  casks  could  be  described  as  really 
of  first-class  quality  for  that  year ;  there  were  fifteen  which 
he  should  have  passed  as  fair  oil,  and  which  might,  by  a 
stretch  of  a  point,  have  been  brought  into  the  first  class ; 
and  the  remainder  varied  from  poor  to  very  bad  indeed.  The 
last  fifteen  or  so  were  so  bad  that  he  did  not  think  they 
were  pure  cod-liver  oil  at  all.  Some  of  the  barrels  were  un- 
doubtedly made  from  other  livers  than  those  of  the  cod. 
No  process  of  refinement  would  ever  have  made  them  into 
first-class  medicinal  oil. 

Mr.  Justice  Bigham  :  What  do  you  mean  by  first-class 
medicinal  oil  ? — There  are  grades. 

Do  you  mean  it  could  have  been  made  for  second-class 
medicinal  oil  ? — No. 

Further  examined  by  Mr.  Hamilton,  witness  stated 
that  the  livers  had  been  fairly  putrid  before  the  oil  was 
prepared,  and  that  accounted  largely  for  its  bad  quality. 
He  would  not  say  that  the  quality  was  due  to  the  passing  of 
time. — Mr.  Scrutton  cross-examined  him  on  this  point, 
especially  to  bring  out  that  opinions  differed,  but  witness 
kept  to  his  statement. 

Mr.  Arnold  Baiss,  wholesale  druggist,  said  he  examined 
the  sixty-nine  samples  taken  by  Mr.  Parry,  a  fortnight  ago, 
by  both  taste  and  smell.  Taken  as  a  lot  they  were  decidedly 
inferior.  Twenty-three  or  twenty-four  barrels  might  pass 
as  fair  ordinary  oil,  but  others  were  not  fit  for  medicinal 
purposes  at  all.  They  were  bad  in  taste,  smell,  and  colour. 
In  January  last  year  they  paid  4s.  6d.  per  gal.  for  cod-liver 
oil,  but  he  should  think  the  value  of  the  first  twenty-four 
barrels  now  would  be  2,'.  or  2s.  3cZ.  per  gal.  at  the  outside, 
but  the  rest  were  not  fit  for  human  medicinal  use,  and  he 
would  not  have  given  l.s.  6d.  per  gal.  for  them  at  the  begin- 
ning of  last  year. — Cross-examined,  witness  maintained  that 
the  quality  of  the  barrels,  excluding  the  first  twenty-four, 
varied  very  much,  and  he  would  not  agree  that  an  allowance 
of  6d.  per  gal.  would  be  fair. 

An  affidavit  of  plaintiffs'  foreman  in  Norway  was  put  in. 
He  found  the  oil,  with  the  exception  of  twenty-four  casks, 
to  be  very  bad.  It  was  the  worst  Newfoundland  oil  he  had 
ever  seen,  and  he  doubted  whether  it  was  cod-liver  oil  at 
all. — Joseph  Crowley,  a  wharfinger,  m  the  employ  of  Messrs. 
Sanderson  &  Co.,  of  Liverpool,  said  that  for  about  three 
days  the  oil  was  stored  under  cover,  with  a  watchman  in 
charge,  at  the  Victoria  Dock,  Liverpool.  They  had  pre- 
viously been  lying  on  the  import  quay. 

For  the  defence  an  affidavit  was  put  in  to  prove  that  the 
oil  was  good  when  shipped,  and  a  wharf  foreman  proved 
that  it  was  sampled  on  arrival. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Fornioy,  F.C.S.  (Millar  &  Formoy,  Denman 
Street,  S.E.),  said  in  October  1905  he  examined  the 
sixty-nine  casks  and  as  many  samples  of  the  oil. 
He  estimated  that  allowances  would  be  made  as 
follows  with  a  contract  to  sell  1904  manufactures  as 
first-quality,  assuming  the  price  of  the  best  to  be  4.s.  6d. 
per  gal.,  and  the  average  capacity  of  the  casks  38  gals.  : 
Sixteen  casks,  6d.  per  gal.,  151.  4.?.  ;  eleven  casks,  9d.  per 
gal.,  151.  13.S.  6d.  ;  six  casks.  Is.  Zd.  per  gal.,  14Z.  5s.  ;  eight 
casks.  Is.  4^d.  per  gal.,  20/.  18s.  ;  three  casks.  Is.  6d.  per 
gal..  8/.  lis.  ;  two  casks.  Is.  8d.  per  gal..  61.  6s.  8d.  Total, 
801.  18s.  2d.  He  considered  that  would  be  a  fair  allowance. 
Certainly  the  oil  he  saw  was  not  made  out  of  decomposed  or 
putrid  livers. — In  cross-examination  witness  declared  that 
he  could  have  found  a  purchaser  for  the  oil  on  which  he 
suggested  an  allowance  of  Is.  8d..  for  the  purpose  of  feeding- 
calves.  The  cross-examination  of  witness  was  continued  at 
considerable  length,  solely  in  regard  to  his  opinion  aboufi 
the  quality  of  the  oil  and  his  knowledge  of  the  subject. 

Mr.  John  C.  Umney,  Chairman  of  the  Chemical  Section 
of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce.  F.C.S..  and  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  said  that  in  November  1904  he  bought, 
through  Messrs.  Harrington,  five  casks  of  cod-liver  oil.  It 
was  of  first-class  quality;  in  fact,  it  was  made  a  standard 
sample  in  a  prosecution  for  selling  adulterated  cod-liver  oil. 
He  did  not  know  of  the  existence  of  the  other  sixty-nine 
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casks  until  this  month,  when  he  received  sixty-nine  samples 
said  to  have  been  taken  from  them.  They  were  not  in  the 
^ame  condition  as  their  original  sample  when  they  passed 
it,  but,  making  allowances  for  the  lapse  of  time,  they  were 
certainly  first-class  oil.  He  should  hesitate  very  much, 
looking  at  the  samples  of  the  sixty-nine  casks,  before  saying 
what  their  condition  was  in  November  1904.  The  exposvu'e 
of  the  oil  to  air,  and  other  causes,  would  make  a  very  con- 
siderable difference.  The  method  described  of  taking  the 
samples  was  quite  satisfactory  with  a  normal,  congealing 
•cod-liver  oil,  such  as  this  oil.  There  was  nothing  at  all 
to  indicate  that  the  oil  was  made  from  decomposed  or  putrid 
livers,  nor  was  there  anything  in  the  chemical  character  of 
the  oil  to  show  that  it  was  made  from  any  liver  other  than 
■that  of  the  cod.  The  samples  now  were  not  of  first-class 
quality,  but  there  was  nothing  whatever  inconsistent  with 
the  oil  being  all  right  in  November  1904. — Cross-examined, 
witness  stated  that  he  had  only  tasted  six  or  eight  of  the 
samples,  and  he  agreed  that  some  of  the  samples  were  now 
very  bad.  The  chemical  analysis  indicated  that  they  were 
pure  cod-liver  oil. 

After  a  few  more  questions  counsel  addressed  the  Court. 
Mr.  Justice  Bigham,  in  giving  judgment,  said  there  was 
only  one  question  to  decide,  and  that  was  whether  the  oil, 
when  landed  in  Liverpool,  was  of  first-class  quality  and  in 
accordance  with  the  contract.  He  had  evidence  which 
satisfied  him  that  the  oil  was  of  the  right  quality  when  it 
was  shipped  from  Newfoundland,  and  he  had  evidence  which 
satisfied  him  that  when  it  arrived  at  Liverpool  it  was 
sampled  in  the  ordinary  way  by  expert  men,  fairly  and 
properly.  That  sample  was  sent  up  to  London,  shown  to 
the  plaintiffs'  broker,  and  approved.  It  was  admitted  that 
that  sample  was  in  accordance  with  the  contract.  It  might 
be  that  the  oil,  when  it  arrived  in  Norway,  something  like 
six  weeks  after  it  had  been  landed  in  Liverpool,  had  to  some 
extent  deteriorated.  He  did  not  know,  and  he  could  not 
tell  about  that,  but  he  was  satisfied  that  when  it  was  landed 
in  Liverpool  it  was  what  it  ought  to  be.  The  defendants 
were  not  concerned  with  any  changes  that  might  have  taken 
place  from  any  cause  whatever  after  that  date.  They  were 
responsible  up  to  the  date  of  delivery  on  the  quay  at  Liver- 
pool, and  not  afterwards.  He  could  not  help  thinking  that 
it  was  a  mistake  for  plaintiffs  to  have  sent  all  the  oil  back  to 
this  country  and  to  have  incurred  wasteful  expenditure  in 
that  operation.  They  bought  the  oil.  and  it  was  what  they 
bought ;  they  saw  a  fair  sample  of  it,  their  brokers  in  London 
approved  of  that  fair  sample,  and  there  was  an  end  of  it. 
There  must  be  judgment  for  the  defendants,  with  costs. 
Judgment  was  entered  accordingly. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Camthohated  Oil. 
At  the  Bournemouth  Police  Court  on  Thursday,  May  24 
before  Dr.  G.  M.  Hirons  (in  the  chair),  Dr.  G.  Frost,  Mr. 
W.  Hoare,  and  Mr.  C.  Hodges,  several  charges  in  connec- 
tion with  the  sale  of  deficient  camphorated  oil  were  heard 
and  disposed  of.  We  subjoin  concise  statements  of  the 
facts  involved,  with  the  results  : 

Herbert  Burdall.  Sheffield  (carrying  on  business  as  Burdall 
&  Burdall,  manufacturers  and  drysalters),  was  the  first 
defendant.  He  sold  to  William  Childs,  general  storekeeper, 
Bournemouth,  camphorated  oil  with  a  warranty.  A  sample 
of  the  oil  was  purchased  by  the  inspector,  and  the  public 
analyst  reported  it  to  be  71  per  cent,  deficient  in  camphor, 
and  to  be  made  with  hydrocarbon  and  cotton-seed  oil.  Mr. 
Chdds  was  prosecuted,  but  the  charge  was  dismissed  on  his 
producing  a  warranty.  Mr.  Burdall  was  now  prosecuted 
for  giving  a  false  warranty.— Evidence  was  given  by  Mr. 
Childs,  Inspector  Christie,  Mr.  R.  A.  Cripps,  F.I.C.,  and 
the  defendant  (who  stated  that  he  bought  the  oil  from  Mr. 
Lewis  Wolff,  Birmingham).  The  charge  was  found  proven, 
and  defendant  was  fined  1/.,  and  1/.  18s.  6c?.  costs  (including 
analyst  s  fee)  and  expenses. 

Francis  Parker,  Plaistow,  London,  was  also  charged  with 
giving  a  false  warranty  with  an  oil  sold  to  Mrs.  Thrift,  the 
oil  consisting  of  9.7  per  cent,  of  camphor  and  90.3  per  cent, 
of  ohvc  oil.    He  was  fined  V..  and  1/.  17s.  6d.  costs 

Raybould  Whitehquse  &  Co..  Dudley,  were  fined  IL.  and 
V.  18s.  costs,  for  giving  a  false  warranty  to  Mr.  F.  J. 
Lovell  with  camphorated  oil,  which  Mr.  Cripps  c<?rtificd  to 
be  8  per  cent,  deficient  in  camphor. 
The  initial  cases  upon  which  the  foregoing  were  based  were 
reported  in  the  C.  d-  D.,  May  5,  p.  700. 


"Chlorodyne"  Lozenges. 
At  the  Bootle  Police  Court  on  May  28,  a  shopkeeper  was 
summoned  for  selling  2  lb.  of  "  medicated  linseed,  liquorice, 
and  chlorodyne  lozenges"  which  were  not  of  the  nature  and 
substance  demanded.  The  Magistrates  dismissed  the  sum- 
mons, after  considering  together  for  a  long  time  in  private, 
on  a  technical  point,  it  being  stated  that  there  was  nothing 
in  the  Pharmacopoeia  to  show  what  were  the  exact  in- 
gredients of  chlorodyne,  although  it  was  quite  evident 
that  the  lozenges  sold  were  not  the  real  thing.  It  was 
stated  that  this  was  the  first  case  of  the  kind  heard  in  the 
country. 

Liquid  Extract  of  Cascara  Sagrada. 
At  the  Edinburgh  Sheriff  Court  on  May  24,  the  hearing 
was  resumed  of  the  complaint  against  Messrs.  Duncan, 
Flockhart,  Powell  &  Co.,  chemists,  Leith,  under  Section  6 
of  the  1875  Act,  for  selling  on  March  16  liquid  extract  of 
cascara  sagrada  destitute  of  alcohol,  and  containing 
glycerin. — The  evidence  for  the  defence  was  concluded  by 
Mr.  George  Wright  and  Mr.  David  Taylor,  assistants  to 
the  respondents,  deposing  to  a  conversation  with  the  pur- 
chaser on  February  26,  in  the  course  of  which  he  was  told 
the  difference  between  the  B.P.  extract  and  "Duncan's." 
The  latter,  he  was  told,  was  sold  by  them,  and  not  the  B.P. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Miller,  S.S.C.,  for  the  prosecution,  intimated 
that  he  would  not  go  into  what  occurred  on  February  26, 
and  proceeded  to  address  the  Court,  but  there  was  a  pre- 
liminary argument  with  Sheriff'  Orphoot  as  to  what  was 
demancled  by  ths  purchaser  on  March  16.  The  Sheriff" 
said  "liquid  extract  of  cascara  sagrada,"  and  Mr.  Miller 
said  "  liquid  extract  of  cascara  sagrada  according  to  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia."  This  point  again  arose  afterwards, 
but  the  argument  was  in  each  case  the  same.  i\Ir.  Miller, 
in  the  course  of  his  remarks,  submitted  that  the  article 
sold  by  defenders  was  not  according  to  the  B.P.  formula, 
because  it  was  destitute  of  one  of  the  essential  ingredients — 
alcohol.  What  is  the  B.P.  if  it  is  not  a  standard  for  drugs? 
It  was  founded  upon  statutory  enactment  and  an  Order  of 
Council  as  far  back  as  1851,  and  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868 
made  it  an  off'ence  to  compomid  any  drug  of  the  B.P.  except 
according  to  the  B.P.  formula.  On  the  question  of  whether 
the  B.P.  is  regarded  as  the  standard  under  the  sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts  he  quoted  from  the  Judge's  remarks  in  the 
cases  of  White  v.  Bywater  and  Dickens  v.  Randerson,  and 
said  that  on  the  authority  of  these  cases  it  was  established 
that  if  a  B.P.  drug  is  asked  for  it  must  be  supplied  according 
to  the  formula  of  the  B.P.,  and  without  saying  "  B.P."  He 
commented  upon  the  evidence  given  by  Mr.  J.  R.  Hill,  and 
as  to  Dr.  Attfield's  prophetic  remarks  said  they  were  nega- 
tived by  the  Randerson  decision.  Mr.  Hill  had  in  his 
evidence  given  it  strongly  as  his  opinion  that  the  B.P.  is 
not  a  standard  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  but  he  found 
from  the  report  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Conference  of  1900 
that  a  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill — he  did  not  know  if  it  was  the 
same — gave  a  different  opinion,  viz.  : 

Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  said  it  was  a  vexed  question  whether 
the  Pharmacopoeia  was  a  legal  standard  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  or  not.  In  his  opinion  it  was  impossible  to 
escape  from  the  conclusion  that  it  was. 

The  respondents  said  they  supplied  all  the  essentials  of  the 
drug,  but  he  contended  that  the  substitution  of  one  article 
for  another  is  illegal  if  it  is  sold  by  the  name  of  the  B.P. 
drug.  If  it  is  lawful  for  this  chemist,  however  eminent,  to 
substitute  glycerin  for  alcohol  in  one  drug,  it  is  lawful  for 
every  chemist  in  the  Kingdom  to  do  the  same  with  other 
drugs. 

The  Sheriff  :  I  understand  that  in  non-essentials  they 
have  what  is  called  a  discretionary  power. 

Mr.  Miller  said  they  had  no  authority  for  it.  He  sub- 
mitted that  the  article  sold  did  not  come  under  Sub- 
section 1  of  Section  6  because  something  had  been 
taken  out  of  the  drug  and  had  not  been  added  to 
the  completed  drug  :  it  is  the  latter,  he  submitted, 
that  the  sub-section  provides  for.  His  Lordship  ques- 
tioned if  an  article  such  as  this  of  the  same  strength  could 
be  considered  a  different  article  from  :hat  demanded,  and 
asked  what  are  the  prospects  of  pharmacists  in  the  way  of 
improving  drugs  if  they  cannot  sell  the  article  they  have 
nnproved?_  Mr.  Miller  replied  that  they  ought  to  sell  it 
under  a  different  name,  or  they  may  use  it  as  a  patent 
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medicine.  Mr.  Hill  had  said  in  his  evidence  tliat  he 
did  not  know  a  single  firm  who  prepared  their  cascara 
according  to  the  B.P.  formula,  and  that  if  they  did  it  wo  ild 
ferment.  That  had  called  forth  several  protests  which  nad 
been  circulated  broadcast  by  various  firms,  and  he  produced 
some  of  them.  Mr.  Miller  then  quoted  from  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist.  January  5,  1901,  a  statement  by  Mr.  George 
F.  Merson,  F.C.S.,  a  member  of  the  committee  engaged  in 
the  preparation  of  the  new  B.P.,  a  statement  to  the  effect 
that  a  liquid  extract  carefully  prepared  with  the  B.P. 
quantity  of  alcohol  "  will  keep  for  any  reasonable  length 
of  time  in  our  home  climate."  He  contended  that  to  write 
the  word  "  Duncan's  "  was  not  sufficient  to  let  the  purchaser 
know  that  he  was  getting  something  different  from  the  B.P. 
As  to  the  question  whether  the  respondents  gave  notice 
otherwise  than  on  the  label,  he  said  the  notice  must  be  clear 
and  unequivocal,  and  quoted  Pearks  v.  Ward. — Here  the 
Sheriff  pointed  out  that  the  purchaser  was  told  it  was 
Duncan's.  At  the  request  of  the  Sheriff.  Mr.  Miller  tlien 
addressed  himself  to  the  question  as  to  the  legal  authority 
of  the  B.P. 

Mr.  T.  B.  Morison,  advocate,  speaking  on  behalf  of  the 
respondents,  submitted  that  the  case  failed  on  several 
grounds,  and  controverted  most  of  the  arguments  advanced 
by  Mr.  Miller.  He  reviewed  the  history  of  the  drug  in 
question,  stating  that  owing  to  the  failure  of  the  1885  pre- 
paration his  clients  introduced  the  preparation  now 
called  in  question,  and  contended  that  if  Mr.  Miller's  argu- 
ment were  to  prevail  this  superior  preparation  would  be 
driven  from  the  market.  The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
was  passed,  he  said,  to  ensure  that  the  public  got  a  thing 
substantially  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  of  the 
thing  demanded.  If  they  got  that,  even  if  the  drug  was 
preserved  in  something  different  than  that  of  the  B.P. 
formula,  no  offence  was  committed  under  the  Act. 

The  Sheriff  :  But  for  the  existence  of  the  formula  of  the 
B.P.  this  prosecution  could  not  have  been  brought.  The 
nature,  substance,  and  quality  of  the  article  is  not  chal- 
lenged. 

Mr.  Morison  referred  to  the  evidence  adduced  on  this 
point,  and  asked  his  Lordship  to  hold,  so  far  as  the  sub- 
stance of  this  case  was  concerned,  that  it  broke  down  upon 
its  merits.  Referring  to  the  cases  quoted  by  Mr.  Miller, 
he  contended  that  a  conviction  followed  in  consequence  of 
the  article  sold  not  containing  the  proper  proportion  of  the 
drug  asked  for.  The  statute  should  be  so  reacl  and  the  B.P. 
so  considered  as  to  permit  his  Lordship  to  put  in  the  fore- 
front what  was  the  true  nature  of  the  article  sold.  The 
real  offence  under  the  Act  was  the  fraudulent  sale  of  an 
article  which  was  adulterated  so  as  to  be  inferior  to  that 
which  was  demanded  and  paid  for.  In  this  case,  whether 
the  article  was  better  or  worse,  it  was  clearly  defined  in  the 
sale,  and  the  purchaser  took  it.  He  connected  the  conversa- 
tion which  took  place  on  February  26  with  what  was  said 
on  March  16,  when  the  article  libelled  was  sold  under  a 
label  that  defined  the  name  upon  it.  Mr.  Morison  pro- 
ceeded to  argue  that  the  complaint  was  irrelevant,  because 
it  did  not  give  any  indication  what  liquid  extract  of  cas- 
cara sagrada  is.  Further,  the  analyst's  certificate  was  bad 
because  it  did  not  disclose  that  an  offence  had  been  com- 
mitted. That  was  very  intimately  associated  with  the 
point  upon  the  relevancy.  The  certificate  gave  no  result 
of  any  analysis  at  all.  The  analyst  said  he  had  analysed  it. 
He  said  "  I  am  of  opinion.''  The  resiUt  of  an  analysis 
never  can  be  an  opinion. 

The  Sheriff  said  "  I  am  of  opinion  "  is  statutory. 

Mr.  Morison  :  But  it  also  says  in  the  statute  "  I  declare 
the  result  of  the  analysis  to  be  as  follows,"  and  he  put  his 
opinion  as  the  result  of  the  analysis.  That  was  what  he 
complained  of.  Concluding,  Mr.  Morison  said  the  prose- 
cution proceeded  entirely  on  a  misapprehension  of  the  pur- 
pose of  the  Act  and  what  function  the  B.P.  discharges  in 
pharmacy  matters,  and  he  asked  his  Lordship  to  assoilzie 
the  respondents. 

Sheriff  Orphoot  said  he  would  give  judgment  in  the  case 
on  Thursday,  June  7. 

"  Paregoric." 

At  Beverley  on  May  26,  William  Sharp,  of  North  Newbald, 
was  summoned  for  selling  paregoric  which  was  certified  to 
'"ntain  no  opium  and  only  a  small  percentage  of  alcohol. 


The  bottle  from  which  the  sample  was  taken  was  labei'led 
''  Paregoric  elixir  without  opium." — Defendant  was  fined 
5.S.  and  costs,  and  was  advised  not  to  sell  such  rubbish,  in 
future. 


Poisoned  Grain  Prohibition  Act. 

Selling  Poisoned  Whe-^t. 
At  the  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Petty  Sessions  on  May  24,  Robert 
Keeley,  of  Bacton,  was  charged  with  unlawfully  selling 
certain  poisons,  in  the  shape  of  phcsphorus  and  grain 
steeped  in  poison.  An  inspector  saw  Keeley  selling  a  packet 
to  a  farmer.  He  obtained  possession  of  the  packet,  and 
found  it  labelled  as  poison  for  killing  rats.  He  afterwards 
received  a  parcel  of  grain  purchased  from  Keeley  by  another 
farmer.  Mr.  Owen  A.  Clark,  chemist  and  druggist,  de- 
posed to  analysing  the  grain  and  finding  that  it  contained 
strychnine,  in  the  proportion  of  about  10  or  12  grains  to 
the  pound.  The  packet  contained  a  very  strong  preparation 
of  phosphorus,  mixed  with  some  fatty  material.  It  was 
uncoloured,  and  was  very  dangerous.  Poisons  such  as 
strychnine  are  in  the  Schedule,  and,  he  explained,  cannot 
legally  be  sold  except  by  chemists.  Penalties  of  21.  in  each 
case,  with  11.  5s.  costs,  were  imposed. 


Merchandise-marks  Act. 

AiiR.4TED-WATER  BoTTLES. 

At  the  Edinburgh  Sheriff  Court  on  May  25,  Robert  Jack, 
aerated- water  manufacturer,  Waverley  Aerated- water 
Works,  Dean  Park,  Edinburgh,  was  fined  11.  10s.,  witk 
11.  5s.  expenses,  with  the  alternative  of  ten  days'  imprison- 
ment, for  using  for  his  own  make  of  aerated  waters  two 
Codd's  bottles  marked  "  Dunbar's  aerated  waters,  14  Mary- 
field  ;  registered  trade-mark,  James  Dunbar,  Edinbui-gh." 
Mr.  Dunbar  was  the  prosecutor,  and  the  charge  was  for  using 
a  false  trade-description. 

"  Washing-soda." 
At  the  Gosport  Police  Court  on  May  25,  Mr.  Edwin  Bishop, 
wholesale  grocer,  was  fined  for  selling  1  cwt.  of  a  mixture 
of  carbonate  of  soda  and  Glauber's  salt  with  a  false  trade- 
description,  viz.,  "soda"  or  "washing-soda."  Proceed- 
ings were  taken  under  Section  2  of  the  1887  Act,  the 
informations  being  laid  by  Mr.  William  Guyton  Butler, 
confidential  clerk  to  Messrs.  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  of 
London.  There  were  four  separate  summonses,  all  being 
taken  together.  A  plea  of  not  guilty  was  entered.  Mr. 
D.  M.  Kerley,  barrister,  appeared  for  the  complainant, 
instructed  by  Messrs.  Mumby  &  Nevile,  London ;  and  Mr. 
Beck  (Messrs.  Neve,  Beci:  &  Kirby,  solicitors.  London) 
appeare  d  for  the  defendant;  while  Mr.  G.  Whitlock  ap- 
peared for  an  interested  party. 

Mr.  Kerley  explained  to  the  Court  that  1  cwt.  of  washing- 
soda  was  orciered,  and  the  article  supplied  by  the  defendant 
consisted  of  53.5  per  cent,  of  sodium  carbonate  and  46.5  per 
cent,  of  Glauber's  salt.  The  defendant  sold  the  article  as 
received,  but  he  sold  it  knowing  what  it  was,  and  he  had 
apparently  tried  to  guard  against  prosecution  by  the  fol- 
lowing notice,  which  was  displayed  in  an  inconspicuous 
part  of  the  shop  : 

All  soda,  being  composed  of  carbonate  of  soda  and  sul- 
phate of  soda,  is  sold  at  this  establishment  as  mixed  soda. 
Mr.  Kerley  pointed  out  that  this  notice  did  not  in  any  way 
clear  the  defendant  from  prosecution  for  issuing  a  false 
trade-label. 

Mr.  Guyton  Butler  gave  evidence  as  to  sending  a  man 
named  Leach  to  the  defendant's  shop  for  1  cwt.  ©f  washing- 
soda  on  May  4.  He  took  two  samples  from  the  parcels 
and  sent  them  to  his  firm.— Dr.  T.  C.  Lamb,  analytical 
chemist,  a-nd  manager  to  Messrs.  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  Silvertown,  proved  his  analysis  of  the  sample,  and 
spoke  as  to  its  properties.— Mr.  F.  Blevins,  assistant  to 
Dr.  Lamb,  also  gave  evidence  as  to  the  relative  qualities  of 
the  two  ingredients  of  the  "  soda."— Other  witnesses  gave 
corroborative  evidence. 

Mr.  Beck,  for  the  defence,  asserted  that  this  prosecution 
was  undertaken  by  a  firm  of  manufacturers  who  were  seek- 
ing to  liolster  up  a  monopoly  they  were  endeavouring  to 
establish  with  regard  to  soda.  It  was  nonsense  to  suggest 
that  this  prosecution  was  for  the  protection  of  the  public 
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He  pointed  out  that  there  are  about  3,000  different  sorts  of 
soda,  and  if  the  Bench  convicted  in  this  case  they  would 
be  giving  the  firm  the  right  to  apply  the  generic  term  of 
"  soda  "  to  their  particular  product. 

Admiral  Field  (Chairman  of  the  Bench)  remarked  that 
what  concerned  the  Bench  most  was  the  fact  that_  the 
defendant  had  sold  the  inferior  article  at  the  higher  price. 

In  reply,  Mr.  Beck  said  that  the  defendant  is  a  wholesale 
merchant,  and  in  selling  this  small  retail  quantity  he  did 
not  think  45s.  per  cwt.  was  an  unfair  price. 

The  Bench  retired  to  consider  the  matter,  and  on  their 
return  to  court  Admiral  Field  said  that  there  was  evidence 
of  four  separate  offences,  but  they  would  only  convict  on 
one,  that  of  selling  soda  with  an  improper  description. 
The  Bench  noted  the  fact  that  Mr.  Beck  had  not  put  the 
defendant  in  the  box,  and  they  were  unable  to  obtain  the 
fullest  information  from  the  defendant  that  they  might 
have  got  from  the  cross-examination.  The  defendant,  who 
Lad  been  previously  convicted  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts,  was  fined  20/..  and  the  costs,  7s. 

Mr.  Kerley  made  an  application  for  the  costs  of  the  pro- 
secution, which  he  said  would  amount  to  about  50/.  The 
Bench  ordered  defendant  to  pay  ten  guineas  towards  these 
costs,  and  they  also  registered  a  conviction  for  selling  the 
article  as  "washing-soda,"  but  did  not  impose  a  fine. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Xo  Negligence. 
At  Burnley  County  Court  on  May  23,  Joseph  Pilkington,  a 
chemical-worker,  sued  Messrs.  J.  Riley  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
(.hemical-manufacturers.  Hupton,  for  100/..  damages  for 
alleged  negligence  and  breach  of  statutory  duty.  Plaintiff 
alleged  that  owing  to  the  imper/ect  condition  of  some  of 
the  stills  and  jars  and  other  portions  of  the  plant  he  suffered 
from  arsenical  poisoning.  The  defence  was  a  general 
denial,  and  expert  evidence  having  supported  this,  judg- 
ment was  given  for  defendants. 

Claim  for  Salahy. 
At  Greenwich  County  Court  last  week,  James  William 
Charles  Nairne  sued  T.  Ward,  trading  as  Henry  Bishop  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Totteridge  Road,  Enfield  Wash,  N.,  for 
27/.  18s.  8(7.,  arrears  of  salary  to  March  31  last  as  manager 
of  the  company's  branch  drug-stores  in  High  Road,  Lee. — 
The  defence  was  that  the  plaintiff  had  sued  the  managing 
director  instead  of  the  firm,  but  it  was  maintained  that  Mr. 
Ward  engaged  the  plaintiff  and  had  always  paid  him.  Had 
the  firm  been  sued  it  was  said  that  the  defence  would  have 
been  that  the  plaintiff  had  neglected  the  business  and 
damages  would  have  been  claimed.  The  Judge  found  for 
the  plaintiff. 

Analysts'  Fees. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Monday,  May  28,  before 
Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  an  action  was  brought  by 
Dr.  Samuel  Ri'deal,  F.I.C.,  28  Victoria  Street,  Westminster, 
against  Mr.  H.  J.  Randolph  Hemming,  Finsbury  Pavement 
House,  E.C.,  to  recover  fifty  guineas  for  analyses  made  at 
his  request. — The  plaintiff  said  that  on  January  2,  1905. 
the  defendant  interviewed  him  and  asked  him  to  make 
certain  analyses  of  milk  and  other  food-.substances,  and  to 
test  the  value  of  a  new  process  which  the  defendant  had 
patented  for  bottling  and  preserving  foodstuffs.  It  was 
agreed  that  the  fees  of  fifty  guineas  should  not  be  payable 
until  midsummer.  They  had  not  been  paid,  although  the 
reports  were  all  furnished.  He  heard  from  the  defendant 
that  he  had  formed  a  small  syndicate  to  work  his  process. — 
The  defendant  said  that  the  plaintiff's  fee  was  exorbitant 
for  an  analysis  of  one  sample  of  milk,  which  was  all  that 
was  asked  for.  He  only  agreed  to  pay  the  plaintiff  his  fee 
when  a  company  had  been  formed  to  take  over  the  patent. — 
Judge  Lumley  Smith  did  not  see  why  the  plaintiff  should 
wait  until  then,  and  after  further  evidence  and  argument 
found  for  the  plaintiff  for  fifty  guineas,  and  costs.

They  offered  419,718  shares 
in  lieu  of  cash,  and  in  many  cases,  of  course,  the  amount  held 
by  the  shareholders  was  not  exactly  divisible  by  three,  and 
in  these  casen  they  issued  certificates  for  one-third  of  a  share. 
Out  of  490,718  there  were  issued  490,716— only  two  short  of  the 
total — shares  in  lieu  of  cash.  Their  reserve  fund  had  been 
reduced  by  490,718?.,  and  the  suspense  account  remained  the 
same,  while  the  debts  owing  by  the  company  were  22,000?. 
up  The  profit-and-loss  account  showed  an  increase  in  gross 
profits  of  95,000?.  On  the  other  side,  directors'  and  auditors' 
fees  had  increased  by  1,000?.,  and  general  charges  and  income- 
tax  had  increased  by  a  considerable  figure.  The  balance 
remaining  for  them  to  deal  with,  less  the  directors'  fees  and 
2)Ius  the  balance  brought  forward,  was  792,004?.  The  amount 
to  be  placed  to  reserve  fund  they  put  at  190,718?.,  which, 
added  to  the  509,282?.  on  the  other  side,  brought  the  reserve 
fund  bac'c  to  700,000?.,  which,  to  his  mind,  was  very  satisfac- 
tory.— Mr.  T.  H.  Forgan  seconded  the  motion,  which  was 
agreed  to,  and  a  vote  of  thanKs  was  accorded  to  the  staff. 
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(From  our  Parliamentary  Representative.) 


The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
As  I  anticipated,  the  Goveriunent's  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill  is  to  be  piloted  through  the  House  of  Coninions  by 
Six-  Edward  Strachey,  the  representative  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  in  the  representative  Chamber. 
I  fear,  however,  that  if  the  Bill  meets  with  any  strong 
opposition  from  any  quarter,  the  Government  may  not  press 
forward  with  it  to  the  exclusion  of  other  legislative 
measures  which  loom  somewhat  largely  in  the  eye  of  the 
general  public.  There  is  a  feeling  in  official  quarters,  more- 
over, that  the  utility  of  the  measure  has  been  very  largely 
impaired  by  the  action  of  the  Peers  in  amending  it  in  so 
drastic  a  manner.  Such  a  strong  agitation  has  been  carried 
on  against  the  Bill  from  certain  interested  quarters,  that 
there  seems  little  probability  of  the  Commons  re-introducing 
that  part  of  the  Bill  dealing  with  the  position  of  companies 
which  was  expunged  by  the  Upper  Chamber  at  the  instance 
of  Lords  Ebury  and  St.  Aldwyn.  Lord  St.  Aldwyn's  argu- 
ments against  this  part  of  the  Bill  will  not,  of  course,  bear 
examination  by  those  who  are  fully  acquainted  with  the 
question.  But  his  specious  pleading  for  cheap  medicines 
and  "  free  trade  in  drags  "  is  of  the  kind  to  appeal  to  those 
members  of  the  Lower  House  who  have  not  gone  thoroughly 
into  the  question.  The  Bill  had  not  been  introduced  into 
the  House  of  Commons  up  to  the  time  the  House  adjourned 
on  Wednesday  for  the  Whitsun  Recess,  but  it  will  prob- 
ably be  brought  forward  by  the  Government  soon  after  the 
vacation,  and  read  a  first  time.  In  the  meantime,  both  the 
supporters  and  the  opponents  of  the  Bill  are  very  active  in 
the  Lobby. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 
Mr.  Winfrey,  who  is  keenly  alive  to  the  deprivation  he 
suffers  owing  to  the  continued  absence  of  Mr.  T.  H.  W. 
Idris  from  the  House  through  illness,  has  now  restored  his 
Pharmacy  Bill  to  the  Commons'  Order-paper,  the  adjourned 
debate  upon  the  Second  Reading  of  the  measure,  last  dis- 
cussed on  March  14,  bemg  put  down  for  Monday,  June  11 — 
four  days  after  the  re-assembling  of  the  House  after  the 
Whitsuntide  Recess.  The  opposition  manifested  to  the  Bill 
remains  as  heretofore — namely,  motions  for  the  direct 
rejection  of  the  Bill  standing  in  the  names  of  Mr.  A.  H. 
Scott,  Mr.  Duckworth,  Mr.  T.  P.  O'Connor,  and  Mr. 
Nolan.  Energetic  lobbying  has  again  been  started  by  Mr. 
Jesse  Boot. 

The  Revenue  Bill  :  Industrial  Alcohol. 
Mr.  Asquith,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  introduced 
on  Monday  his  promised  Revenue  Bill  dealing,  iiiter  alia, 
with  the  removal  of  the  restrictions  upon  the  use  of  alcohol 
for  industrial  purposes.  The  Bill,  which  is  backed  by  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  and  Mr.  Reginald  McKenna, 
the  Financial  Secretary  to  the  Treasury,  is  divided  into 
three  parts.  Mr.  Asquith,  in  introducing  it,  did  not  ex- 
plain its  provisions  to  the  House,  and  the  proceedings  were 
purely  formal.  The  sections  of  the  Bill  which  are  of  interest 
to  the  chemical  and  drug  trades  are  appended  : 

1.  Proitisions  as  to  Sj^i^iis  used  in  Art,  Manufacture,  etc. — 
(1)  Where  any  spirits  are  used  by  an  authorised  mothylator 
for  making  industrial  methylated  spirits,  or  are  received  by 
any  person  for  use  in  any  art  or  manufacture  under  Section  8 
of  the  Finance  Act,  1902,  the  like  allowance  shall  be  paid  in 
respect  of  those  spirits  as  is  payable  on  the  exportation  of 
plain  British  spirits,  and  the  Commissioners  may  by  regula- 
tions prescribe  the  time  and  manner  of  the  payment  of  the 
allowance  and  the  proof  to  be  given  that  the  spirits  have  been 
or  are  to  bo  used  as  aforesaid. 

(2)  No  allowance  shall  be  payable  under  this  section  on 
methylic  alcohol,  but  foreign  methylic  alcohol  may  be  re- 
ceived and  used  under  Section  8  of  the  Finance  Act,  1902, 
without  payment  of  the  difference  of  duty  mentioned  in  that 
section. 

(3)  One-nineteenth  shall,  as  respects  methylated  spirits 
other  than  mineralised  methylated  spirits,  be  substituted  for 
one-ninth  as  the  minimum  proportion  of  the  substance  or  com- 
bination of  substances  to  be  mixed  with  spirits  under  Sub- 
section 3  of  Section  123  of  the  Spirits  Act,  1880. 

(4)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  Sub-section  2  of  Section  8 
of  the  Finance  Act,  1902,  an  applicant  under  that  section  shall 
not  be  required  to  pay  any  expenses  incurred  in  placing  an 
oflBcer  in  charge  of  his  premises,  except  such  expenses  as,  in 


the  opinion  of  the  Connnissioncrs,  are  incurred  for  special 
attendances  of  the  officer,  made  to  meet  the  convenience  of  the 
applicant. 

(5)  Such  quantity  as  the  Commissioners  may  authorise  by 
regulations  in  each  case  shall  bo  substituted  for  fifty  gallons 
in  paragraph  c  of  Section  126  of  the  Spirits  Act,  1880,  as  the 
maximum  ciuantity  of  methylated  spirits  that  may  be  re- 
ceived or  be  in  the  possession  of  a  retailer  at  any  one  time ; 
and  for  one  gallon  in  paragraphs  c  and  /  of  tliat  section 
as  the  maximum  quantity  of  methylated  spirit  which  a  retailer 
may  receive  from  another  retailor  at  a  time,  and  as  the  maxi- 
mum quantity  which  a  retailer  may  sell  to  or  for  the  use  of  any 
one  person  at  a  time  respectively. 

2.  Supplemental  Amendments  of  the  Spirits  Act. — (1)  Sec- 
tion 122  of  the  Spirits  Act,  1880  (which  forbids  the  supply  of 
methylated  spirits  except  to  the  persons  mentioned  in  the 
section),  shall  be  construed  as  if,  as  regards  the  supply  of 
industrial  methylated  spirits,  a  retailer  of  methylated  spirits 
was  not  a  person  excepted  under  that  section. 

(2)  A  retailer  of  methylated  spirits  shall  not  receive  or  have 
in  his  possession  any  methylated  spirits  except  such  as  may 
bo  authorised  by  regulations,  and  if  any  such  retailer  contra- 
venes this  provision,  he  shall,  for  each  offence,  incur  a  fine  oi 
fifty  pounds,  and  the  spirits  in  respect  of  which  the  offence  is 
committed  shall  be  forfeited. 

(3)  Every  vessel  in  which  an  authorised  methylator  stores, 
keeps,  or  suppties  industrial  methylated  spirits,  or  mineralised 
methylated  spirits,  must  be  labelled  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
show  that  the  methylated  spirits  are  industrial  or  mineralised 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  if  an  authorised  methylator  fails  to 
comply  with  this  provision,  he  shall,  for  each  offence,  incur  a 
fine  of  fifty  pounds,  and  the  spirits  with  respect  to  which  the 
offence  is  committed  shall  be  forfeited. 

(4)  In  addition  to  the  account  required  to  be  kept  by  the 
proper  officer  under  Sub-section  1  of  Section  126  of  the  Spirits 
Act,  1880,  an  authorised  methylator  shall  keep  distinct 
accounts  in  the  prescribed  forms  of  any  industrial  methylated 
spirits  and  of  any  mineralised  methylated  spirits  prepared  or 
received  by  him  and  of  the  sale,  use,  and  delivery  thereof,  and 
that  section  shall  apply  with  reference  to  each  of  those 
accounts  and  the  spirits  to  which  the  account  relates  as  it 
applies  with  reference  to  the  stock  account  therein  mentioned 
and  to  methylated  spirits  generally. 

(5)  Section  130  of  the  Spirits  Act,  1880,  shall  apply  as  if  it 
were  an  offence  under  that  section  without  the  consent  in- 
writing  of  the  Commissioners,  or  otherwise  than  in  accord- 
ance with  regulations,  to  purify  or  attempt  to  purify  metliy- 
lated  spirits  or  methylic  alcohol,  or  after  methylated  spirits  or 
methylic  alcohol  have  once  been  used,  to  recover  or  attempt 
to  recover  the  spirit  or  alcohol  by  distillation  or  condensation, 
or  in  any  other  manner. 

(6)  Sub-section  2  of  Section  130  of  the  Spirits  Act,  1880,  shall 
apply  as  respects  any  article  specified  in  an  order  of  the  Com- 
missioners as  it  applies  with  respect  to  sulphuric  ether  or 
chloroform. 

3.  Provision  as  to  Exportation  of  Tinctures. — (1)  The  Com- 
missioners may  permit  the  exportation  on  drawback  of  tinc- 
tures or  of  spirits  of  wine,  subject  to  regulations,  direct  from 
the  premises  of  a  person  licensed  to  rectify  or  compound 
spirits,  and  the  like  drawbacks  and  allowances  shall  be  pay- 
able in  respect  of  tinctures  or  spirits  of  wine  so  exported  as 
would  be  payable  if  the  tinctures  or  spirits  of  wine  were  ex- 
ported from  an  excise  or  customs  warehouse. 

(2)  In  ascertaining  the  amount  of  drawback  on  any  tinc- 
tures so  exported,  the  Commissioners  may  make  such  addition 
as  they  think  just  in  respect  of  waste. 

(3)  If  any  person  fails  to  comply  with  any  regulation  made 
under  this  section,  he  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other  liability, 

I  incur  in  respect  of  each  offence  a  fine  of  fifty  pounds  and  the 
article  in  respect  of  which  the  ofl'enco  is  committed  shall  be 
forfeited. 

(4)  This  section  shall  apply  as  respects  the  shipment  of  tinc- 
tures as  stores  as  it  applies  with  resi^ect  to  the  exportation  of 
tinctures. 

4.  Interpretation. — In  this  part  of  this  Act — 

The  expression  "industrial  methylated  spirits"  means  any 
methylated  spirits  (other  than  mineralised  methylated  spirits) 
which  are  intended  for  use  in  any  art  or  manufacture  within 
the  United  Kingdom  ;  and 

The  expression  "mineralised  methylated  spirits"  means 
methylated  spirits  which,  in  addition  to  being  methylated 
as  provided  by  Sub-section  3  of  Section  123  of  the  Spirits  Act, 
1880,  as  amended  by  this  or  any  other  Act,  have  mixed  with 
or  dissolved  in  them  such  cjuantity  of  such  kind  of  mineral 
naphtha  as  may  for  the  time  being  be  prescribed  by  regula- 
tions of  the  Commissioners  ;  and 

The  expression  "  tinctures "  includes  medicinal  spirits, 
flavouring  essences,  perfumed  spirits,  and  any  other  articles 
containing  spirits  and  specified  in  regulations  of  the  Com- 
missioners ;  and 

The  expression  "regulations"  means  regulations  made 
under  Section  159  of  the  Spirits  Act,  1880. 
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(2)  This  part  of  this  Act  shall  be  coiistruod  with  the  Spirits 
Act,  1880. 

5.  I'rocecdiiujs  in  cnac  of  Ofjcnccs  in  relation  to  Saccharin. — 
Section  233  of  the  Customs  Consolidation  Act,  1876  (which 
relates  to  the  power  of  justices  to  proceed  summarily  in  the 
case  of  certain  offences  against  the  Customs  Acts  and  the  limi- 
tations on  that  power),  shall,  as  amended  or  affected  hy  any 
other  Act,  apply  to  saccharin  as  it  applies  to  spirits,  with  the 
substitution  of  pounds  weight  for  gallons. 

7  deals  with  regulation  as  to  manufacture  of  British  wines. 

Part  III.  of  the  Bill  deals  with  miscellaneous  matters,  and 
Section  13  of  this  part  provides  that  "  This  Act  shall  come  into 
operation,  save  as  otherwise  exj^ressly  provided,  on  the  first 
day  of  October,  1906." 

The  Bill  is,  in  respect  to  spirits,  the  same  as  Mr.  Austen 
Chamberlain's  of  last  year.  The  second  reading  has  been 
put  down  for  Tuesday,  June  12.  The  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  is  believed  to  entertain  hopes  of  securing  the 
enactment  of  his  Bill  during  the  present  Session. 

Vegetable  and  Chemical  Indigo. 
With  regard  to  the  question  addressed  by  Mr.  Jowett  to 
the  Secretary  to  the  Achniralty  as  to  the  exclusion  from 
Admiralty  contracts  of  chemical  indigo,  given  in  this 
column  some  time  since,  I  understand  that  the  hon.  member 
has  received  an  intimation  from  j\Ir.  Edmund  Robertson  to 
the  effect  that  his  Department  finds,  on  investigation,  that 
the  c^uestion  is  one  of  far  greater  complexity  than  was  at 
first  supposed,  and  Mr.  Jowett  has  in  consequence  deferred 
his  question  until  such  time  as  he  shall  be  informed  that  the 
Admiralty  are  in  a  position  to  return  an  adequate  answer  to 
his  representation  that  chemical  should  be  placed  upon  the 
same  basis  as  vegetable  indigo. 

Important  Postal  Concessions. 
Some  important  postal  concessions,  arrived  at  by  the 
Postal  Congress  recently  held  in  Rome,  were  announced  by 
the  Postmaster-General  in  the  House  on  Monday  in  reply  to 
a  question.   They  are  briefly  as  follows  : 

Letters  for  abroad  weighing  up  to  1  oz.,  2jC?.,  and  lj(7. 
per  additional  ounce.  Thus,  the  postage  on  a  letter  to 
France  weighing  2  oz.  will  be  4(7.,  and  on  a  2-oz.  letter  to 
India,  the  Colonics,  or  Egypt,  2i7. 

Reply  coupons  will  bo  sold  exchangeable  in  any  country 
for  a  union  postage  stamp. 

Opium-teaffic. 
Sir  Edward  Grey,  the  Foreign  Secretary,  informed  Mr. 
Arthur  Dewar  on  Wednesday  that  in  the  event  of  the 
Chinese  Government  terminating  the  Convention  of  Chefoo, 
the  Treaty  of  Tien-tsin  would  then  survive.  Sir  Edward 
Grey  added  that  it  is  legal  to  import  opium  at  the  Treaty 
ports  of  Tien-tsin  subject  to  a  duty  of  30  taels  per  picnl. — A 
debate  was  initiated  by  Mr.  Theodore  Taylor  on  the  Indo- 
Chinese  opium-traffic,  but  there  was  nothing  of  pharma- 
■  ceutical  interest  in  it.

niHE  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
JL  British  favours  us  with  copies  of  two  petition  forms 
which  have  been  prepared  for  presentation  to  the  House  of 
Commons.  We  subjoin  the  text  of  these  {minus  the  formal 
beginnings  and  endings)  : 

Medical  Men  and  Others. 
The  humble  petition  of  the  undersigned  members  of  the 
medical  profession,  and  others  whose  avocations  are  concerned 
with  public  health,  shewoth  ; 

1.  That  your  petitioners  are  profoundly  interested  in  the 
steps  which  His  Majesty's  Government  is  taking  in  pro- 
moting the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  now  in  the  House 
of  Commons,  inasmuch  as  the  existing  condition  of  the  law 
relating  to  the  practice  of  pharmacy  and  the  sale  of 
poisons  is  highly  unsatisfactory  and  fraught  with  danger 
to  the  general  community. 

2,  That  with  most  of  the  provisions  of  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill  as  at  present  drafted  your  petitioners  are 
in  entire  accord,  but  they  respectfully  urge  that  it  may  ho 
amended  in  such  a  manner  as  to  ensure  that  the  public 
generally  shall  have  no  readier  access  to  poisons  than  they 
have  at  the  present  time.  Whilst  fully  recognising  the 
advisability  of  those  who  require  to  use  poisonous  sub- 
stances in  horticulture  and  agriculture  being  able  to  pro- 
cure them  without  diftkulty,  there  should  be  provision  in 
the  Bill  that  no  licence  to  deal  in  such  poisonous  sub- 


stances should  be  granted  to  any  other  person  than  a  regis- 
tered chemist  when  such  a  person  is  within  reasonable 
distance  of  the  probable  purchaser. 

3.  That  it  is  undesirable,  in  the  opinion  of  your  petitioners, 
that  corporate  companies  who  carry  on  business  under  the 
limited  liability  system  should  be  joermitted  to  describe 
themselves  by  any  title  which  is  already  a  statutory  title 
obtainable  by  individuals  only  after  examination  and 
registration. 

4.  That  the  title  "  chemist "  is  a  personal  one,  and  for 
nearly  forty  years  has  had  a  definite  statutory  meaning 
Ijoth  to  the  public  and  to  the  medical  and  allied  pro- 
fessions, and  your  petitioners  believe  that  businesses  con- 
ducted upon  premises  where  the  statutory  title  is  exhibited 
should  be  controlled  only  by  qualified  individuals. 

5.  Your  petitioners  urge,  therefore,  alike  on  the  ground  of 
protection  to  the  public,  and  also  in  order  that  the  in- 
dividual pharmacist  may  be  encouraged  to  cjualify  him- 
self as  efficiently  as  possible  for  the  important  func- 
tions that  are  dealt  with  in  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill,  that  the  said  Bill  may  bo  so  amended  as  to  maintain 
for  the  public  the  protection  of  a  responsible  body  of 
persons  who  are  easily  and  unmistakably  i-ecognisable  by 
their  statutory  titles. 

Chemists. 

The  humble  petition  of  the  undersigned  pharmaceutical 
chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists  in  the  Parliamentary 
Division  of    sheweth  : 

1.  That  your  petitioners  are  pharmaceutical  chemists  and 
chemists  and  druggists  by  virtue  of  registration  under  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  1852  and'l868. 

2.  That  the  above  recited  Acts  created  certain  titles  as  legal 
designations  applicable  solely  to  persons  who  should  go 
through  certain  prescribed  courses  of  training,  pass  a 
statutory  examination,  and  be  registered  pursuant  to  the 
Acts;  and  the  assumption  of  such  titles  by  other  persons 
was  rendered  a  penal  offence.  The  protected  titles  are 
'"chemist,"  "druggist,"  "chemist  and  druggist,"  "phar- 
maceutical chemist,"  "pharmacist,"  and  "pharmaceu- 
tist." 

3.  That  many  years  after  the  foregoing  titles  had  been  so 
removed  from  the  category  of  trade  descriptions,  certain 
traders  who  did  not  possess  any  qualification  under  the 
said  Acts,  became  incorporated  under  the  Companies  Acts 
to  carry  on  the  business  of  chemists  and  druggists ;  and 
such  incorporated  persons,  although  unqualified,  assumed 
all  the  attributes  of  qualification,  and  some  of  them  are 
using  the  personal  titles  associated  with  such  qualification. 

4.  That  His  Majesty's  Most  Honourable  Privy  Council 
recognising  that  the  cxisting_  law  could  not  deal  with  cor- 
porate bodies  which  ignored  the  provisions  of  the  Phar- 
macy Acts,  promoted  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill 
(H.L.),  which  provided  for  the  prohibition  of  the  use  of 
pharmaceutical  titles  by  companies  formed  subsequent  to 
March  30,  1906,  and  it  was  int-ended  to  establish  a  reason- 
able period  during  which  existing  companies  might 
arrange  to  discontinue  the  exhibition  of  such  personal  pro- 
fessional designations. 

5.  That  as  the  result  of  misdirection  and  misapprehension, 
the  House  of  Peers  has  refused  the  proposals  of  the  Lorcl 
President  of  the  Council,  and  the  provisions  safeguarding 
the  personal  rights  of  examined  and  registex-ed  chemists 
have  been  removed  from  the  Bill.  In  its  present  form  tho 
measure,  as  presented  to  your  honourable  House,  is  grossly 
unjust,  inasmuch  as  it  deliberately  invests  combinations 
of  persons  with  rights  which  are  denied  to  individuals. 

6.  Your  petitioners  therefore  earnestly  beseech  your  honour- 
able House  to  amend  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  by 
restoring  thereto  the  safeguards  which  the  Lord  President 
of  the  Privy  Council  had  equitably  formulated  on  behalf 
of  individuals  who  have  acquired  their  qualification  by 
statutory  examination,  and  your  petitioners  respectfully 
urge  that  the  claims  of  unincorporated  individuals  who  are 
professionally  qualified  may  not  be  set  aside  in  your  hon- 
ourable House  at  the  bidding  of  combinations  of  unquali- 
fied capitalists.

The  Friendless  Condition

with  such  difficulty  arrived  at  the  conclusion  to  give  us 
what  we  had  earned,  could  not  do  so  without  a  sneer  at  our 
frowsy  shops  as  compared  with  the  brilliant  stores  where 
he  would  be  .sure  to'get  things  fresh.  With  a  Lord  Presi- 
dent whose  opinion  of  us  is  so  low,  it  is  not  surprising  that 
the  Privy  Council,  which  should  be  our  protector  so  long 
as  we  fulfil  our  poisons  duties,  should,  in  fact,  spend  its 
energies  in  concocting  schemes  for  our  humiliation.  The 
Departmental  Committee  which  it  engineered  a  few  years 
ago  may  have  been  skilfully  guided  to  the  haven  which 
Whitehall  desired ;  but,  allowing  for  official  influence,  it 
was  a  little  astonishing  that  among  the  scientific  experts 
who  sat  on  that  Committee  not  one  was  ready  to  break  a 
lance  on  our  behalf. 

Our  Next-of-Kin, 

the  medical  profession,  who  through  their 
political  head  representatively  at  a  dinner  "applaud  our 
public  .spirit  and  wish  us  victory  ''  one  week,  plan  Acts  of 
Parliament  the  next  week  to  secure  defence  from  company 
injustice  for  themselves,  and  ignore  us  in  our  difficulties 
altogether.  The  Press  is  of  course  on  the  side  of  the  great 
advertisers,  and  we  have  nothing  to  hope  for  from  that 
cjuarter.  There  remains  the  House  of  Commons,  and  the 
C.  <£'  D.  reminds  us  that  we  have  342  professed  sympathisers 
there,  or,  at  least,  that  we  counted  that  number  at  the 
General  Election.  Those  342  can  make  the  Privy  Council 
feel  frowsy  if  they  are  faithful,  but  their  fidelity  has  yet 
to  be  proved,  and,  with  all  the  world  abandoning  us,  it 
requires  colossal  faith  and  hope  to  rely  confidently  on 
election  promises.  It  is  naturally  discouraging  to  find  that 
our  services  are  so  little  valued;  to  have  held  a  fort  for 
the  nation  for  forty  years  and  then  to  be  unceremoniously 
bundled  out  of  it.  But  may  it  not  be  profitable  to  inquire 
why  we  are  so  friendless;  why  we  get  so  little  .sympathy 
from  the  public,  and  especially  from  those  in  authority? 
Why  is  the  general 

Estimate  of  our  Services 

so  widely  divergent  from  our  own 
perfectly  honest  appreciation  of  them?  Those  who  know 
the  facts  must  admit,  I  think,  that  chemists  have  fairly 
and  conscientiously  fulfilled  the  statutory  responsibilities 
imposed  upon  them  in  1868  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  poisons. 
For  this  they  have  a  right  to  expect  due  consideration. 
But  it  may  be  that  they  have  shown  a  disposition  to 
exaggerate  their  virtues.  To  hear  us  whenever  and  wherever 
we  congregate,  it  would  appear  that  we  are  verily  the  few 
righteous  people  who  keep  the  world  sweet.  It  is  only  a 
very  small  minority  of  us  who  talk  this  nonsense,  and  the 
theory  would  be  safe  enough  if  we  could  keep  it  strictly  to 
ourselves.  "  I  always  get  the  better  in  an  argument  when 
I  am  by  myself,"  said  Oliver  Goldsmith,  and  as  he  had  had 
experience  of  bucking  up  against  the  most  ponderous  con- 
troversialist of  all  time,  the  redoubtable  Samuel  Johnson, 
it  may  be  assumed  that  he  spoke  from  conviction.  Simi- 
larly, it  is  possible  that  the  cordial  self -approval  which 
characterises  the  utterances  of  our  most  popular  leaders  is 


a  little  risky  in  the  public  arena.  Nothing  alienates  sym- 
pathy so  promptly  as  a  tendency  to  arrogance.  The  gentle- 
man who  wrote  to  the  Sheffield  paper  about  the  superiority 
of  the  individual  chemist  gave  Mr.  Boot  a  splendid  oppor- 
tunity of  rejoinder,  and  it  can  hardly  be  doubted  that  the 
influence  of  the  two  letters  went  in  his  favour,  and  not  in 
ours.  Somehow  the  public  are  obstinately  convinced  that 
we  have  an  axe  to  grind  when  we  explain  to  them  the 
danger  of  dealing  with  our  competitors ;  medical  men  are 
likely  to  come  to  a  similar  conclusion  when  we  lecture  them 
on  how  to  prescribe ;  and  legislators  smile  politely  when  we 
exhibit  abnormal  anxiety  for  the  public  safety. 
Store -trade 

in  1905.  according  to  the  "  Statist,"  which  every 
year  analyses  the  accounts  of  the  six  great  London  retail 
stores,  does  not  seem  to  be  advancing.  The  aggregate  sales 
of  the  Army  and  Navy,  the  Civil  Service  Supply,  the  Army 
and  Navy  Auxiliary,  the  Junior  Army  and  Navy,  the  Civil 
Service  Co-operative,  and  the  New  Civil  Service  companies 
amounted  to  6,611.279/.  in  1905,  against  6,635,937/.  in  1904. 
It  is  pointed  out  that  there  were  two  fewer  working  days 
last  year  than  in  its  predecessor,  and  that  the  trade  of  two 
more  clays  would  have  more  than  made  up  the  difference. 
On  the  other  hand,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  turnover  has 
slightly  but  steadily  declined  since  1900,  when  the  six 
stores  sold  6,968,921/.  worth  of  goods.  The  falling-off  in- 
those  six  years  has  been  less  than  6  per  cent. ;  but  even  if 
the  trade  had  remained  stationary,  with  the  population  of 
London  growing  by  40,000  annually,  the  fact  would  have 
been  significant.  Meanwhile  the  stores  are  very  slowly 
raising  their  rate  of  profit.  The  gross  profit  on  the  turnover 
works  out  in  1905  at  14.33  per  cent. ;  ten  years  ago  it  was 
13.07  per  cent.  The  net  profit  realised  went  up  in  the  same 
period  from  4.44  to  4.67  per  cent.,  but  this  has  fluctuated 
in  those  years  between  4.22  and  4.80  per  cent.  Not  much 
is  deducible  from  these  general  figures ;  what  we  want  is  an 
analysis  of  the  returns  and  profits  of  the  separate  depart- 
ments, but  these,  of  course,  are  not  available.  Fifteen  per 
cent,  may  be  a  rattling  good  profit  on  sugar,  but  probably 
even  Lord  Ebmy,  notwithstanding  his  horror  of  25  per 
cent,  on  proprietaries,  might  not  deem  it  excessive  on  a  six- 
penny box  of  A.  &  N.  antibilious  pills. 
It  may  be  Curious, 

however,  to  compare  the  costs  of  running 
a  business  like  that  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores  with 
those  involved  in  working  for,  say,  a  return  of  a  thousand 
pounds.  The  A.  &  N.  sales  in  1905  amounted  to  3,162,258/. 
On  the  same  proportion  the  thousand-pound  business  would 
be  able  to  allow  70/.  for  salaries  (this  rate  including 
directors'  and  auditors'  fees  in  the  A.  &  N.  accounts),  but 
rent,  rates,  taxes,  and  insurance  would  have  to  be  cleared 
for  61.  18.S.  a  year.  For  stationery,  printing,  and  postage 
8/.  might  be  incurred,  and  2/.  14.<.  put  down  for  deprecia- 
tion of  fixtures  and  repairs.  The  limit  of  legal  expenses 
would  be  2s.,  and  28.s.  might  be  added  for  miscellaneous. 
At  this  rate,  averaging  a  gross  profit  on  sales  of  14.79  per 
cent.,  a  net  revenue  of  64/.  18-s.  would  be  realised.  A  stock 
of  rather  more  than  200/.  would  be  required  to  do  this  busi- 
ness. The  inunense  advantage  of  a  large  business  over  a 
comparatively  small  one  is  strikingly  shown  by  the  fact 
that  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores,  with  a  turnover  of  more 
than  three  millions,  pay  only  0.69  per  cent,  of  that  turnover 
for  rent,  while  the  New  Civil  Service  Stores,  doing  just 
under  60,000/.,  pay  4.02  per  cent,  of  their  revenue  for  rent. 
The  comparison  here  given  seems  undoubtedly  discouraging 
to  the  small  capitalist,  and  yet  the  stores  are,  as  has  been 
stated,  not  progressing,  while,  so  far  as  a  small  purchaser 
can  judge,  there  are  hundreds,  and  perhaps  thousands,  of 
shops  in  London  in  all  lines  of  business  supplying  articles 
on  just  as  good  terms  as  the  stores,  and  appai-ently  giving 
better  service.

South  African  Tariff. 

To  a  section  of  the  wholesale  drug-trade  at  home,  and  to 
every  chemist  in  business  in  South  Africa,  tliere  is  nothing 
at  present  so  momentous  as  the  result  of  the  Intercolonial 
Customs  Convention  which  recently  met  at  Pietermaritz- 
Inirg.  The  object  of  the  Convention  is  to  revise  the  existing 
Customs  tariff,  and,  so  far  as  the  drug-trade  is  concerned, 
interest  has  been  centred  upon  tinctures  and  other  medicinal 
preparations  containing  alcohol.  These  have  not  hitherto 
been  treated  as  alcoholic  imports,  and  an  attempt  made  by 
the  Cape  Government  two  years  ago  to  place  a  spirit  duty 
upon  them  failed,  owing  to  other  parties  to  the  Convention 
disagreeing.  It  was  then  proved  that  the  proposed  duty 
was  protective,  the  object  being  to  foster  the  manufacture 
of  tinctures,  etc.,  in  the  Colonies  (really  in  Cape  Colony, 
where  the  headquarters  of  Colonial  wholesalers  are),  and 
to  help  the  native  wine-industry.  These  interests  have 
not  been  idle  since  the  reverse  of  two  years  ago,  and  when 
the  conclusions  of  the  Convention  were  made  public  simul- 
taneously last  Saturday  at  home  and  in  the  Colonies,  it  was 
not  surprising  to  find  that  tinctures  had  been  ear-marked 
for  enhanced  duty.  But  few  who  followed  the  proceedings 
of  the  Convention,  so  far  as  they  have  been  allowed  to 
transpire,  were  in  the  slightest  prepared  for  so  drastic  a 
liminution  in  the  preferential  concession  to  the  United 
Kingdom  as  the  Convention  recommends.  The  Bloem- 
fontein  Convention  of  1903  granted  a  preferential  duty  of 
25  per  cent,  on  goods  of  British  origin.    It  is  now  proposed 
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to  let  this  drop,  and  in  its  place  specific  rebates  are  made 
on  certain  articles  and  3  per  cent,  ad  valorcjn  on  other 
dutiable  goods.  We  give  full  particulars  of  the  proposed 
tariff  in  another  column,  and  it  will  be  observed  that  the 
most  important  change  is  that  applying  to  spirits.  For- 
merly perfumed  spirits  (a)  were  dutiable  at  11.  per  Imp. 
gal.,  plus  10  per  cent.  The  duty  has  now  been  raised  to 
11.  2s.  6d.  Liqueurs,  cordials,  and  mixed  spirits  (6)  ex- 
ceeding 3  per  cent,  proof  spirit  were  formerly  15s.  per  Imp. 
gal.,  they  are  now  20s.;  while  other  sorts  of  spirits  (<•)  ex- 
ceeding 3  per  cent,  proof  spirit  have  been  advanced  from 
15s.  to  19s.  per  Imp.  proof  gal.  The  Convention  recom- 
mend that  "medicinal  and  toilet  preparations  and  essences 
(liquid),  and  syrups  and  tinctures  containing  over  3  per 
cent,  of  proof  spirit,  to  be  classed  as  spirits  under  item  (b)  " 
— i.e.,  at  11.  per  Imp.  gal.  Hitherto  these  have  been 
subject  to  a  Customs  duty  of  10  per  cent,  ad  valorem,  with 
the  preferential  rebate  on  those  of  British  manufacture. 
The  1904  proposal  was  to  put  15s.  per  proof  gal.  upon 
them;  now  this  is  advanced  to  20s.  without  a  rebate,  and 
the  duty  is  on  the  Imp.  gal.  (not  proof,  although  cables 
state  that  the  proof  gal.  is  intended).  The  internal  duty 
on  spirits  is  to  be  9s.  per  Imp.  proof  gal.,  with  an  allowance 
for  underproof  down  to  7s.  6d.  per  gal.,  so  that  Colonial 
wholesale  houses  working  with  Colonial  spirit  will  have  a 
margin  of  at  least  lis.  to  go  upon  in  competing  with  im- 
ported spirituous  medicines.  There  is  ample  protection 
for  them  here.  Article  XVI.  of  the  Convention  enables 
any  of  the  parties  to  make  any  alteration  in  the  Excise 
and  Customs  duties  on  giving  six  months'  notice  to  the 
other  parties.  This  article  is  noted  in  the  tariff  list,  but 
it  is  not  clear  whether  the  conditions  of  the  article  will 
apply  to  the  duties  on  medicinal  tinctures.  One  of  the  most 
extraordinary  new  duties  is  that  of  20s.  per  lb.  on  "pills 
imported  in  packages  not  for  direct  sale  retail  to  the 
public."  This  is  in  Class  1,  and  would  cover,  say,  Blaud's 
pills,  which  can  be  bought  at  a  few  pence  per  lb.  We 
understand,  however,  that  the  duty  is  intended  only  for 
proprietary  pills  in  bulk,  to  be  packed  in  the  Colonies  for 
retail,  as  detailed  under  Class  3.  That  may  or  may  not 
be;  our  view  is  that  without  further  specification  in 
Class  1  20s.  per  lb.  will  have  to  be  paid  on  all  pills  in 
bulk.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  tariff  has  been  raised 
nearly  all  round,  the  general  ad  valorem  rate  being  now 
15  per  cent.,  instead  of  10.  The  duty  on  beverages,  such  as 
aerated  and  mineral  waters,  is  25  per  cent.,  instead  of 
10  per  cent.,  but  flavouring-essences  remain  at  25  per  cent. 
Another  important  alteration  is  that  sheep-dips,  sheep- 
dipping  powders,  etc.,  formerly  free,  will  pay  3  per  cent. 
ad  val.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  Government  should 
manufactiire  sheep-dips,  but  considerable  doubt  exists  as 
to  whether  they  can  turn  out  effective  products.  The 
Convention  proposals  are  now  before  the  Legislatures  of 
Natal  and  the  Orange  River  Colony,  and  in  due  course  they 
will  come  before  all  the  other  Colonies  and  protectorates 
interested  for  approval  before  enforcement.  The  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  Natal,  Orange  Eiver  Colony,  the  Transvaal, 
Southern  Rhodesia,  Basutoland,  Bechuanaland,  Swaziland 
and  Barotziland  North  Western  Rhodesia,  are  the  con- 
stituent members  of  the  Customs  Union. 


The  Legislative  Position. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  nature  of  progress  to  report  this 
week  in  regard  to  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.  Dr. 
Walsh  (President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland) 
and  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells  had  an  interview  with  Mr.  Bryce,  the 
Irish  Secretary,  on  Tuesday,  and  he  definitely  and  emphati- 
cally informed  them  that  it  is  intended  that  the  Bill  shall 


apply  to  Ireland,  including  Clauses  3  and  4  and  the  Poisons 
Schedule.  It  appears  that  a  "printer's  error"  is  respon- 
sible for  vagueness  on  this  point,  and  although  that  dees  not 
explain  the  whole  muddle,  the  wording  of  the  Bill  as  regards 
Ireland  will  be  put  right  in  the  House  of  Commons.  Irish 
pharmaceutical  chemists  and  registered  druggists  now  know 
the  worst  of  the  matter,  and  we  believe  that  determined 
opposition  will  be  offered  to  legislating  for  Ireland  in  the 
same  Bill  as  for  Great  Britain,  seeing  that  the  laws  of  the 
two  countries  differ  in  principle  and  that  confusion  in  ad- 
ministration is  bound  to  arise.  In  this  conection  we  call 
attention  to  a  statement  made  by  Mr.  Wells  to  the  Chemical 
Section  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  Wednesday,  as  to 
how  Ireland  has  been  included  in  the  Bill,  and  how  this 
inclusion  was  manoeuvred.  It  will  also  be  observed  that  the 
General  Medical  Council  has  addressed  a  resolution  to  the 
Privy  Council  protesting  against  the  legalisation  of  the  use 
by  companies  of  statutory  titles  acquired  by  individuals 
as  the  result  of  examination.  Some  members  of  the  Council 
objected  to  chemists  and  druggists  being  classed  as  pro- 
fessional with  medical  practitioners,  and  it  says  little  for 
their  perspicacity  that  they  omitted  to  recognise  the  funda- 
mental principle  so  cogently  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Robinson 
in  his  letter  to  Dr.  MacAlister.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
has  prepared  two  petitions  to  the  House  of  Commons  for  sig- 
nature, the  text  of  which  we  give  elsewhere,  and  which  will 
be  presented  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible.  Mr.  Winfrey 
has  restored  the  Pharmacy  Bill  to  the  House  of  Commons' 
papers,  and  the  adjourned  debate  on  the  motion  for  the 
second  reading  is  put  down  for  Monday,  June  11.  Mr. 
A.  H.  Scott,  Mr.  Duckworth,  Mr.  T.  P.  O'Connor,  and 
Mr.  Nolan  have  also  restored  their  blocking  motions,  so 
that  its  path  is  as  rugged  as  ever. 


Letter  to  an  M.P. 

We  have  been  asked  to  indicate  how  chemists  should  write 
to  their  members  of  Parliament  about  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill.  We  recognise,  and  we  know  that  the  Phar- 
maceutical Societies  recognise,  that  much  good  is  bound  to 
result  by  constituents  addressing  their  members  and  placing 
the  facts  before  them.  In  the  following  letter  we  endeavour 
to  put  these  as  concisely  as  possible  : 

SiH, — May  I  call  your  attention  to  the  Government 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  which  has  been  passed  by  tho 
House  of  Lords  in  such  a  form  as  seriously  to  injure  my 
legal  rights  as  a  chemist  and  druggist?  You  are  awaro 
that  by  tlie  Sale  of  Poisons  Act,  1868,  generally  known  as 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  it  is  laid  down — 

(1)  That  poisons  may  only  bo  sold  by  qualified  persons. 

(2)  That  no  shop  may  be  kept  open  for  soiling  and  dis- 
pensing poisons  except  by  a  qualified  person. 

(3)  That  cjualified  persons  within  tho  meaning  of  the  Act 
aro  chemists  and  druggists  who  wore  in  business  as  such 
before  the  Act  passed,  and  those  who  have  since  then 
passed  the  statutory  examinations — registered  medical 
practitioners  being  excepted. 

(4)  That  nono  may  use  the  title  of  "  chemist  and  drug- 
gist "  or  "  dispensing  chemist  "  or  "chemist"  or  "drug- 
gist "  except  those  mentioned  in  (3). 

The  Government  Bill  goes  behind  this  enactment  by  pro- 
posing to  legalise  the  sale  of  poisons  for  agricultural 
and  horticultural  purposes  by  persons  who  are  not  chemists, 
if  they  are  licensed  by  the  local  authority.  This,  you  will 
observe,  is  a  grave  innovation,  for  if  the  principle  that 
the  purpose  for  which  a  poison  is  required  is  accepted, 
as  exempting  from  the  present  statutory  provisions,  other 
purposes  might  from  time  to  time  bo  added,  and  thus  tho 
express  object  of  tho  Sale  of  Poisons  Act  will  bo  frustrated. 

Tlie  Bill  also  proposes  to  permit  limited  companies  to 
use  tho  title  "  chemist."  When  you  consider  that  the  title 
can  only  be  got  by  persons  of  twenty-ono  who  have  spent 
years  in  tho  business  and  passed  the  statutory  examinations, 
I  think  you  will  agree  that  companies,  which  cannot  pass 
the  examinations,  and  which  may  be  (many  are)  composed 
of  persons  who  have  either  no  experience  of  the  business  or 
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have  failed  to  qualify  as  tlio  law  requires,  should  not  be 
empowered  to  use  the  title.  It  is  the  only  thing  provided 
by  the  Act  to  designate  the  examined  and  registered  person  ; 
it  has  been  so  used  since  1868  ;  and  it  is  hard  upon  those  who 
are  legally  entitled  to  it  that  the  House  of  Lords  should 
throw  it  open  to  any  seven  unqualified  persons  who  may 
choose  to  register  themselves  as  a  company.  In  this  con- 
nection I  may  stato  tliat  noavly  400  members  of  the  present 
House  of  (.'ommons  have  expiessed  themselves  in  favour  of 
the  principle  that  the  title  "chemist"  sliould  be  used  only 
by  persons  who  are  registered  as  chemists. 

The  representatives  of  chemists,  recognising  that  under 
a  casus  omissus  in  the  1868  Act  companies  have  grown  up  in 
the  chemist's  business,  proposed  that  in  future  all  such 
companies  should  have  at  their  head  a  managing  director 
who  is  a  registered  chemist.  That  would  be  good  for  the 
companies,  and  would  make  such  businesses  parallel  to  those 
of  private  individuals.  In  the  latter  case  the  owner  must 
be  a  registered  chemist,  and  he  naturally  manages  his  own 
business.  I  would  ask  you  to  give  this  proposal  your  con- 
sideration and  support. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  is  the  body  appointed 
by  the  1868  Act  to  examine  and  register  chemists,  and  other- 
wise to  administer  the  Act,  also  suggested  to  the  Earl  of 
Crewe  (who  had  charge  of  the  Bill)  that  companies  in  busi- 
ness as  chemists  up  to  April  1,  1906,  may  continue  to  use 
the  title  "  chemist  "  for  seven  years,  but  others  formed  after 
that  date  should  not  use  it  at  all.  This  was  incorporated  in 
the  Bill  by  the  Earl,  but  was  struck  out  on  the  motion  of 
Lord  Ebury,  Chairman  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores,  who 
was  supported  by  others  acting  for  companies.  As  the  Bill 
now  stancls  it  is  in  several  particulars  far  from  clear,  and 
will  certainly  require  considerable  amendment  to  make  it 
fit  for  administrativi'  iiurposcs,  whether  what  1  indicate  to 
you  is  altered  or  not. 

I  may  state  that  the  Bill  to  which  I  refer  is  distinct  from 
the  Pharmacy  Bill  introduced  into  the  House  of  Commons 
by  Mr.  Winfrey  and  down  for  resumption  of  the  second  read- 
ing on  Juno  11.  Mr.  Winfrey's  Bill  was  drafted  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and,  saving  the  provisions  which 
virtually  repeal  the  sale  of  poisons  enactment,  deals  with 
t_he  same  _subjects_  as  tlie  Government  measure. 

May  I  ask  you  to  see  that  the  House  ofTToi'ds'  Bill  does 
not  pass  in  its  present  form  ?  If  the  leading  principles  of 
Mr.  Winfrey's  Bill  were  incorporated  with  it.  it  would  bo 
better  for  the  public  and  would  not  be  so  unjust  to  those 
who,  hke  myself,  have  conformed  with  the  law  by  passing 
the  examinations.  Perhaps  the  simplest  plan  would  be  to 
refer  both  Bills  to  a  Select  Committee,  but  all  that  I  would 
ask  you  is  to  give  Mr.  Winfrey  your  support,  so  as  to 
prevent,  if  possible,  the  Government  Bill  passing  in  its 
present  form. 

Briefly,  my  suggestions  arc  : 

1.  The  1868  principle  that  poisons  may  only  bo  retailed 
by_qualifi('il  persons  sliould  not  be  abrogated  now. 

2.  The  title  "  cliemi'srand  druggist  ''  should  be  reserved 
strictly  to  persons  who  have  passed  the  examinations  pro- 
vided  in  the  1868  Act.  '  ~

ink  the  parts  as  underlined  above.  The  letter  should  be 
written  on  business-paper,  typed  if  possible,  and  aHered 
in  any  particular  to  make  it  suit  the  relations  between  the 
writer  and  his  M.P.  Probably  many  of  our  subscribers 
have  already  written  to  their  members;  if  so,  we  should  be 
glad  to  have  copies  of  the  letters  they  have  written,  so  that 
we  may  print  a  selection  of  them  (without  the  names)  for  the 
common  good  of  individual  chemists.  We  have  in  type  a 
similar  statement  to  the  foregoing,  but  impersonal  in  diction, 
reprints  of  which  we  can  send  to  any  chemists  who  write 
to  us. 


Medical  Objections  to  Opticians. 

Tin;  British  Optical  As.sociation  was  established  in  1895 
for  "  the  encouragement  of  the  science  of  optics  and  the  art 


of  the  application  of  optics  to  the  improvement  of  human 
vision,"  and  was  registered  under  the  Companies  Acts, 
permission  being  given  to  dispense  with  the  use  of  the 
word  "limited.'"    The  Association,  as  is  well  known,  in- 
stituted examinations  in  spectacle-fitting  and  sight-testing, 
and  has  a  membership  of  390  persons.    A  few  months  ago 
a  petition  for  a  Eoyal  Charter  was  made  to  the  King,  the 
application  being  duly  gazetted.     The  time  for  lodging 
objections  expired  in  April,  and,  so  far  as  we  can  gather, 
the  only  objection  lodged  is  that  of  the  General  Medical 
Council  on  May  26.    In  a  published  memorandum  are  set 
forth  the  objections  both  to  the  B.O.A.  petition  and  to  the 
Sight-testing  Opticians  Bill,  which  was  introduced  a  few 
weeks  ago  into  the  House  of  Lords.     The  document  is 
interesting  chiefly  as  showing  the  weakness  of  the  medical 
objections  to  sight-testing  opticians  who  are  not  registered 
medical  practitioners.    In  the  memorandum  objection  is 
first  taken  to  the  use  of  the  word  "  optician"  as  "  inappli- 
cable either  to  the  great  majority  of  those  who  follow  the 
simple  handicraft  of  a  spectacle-maker  or  to  the  great 
majority  of  those  who  deal  in  the  wares  which  spectacle- 
makers  produce."    Johnson's  definition  of  an  optician  as 
"one  skilled  in  optics"  is  quoted  in  support  of  this  con- 
tention.   The  weakness  of  the  argument  is  apparent  if  one 
turns  up  the  dictionary  meaning  of  "apothecary,"  for 
instance,  and  compares  it  with  its  accepted  meaning.  The 
memorandum  then  objects  to  the  statement  in  the  petition 
that  "  the  trade  or  profession  of  a  practical  optician  in- 
cludes, and  always  has  included,  the  pi-actice  of  the  science 
of  measuring  the  refraction  of  the  eye,"  and  proceeds  to 
prove  that  sight-testing  was  not  scientifically  practised 
fifty  years  ago.    It  is  also  claimed  that  the  whole  subject 
of  the  defects  of  vision  was  investigated  for  the  first  time 
after  1850  by  medical  men,  and  that  "any  information 
regarding  the  subject  which  non-medical  opticians  may  now 
possess  has  been  gained  by  studying  medical  writings,  and 
in  no  other  manner."    Medical  men  have  naturally  contri- 
buted largely  to  the  subject  of  the  physiology  of  the  eye, 
but  to  claim  for  them  everything  that  has  been  done  in 
sight-testing,  especially  of  late  years,  is  quite  unjustifiable. 
It  is  then  suggested  that  "  if  a  non-medical  optician  should 
improve  or  discover  anything,  he  would  be  likely  to  regard 
the  improvement  or  discovery  as  something  to  be  patented 
or  otherwise  used  for  his  personal  advantage,  and  not,  as  is 
the  practice  of  the  medical  profession,  to  be  at  once  dis- 
closed for  the  general  benefit  of  mankind."    It  is  very 
condescending  to  assume  that  a  "non-medical  optician" 
could  improve  or  discover  anything,  but  surely  every 
citizen  has  a  right  to  avail  himself  of  the  patent  laws  if  he 
wishes  to.    Medical  men  obtain  protection  for  inventions 
just  as  do  other  people.    To  grant  exclusive  privileges  such 
as  are  desired  in  the  Sight-testing  Opticians  Bill  and  the 
B.O.A.  petition  is  not  desirable,  according  to  the  G.M.C., 
because  the  persons  upon  whom  the  privileges  would  be 
conferred  have  no  sort  of  claim  to  them  and  "would  be 
likely  to  use  them  to  the  prejudice  of  the  public."  The 
last  part  of  the  memorandum  is  taken  up  with  an  attempt 
to  demolish  any  analogy  between  the  pharmacist  and  the 
optician,  and  in  the  course  of  the  argument  it  is  stated  that 
a  pharmacist  "  exceeds  his  duty  when  he  himself  undertakes 
to  diagnose  and  to  prescribe  for  even  the  simpler  depar- 
tures from  health  " — a  statement  which  has  not  yet  been 
established  in  the  law  courts,  although  attempts  have  been 
made.    The  arguments  put  forward  by  the  General  Medical 
Council  may  convince  the  Privy  Council,  but  if  they  are 
the  only  grounds  on  which  the  British  Optical  Association 
may,  as  is  probable,  be  refused  a  charter,  we  should  fancy 
that  somebody  had  started  out  to  find  reasons  why  a  charter 
should  not  be  granted. 
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The  Science  of  the  Optician, 

which  has  brought  upon  it  the  disdain  of  the  General 
Medical  Council,  is  not  of  such  a  mushroom  growth  as  some 
persons  imagine.  The  following  advertisement  was  pub- 
lished in  1707,  when  the  prsctices  of  the  barber-surgeons 
and  leech-doctors  of  the  day  were  doubtless  looked  upon  by 
opticians  with  as  much  contempt  as  the  G.M.C.  to-day 
regards  opticians  : 

At  the  Sign  of  tlio  Archimedes  and  Si^ectachs  in  Lud- 
gate-ftreet,  near  the  Weft-end  of  St.  Paids,  Lives  Jofni 
Marfhal,  who  both  Turns  and  Grinds,  Makes  and  Soils 
all  Sorts  of  Glafs  Inftruments,  as  perfpective-Glafles, 
Telefcopes,  Microfcopes  fingle  and  double,  Horofcopes, 
Sky-Optieks.  Reading  Glaffes,  from  the  fmalleft  Size  to 
Twelve  Inches  Diameter,  Concaves,  which  burn  by  Rc- 
fleotion,  from  the  leaft  Size  to  Twenty  Inches  Diameter, 
Concave  Cylinders,  and  Cones  of  Metal.  He  has  invented 
a  Pocket  Microfcope,  more  Ufeful  than  any  yet  made. 
Approved  of  by  the  Koyal  Society,  and  a  large  double 
Microfcope,  Microfcopes  according  to  Mr.  Lcwcnboek, 
Alfo  Microfcopes  of  the  faid  MarfhaV s  Dcfigning,  a 
fingular  Invention  for  the  advantage  of  Light,  the  like  of 
which  was  never  done  before.  Alfo  a  Triple  Perfpectivo, 
or  Wheel  Perfpective,  having  Three  Concaves  in  one  finglo 
Eye-Glafs,  Accommodated  to  all  Sights,  Ages,  Airs  and 
Places,  never  thought  of  by  any  other  Man.  Ho  has  alfo 
fpeaking  Trumpets,  Cryftal  Prifms,  and  Spectacles  fit  for 
all  Ages.  He  alfo  hath  invented  a  New  Method  of  Grind- 
ing Spectacles  True,  (others  being  generally  Falfe  ;  j  wliich 
having  fhew'd,  both  Spectacles,  and  the  Method  of  Grind- 
ing, to  the  Boyal  Society,  are  Approved  by  them  ;  fitted  up 
in  Silver,  Tortoife-fhell,  Horn,  or  Leather  Frames,  by 
Wholefale  or  Rotale.

The  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

The  list  printed  in  om-  Coloured  Supplement  last  week 
was  a  continuation  of  one  published  in  our  issue  of  April  28, 
when  the  following  explanation  was  given  : 

An  asterisk  prefixes  the  names  of  the  following  registered 
chemists  in  the  "  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists,  1906." 
This  means  that  their  present  addresses  have  not  been  com- 
municated to  the  Registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.  Failure  to  do  this 
before  the  end  of  the  year  renders  each  person  named  liable 
to  be  struck  off  the  Register  ;  therefore  those  named  should 
communicate  with  Mr.  Brcmridge  without  delay. 

The  more  curt  statement  of  last  week  appears  to  have 
alarmed  a  few,  as  some  had  notified  their  changes  to  the 
Registrar  since  the  Register  was  published.  One  only 
writes  from  the  address  as  given  in  the  1906  Register  with 
an  asterisk.  The  list  was  compiled  by  us  for  the  information 
of  our  readers.  Under  Section  10  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868,  the  Registrar  has  power  to  strike  off  the  names  of  any 
persons  to  whom  two  registered  letters  are  sent  to  the 
addresses  on  the  register,  if  no  answer  is  received.  In 
1903  the  number  of  names  so  struck  off  was  217,  in  1904  166, 
and  in  1905  30.  Such  removals  happen  solely  because  many 
persons  do  not  take  the  trouble  to  inform  the  Registrar  of 
the  changes  they  may  make  in  addresses  that  will  find  them, 
and  they  are  annoyed  when  they  are  afterwards  required  to 
pay  the  fee  of  a  guinea  for  the  restoration  of  each  name 
It  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  get  one's  name  on  the  Register  in 
the  first  instance,  so  that  after  it  is  there  every  person  should 
take  care  to  keep  it  on,  and  all  that  is  necessary  to  ensure 
this  is  to  give  an  address  which  is  likely  to  be  permanent 
(especially  the  bu.siness  address  of  those  in  business),  and 
when  any  change  occm-s  to  drop  a  postcard  to  the  Registrar 
saying  "Please  change  my  address  on  the  Register  of 
Chemists  and  Druggists  to  "  whatever  it  may  be. 


Hints  to  Agriculturists. 

The  leaflets  periodically  issued  by  the  Board  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fisheries  contain  many  useful  hints  for  the 
farmer,  gardener,  or  what  not,  and  not  a  few  for  the  phar- 
macist. Among  the  more  recent  issues  is  one  on  "  Grafting 
Fruit-trees,"  which  describes  and  illustrates  the  various 
methods  of  grafting— whip  or  tongue,  saddle,  "Somerset" 
saddle,  crown  or  rind,  and  cleft  or  wedge.  The  wide-awake 
chemist  will  not  fail  to  profit  by  the  hint  given  in  the  con- 
clusion as  to  the  best  method  of  excluding  the  air  from  the 
wounds.  A  good  wax  for  using  warm  or  cold,  says  the 
leaflet,  can  be  made  with  equal  parts  by  weight  of  Burgundy 
pitch,  ceresine  wax,  and  olive  oil.  The  directions  given  are 
to  melt  the  materials  together  in  an  old  saucepan,  and,  if 
used  warm,  paint  the  mixture  on  with  a  brush;  if  cold, 
spread  it  on  with  a  putty-knife.  "  Grafting-wax  "  might  be 
made  an  agricultural  speciality  on  occasion.  Leaflet  163 
deals  with  white  rust  of  cabbages,  but  no  pharmaceutical 
remedy  appears  to  be  of  value.  Destruction  of  the  infected 
leaves  seems  to  be  the  only  remedy,  as  it  is  in  the  heart- 
rot  of  beet,  mangold,  and  swede.  Potato-leaf  curl  [Macro- 
sporium  solani)  may  sometimes  be  prevented  by  a  dressing  of 
kainit  in  the  rows  when  the  potatoes  are  planted.  The  kainit 
kills  the  spores  of  the  fungus  present  in  the  soil  at  the 
moment  of  germination.  The  leaflets  can  be  obtained  free 
on  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  4  Whitehall 
Place,  London,  S.W.

Postal  Reform. 

Mr.  Samuel  Roberts  sends  us  the  subjoined  letter  which 
his  firm  have  received  from  the  General  Po.st  Office  in  reply 
to  suggestions  arising  from  Mr.  Asquith's  Budget  state- 
ment : 

General  Post  Office,  London, 
May  17,  1906. 

Gentlemen, — With  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  8th  in- 
stant, I  am  directed  to  inform  you  that  in  settling  the  details 
of  the  revision  of  the  halfpenny  post  the  point  which  you 
raise  shall  receive  attention. 

I  am,  however,  to  state  that  the  Postmaster-General  can 
hold  out  no  hope  of  instituting  a  halfpenny  post  for  all 
communications  under  2  oz.  in  weight  sent  in  open  enve- 
lopes, or  of  modifying  the  parcel-post  regulations  so  as  to 
provide  for  compensation  being  given  in  respect  of  damage 
to  parcels  containing  liquids  or  semi-liquids.

As  a  business  concern  the  Post  Office  authorities  should 
think  again  about  parcels  containing  liquids.  Other  carriers 
give  compensation  when  such  parcels  are  damaged.  Why 
should  not  the  Post  Office?  Because  of  the  damage  to  other 
parcels  may  be  the  reply,  and  as  long  as  that  spirit  is  con- 
tinued so  long  will  postal  servants  be  not  very  particular 
about  the  handling  of  parcels  of  liquids.  If  these  required 
special  distinguishing  labels,  and  were  treated  with  more 
respect,  the  possibility  of  damage  would  be  reduced  to  a 
minimum.

were  got  tlxrough  and  the  verdicts  recorded  in  the  first 
fifteen  minutes.    The  first  was  that  of  Messrs.  John  Jones

The  complaint  against  Isidore  Clifford,  Ruby  Edmund 
Clifford,  Walter  Clifford,  and  Stanley  Clifford  on  the 
"Dentists'  Register"  as  at  20  Grosvenor  Street,  London, 
W.,  and  as  in  practice  before  1878,  was  soon  adjudicated 
on.  The  accused  practitioners  joined  in  forming  and  are 
the  principal  shareholders  and  the  only  directors  of  a  limited 
company  named  "The  American  Dental  Institute,  Ltd.," 
which  advertised,  employs  unqualified  assistants,  and  had 
made  allegations  of  superiority  over  and  in  depreciation  of 
other  practitioners. — Mr.  Warmington,  K.C.,  on  their  be- 
half, dwelt  on  the  profound  regret  felt  by  them,  their  'ntense

Atwood,  Thomas  Rose  Smart,  Walter  Bennett,  Montague 
Alex.  Levason,  and  Daniel  Shea,  whose  connection  with  the 
advertising  dental  company  Guy  White,  Ltd.,  brought  them 
before  the  Council  last  session.  These  gentlemen,  with  the 
exception  of  Mr.  Smart,  attended,  and  stated  that  they 
have  all  severed  their  connection  with  the  company.  Resolu- 
tions for  the  winding-up  of  the  company  have  been  passed 
and  registered  at  Somerset  House.  Mr.  Turner,  who  ap- 
peared on  behalf  of  the  complainants,  the  British  Dental 
Association,  was  perfectly  satisfied  that  the  vmdertaking 
made  by  the  dentists  has  been  carried  out,  and  the  Council 
decided  that  their  names  should  remain  on  the  "Dental 
Register." 

^  In  the  next  case  Mr.  G.  C.  Smith,  dentist,  153  High 
Street,  Lewisham,  London,  S.E.  (where  he  has  been  in 
practice  for  twenty-one  years),  was  charged  with  infamous 
conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  the  offence  being  that  he 
had  entered  into  a  canvassing-arrangement  with  a  Mr. 
Farkasch,  who  superintended  the  canvassing-scheme.  Mr. 
Farkasch  carries  on  a  dental  practice,  under  the  name 
Hygienic  Institute,  at  Glasgow,  and  he  opened  an  office  at 
142  High  Street,  Lewisham,  Mr.  Smith's  name  appearing 
on  the  door,  as  well  as  at  No.  153.  At  the  latter  address, 
Mr.  Smith,  it  was  stated,  employed  unqualified  assistants. 
The  British  Dental  Association  were  the  complainants,  and, 
after  hearing  the  evidence,  the  Council  directed  Mr.  Smith's 
name  to  be  removed  from  the  "  Dentists'  Register  " ;  where- 
upon Mr.  Smith  remarked  somewhat  savagely  that  "he 
would  like  to  know  what  the  Council  considered  was  dis- 
graceful conduct." 

The  third  charge  of  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct  in  a 
professional  respect  was  against  Wm.  MacGregor  Veitch 
L.D.S.,  R.C.S.Eng.,  and  Thos.  Wafer  Byrne,  L.D.S., 
R.C.S.Eng.,  L.D.S.,  F.P.S.  Glasgow,  who,  in  addition 
to  carrying  on  practice  as  dentists  in  their  own  names 
at  their_  registered  addresses  (112  and  2  Prince's 
Road,  Liverpool),  also  carried  on  a  dentist's  practice 
under  the  name  of  Entwistle  Bros.,  Ltd.,  at  218a  London 
Road,  Liverpool,  and  also  at  Seacombe.  Their  offence 
was  advertising  in  the  name  of  the  company  and 
employmg  an  unqualified  assistant.  The  most  interest- 
ing feature  of  the  hearing  was  Mr.  Veitch's  defence. 
He  pleaded  in  extenuation  the  enormous  demand  for  cheap 
and  reliable  dentistry,  and  the  enormous  number,  especially 
in  Lancashire,  of  uneducated  and  unqualified  practitioners. 
This  had  induced  registered  dentists,  some  of  whom  are 
jnembers  of  the  British  Dental  Association,  to  combine  to 
supply  the  want,  and  they  had  to  descend  to  the  level  of 
their  opponents.  After  consideration  of  the  case  for  some 
three-quarters  of  an  hour,  the  President  announced  that  the 


desire  to  obey  the  rules  of  professional  conduct  laid  down 
by  the  Council,  and  their  sorrow  at  being  thought  to  re- 
flect on  their  fellow-practitioners. — Mr.  Tui'ner,  on  behalf 
of  the  British  Dental  Association,  pointed  out  that  the 
American  Dental  Institute  is  one  of  the  leading  cases  of 
advertising  in  the  Kingdom. — After  a  few  minutes'  delibera- 
tion in  camera,  the  President  announced  that  the  names  of 
all  the  re.spondents  would  be  erased  from  the  Register. 

Sight-testing  Opticians  Bill. 
Following  upon  a  communication  from  the  Privj'  Council 
respecting  the  British  Optical  Association,  and  in  regard  to 
the  Sight-testing  Opticians  Bill,  it  was  resolved — 

That  the  Lord  President  of  the  Privy  Council  bo  in- 
formed that  the  Council  have  carefully  considered  the 
petition  and  the  Bill  submitted  to  them,  and  are  of  opinion 
that  it  would  be  dangerous  in  the  public  interest  to  confer 
the  privileges  and  powers  contemplated  therein  on  persons 
other  than  those  duly  cjualified  in  medicine  and  surgery  ; 
and  that  the  Council  trust  that  the  sanction  of  Parliament 
and  of  the  Privy  Council  will  be  withheld  from  these  pro- 
posals. 

It  was  also  agreed  that  a  memorandum,  drawn  up  by  the 
President,  should  at  once  be  transmitted  to  the  Privy 
Council  setting  forth  the  grounds  on  which  the  objections  of 
the  Council  are  based. 

The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
An  interesting  debate  arose  out  of  the  following  com- 
munication which  was  received  and  entered  on  the  minutes  : 

May  22,  1906. 

Dear  Dr.  MacAlister, — I  am  writing  as  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  to  draw  the 
attention  of  the  General  Medical  Council  to  the  amend- 
ment which  was  recently  carried  in  the  House  of  Lords 
on  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  to  the  effect  that  a 
company  or  body  corporate,  composed  of  unqualified 
persons,  may  use  the  title  of  chemist,  provided  they 
employ  a  person  who  is  qualified  under  the  Pharmacy 
Acts. 

This  decision,  if  allowed  to  become  law,  may  have  far- 
reaching  results,  not  only  to  chemists,  but  also  to  dentists, 
medical  men,  and  others  where  a  personal  qualification  is 
recjuired  by  law. 

I  hope  the  General  Medical  Council  may  see  fit  to  exert 
their  great  influence  to  protest  against  such  a  new 
departure,  and  I  have  the  honour  to  invite  that  Council  to 
take  sucli  steps  as  they  deem  necessary  to  impress  upon  the 
Government  and  the  Houses  of  Parliament  the  danger  to 
the  public,  and  the  injustice  to  qualified  persons,  of  such 
proposed  legislation.

That  the  President  be  requested  to  inform  tlie  Lord  Pre- 
sident of  the  Privy  Councd  that,  in  the  opinion  of  this 
Council,  the  principle  involved  in  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Bill,  as  amended  in  tho  House  of  Lords,  whereby 
corporate  bodies  are  permitted  to  assume  professional  titles, 
which,  in  tho  case  of  individuals,  cannot  legally  be  assumed 
by  any  but  those  who  are  personally  ciualilied  by  training, 
examination,  and  registration,  is  fraught  with  danger  to  tho 
public,  inasmuch  as  it  tends  to  impair  the  safeguards  pro- 
vided by  the  Medical,  Dentists,  and  Pharmacy  Acts. 

Mr.  Tomes  explained  that  the  Bill,  partly  designed  in  conse- 
quence of  the  Departmental  inquiry  in  regard  to  the  sale  of 
poisons,  originally  contained  a  clause  which  rendered  com- 
panies liable  as  are  individuals  to  the  prohibitory  clauses  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act.  The  clause  as  amended  in  the  Lords 
seemed  harmless,  but  it  would  have  disastrous  results  and 
would  be  a  complete  giving-away  of  a  title  which  is  only 
properly  bestowed  on  persons  qualified  by  training  and 
examination  to  use  it.  It  was  the  moi'e  important  that  the 
Council  should  make  a  representation  on  the  matter,  because 
the  effects  of  thus  giving  away  the  title  were  not  realised, 
and  it  was  pleaded  that  it  is  a  matter  that  "  did  not  concern 
the  public." 

Sir  John  Moore  pointed  out  that  the  amendment  sup3r- 
seded  absolutely  the  power  hitherto  exercised  by  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  in  Ireland  and  was  most  dangerous  to 
the  public. 

Dr.  Saundby  was  not  satisfied  that  pharmacy  should  lie 
bracketed  with  dentistry  and  medicine.  They  should  dis- 
tinguish between  a  profession  and  a  chemist's  business  whi-;h 
might  be  purely  commercial.  All  they  have  to  do  in  the 
case  of  a  chemist  is  to  see  that  he  is  pi'operly  qualified 
and  that  there  is  no  evasion  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  There 
are,  he  added,  several  respectable  chemists'  companies,  and 
lie  did  not  see  why  a  man  could  not  belong  to  one. 

The  President  said  that  the  point  was  that  at  present  no 
person  can  call  hunself  a  chemist  unless  he  has  passed  an 
examination  ;  if  he  does,  he  is  liable  to  be  punished.  This 
Bill  enables  a  company  to  assume  a  title  forbidden  to 
unqualified  individuals.  If  it  was  applied  to  medicine 
there  might  be  a  "Dr.  Saundby  Company." 

Dr.  Saundby  instanced  a  firm  of  chemists  established 
thirty  years,  the  principal  of  which  was  not  and  never 
had  been  a  chemist,  and  wanted  to  know  if  that  was  not 
legal. 

The  President  replied  that  within  the  last"  eighteen 
months  it  has  been  found  to  be  illegal  in  Ireland  in  the  case 
of  Appleton.  No  case  has  brought  the  law  into  operation  yet 
in  England. 

Mr.  Brown  protested  that  the  dentists'  is  a  profession, 
and  the  chemists'  a  business.  If  a  qualified  person  is 
employed  to  sell  poisons,  he  thought  that  is  all  that  is 
necessary. 

An  alteration  suggestion  by  the  legal  adviser  settled  the 
points  of  difference,  and  the  motion  was  passed  as  follows  : 

That  tho  President  be  requested  to  inform  the  President 
of  the  Privy  Council  that,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council,  the 
principle  involved  in  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  as 
amended  in  the  House  of  Lords,  whereby  corporate  bodies 
are  permitted  to  assume  professional  titles,  which  titles  no 
member  or  director  of  such  company  need  be  personally 
qualified^  by  training,  examination,  and  registration  to 
assume,  is  fraught  with  obvious  and  extreme  danger  to  the 
public. 

In  reply  to  a  question  from  Mr.  Tomes  on  Saturday,  the 
President  read  the  letter  which  he  had  forwarded  to  the 
Privy  Council  with  a  copy  of  the  resolution.  The  letter 
stated  that  "  the  feeling  of  the  Council  in  the  matter  was 
that  if  the  principle  above  referred  to  were  once  sanctioned 
by  Parliament  in  a  particular  case,  it  would  tend  seriously 
to  impair  the  safeguards  against  unqualified  practice  which 
in  the  public  interest  have  been  provided  by  the  Medical 
and  Dentists  Acts." 

Penal  Medical  Cases. 

Practically  the  whole  of  Friday  was  devoted  for  the  con- 
sideration of  a  penal  case  .so  exceptional  that  it  may  be 
doubted  whether  a  similar  one  has  ever  before  occupiecl  the 
attention    of    the    Council.     Alexander    Lane,  M.D., 


M.R.C.S.Eng.,  etc.,  Saville  Chambers,  Newcaslie-on  'I'yne, 
was  smnmoned  to  appear  before  the  Council  to  answer  a 
charge  of  selling  to  Mr.  Ellis  Pearson  a  medical  practice  at 
Bideford  which  was  not  a  genuine,  hond-ficle  saleable 
goodwill  and  practice,  but  was  a  practice  fraudulently  buiit 
up  by  him  for  the  purpose  of  sale.  Dr.  Bateman  appeared 
for  the  complainants,  the  Medical  Defence  Union,  and  Dr. 
Lane  was  represented  by  his  solicitor,  Mr.  V.  W.  Hill. 
Dr.  Bateman  rested  his  case  on  the  result  of  the  civil  action 
Pearson  v.  Lane,  brought  before  Mr.  Justice  Lawrance  at 
Exeter,  when  the  jury  found  for  the  complainant,  and 
awarded  him  200/.  damages.  Mr.  Hill  went  over  the  ground 
very  thoroughly,  addressing  the  Council  for  an  hour  and  a 
half,  and  contended  that  the  verdict  of  the  jury  was  con- 
trary to  the  Judge's  summing-up,  and  even  then  the  damages 
awarded  by  them  were  so  small  that  it  was  merely  equiva- 
lent to  saying  that  Mr.  Pearson  should  have  paid  800/. 
instead  of  the  1,000/.  he  did  pay  for  the  practice. — After  a 
long  deliberation  in  camera,  the  President  announced  to 
Dr.  Lane  that  the  facts  alleged  against  him  had  not  been 
proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council. 

The  name  of  James  Brander,  M.B.,  44  Leadside,  North- 
field,  Aberdeen,  who  on  February  15,  1906,  was  convicted 
at  Aberdeen  Police  Court  of  drunkenness  and  riotous  be- 
haviour, was  erased  from  the  "  Medical  Register." 

The  case  of  Herbert  L.  Davies,  M.B.,  2  Crofton  Street, 
Manchester,  postponed  from  November  1905  (in  regard  to 
Rusholme  Proviclent  Dispensary),  was  again  brought  up, 
and  the  Council  came  to  the  conclusion  that  Dr.  Davies  was 
not  guilty  of  infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect. 

The  name  of  William  Patrick  Kirwan  was  restored  to  the 
"  Medical  Register." 

The  Council  then  settled  down,  con  amove,  to 

An  Academic  Debate, 
and  discussed  in  committee  for  some  two  and  a  half  hours 
the  seventeen  clauses  of  the  report  of  the  Whole  Cycle  of 
Visitations  and  Inspections.  The  competitive  claims  of 
clinical  and  forensic  medicine,  hygiene,  and  medical  juris- 
prudence gave  an  opening  for  most  of  the  members  to 
express  opinions;  several  amendments  were  put,  most  of 
which  were  lost,  and  finally  the  report  was  adopted  with  a 
few  modifications. 

The  British  PHAEiiACorcEiA. 
The  following  report  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee 
was  run  in  at  the  tail-end  of  the  business  on  Saturday,  and 
was  received,  entered,  and  adopted  without  conmient  : 

From  November  21,  1905,  to  May  19,  1906,  the  number  of 
copies  of  tho  British  Pharmacopoeia  (1898)  sold  by  the  pub- 
lishers was  516.  The  total  number  of  copies  sold  in  the  year 
was  1,150  Up  to  the  present  date  37,584  copies  of'  the 
Pharmacopceia  and  4,410  copies  of  the  Indian  and  Colonial 
Addendum  have  been  sold.  The  stock  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia remaining  on  hand  now  consists  of  2,447  copies,  with 
1,954  copies  of  the  Addendum.  No  new  impression  will 
therefore  be  necessary  for  some  time  to  come.  The  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  Colonies  has  forwarded  to  the  Com- 
mittee a  number  of  useful  suggestions  for  the  revision  of 
the  Pharmacopoeia  from  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Medical 
and  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  Victoria,  and  also  a  report 
from  New  Zealand  on  tho  same  subject.  Other  suggestions 
Dearing  on  pharmacopoeial  unification  have  been  received 
from  Holland.  The  new  Pharmacopoeias  of  the  Nether- 
lands and  of  the  Austrian  Empire  have  been  received.  Each 
adopts  the  conclusions  as  to  potent  drugs  and  preparations 
arrived  at  by  the  Brussels  Conference  of  1902.  These  con- 
clusions have  now  been  finally  embodied  in  an  international 
agreement  entered  into  between  the  British  Government 
and  the  authorities  of  the  other  Powers.  The  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  of  Reference  in  Pharmacy  nominated  by  the 
two  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  the 'United  Kingdom 
states  that  sub-committees  for  various  branches  of  investiga- 
tion have  been  formed  and  are  at  work.  Reports  on  the 
progress  made  may  bo  expected  before  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Council.  ° 

On  the  reassembling  of  the  Council  on  Monday.  Dr. 
Finlay  moved  that  the  sitting  should  continue  till  the  busi- 
ness of  the  session  was  concluded,  whereupon  there  was  a 
little  wrangle,  which  the  President  settled  by  saying  that 
the  business  could  be  got  through  within  the  proper  time. 

The  Apothecary's  Title. 
With  regard  to  the  Draft  Bill  promoted  by  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries  in  London  amending  the  title  of  L.S.A.  to 
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"licentiate  in  medicine  and  surgery  of  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries,  London,"  Sir  Hugh  Beevor  moved — 

That  this  Council  has  no  objection  to  the  statutory  defini- 
tion {i.e.,  in  an  Act  of  Parliament)  of  the  registrable  title 
L.S.A.  whereby  ''  surgery  "  as  well  as  "  medicine  "  shall  be 
connoted. 

This  was  carried. 

Other  Business. 

After  two  prolonged  debates  the  Council  resolved  to 
secure  such  alteration  in  the  voting  regulations  as  will  pro- 
vide for  voting  by  ballot  in  lieu  of  the  existing  open  system 
in  the  election  of  direct  representatives. 

The  report  of  the  Education  Committee  was  received  and 
entered,  hut  its  consideration  was  postponed.  The  remark 
by  Dr.  Mackay  that  the  examination  of  some  of  the  bodies 
is  "barely  sufficient"  created  a  little  breeze,  and  brought 
Dr.  Norman  Moore  to  his  feet  in  a  heat ;  but  he  was  soothed 
by  the  substitution  of  the  expression  "  some  are  on  a  higher 
level  than  others." 

There  was  nothing  for  the  Council  to  do  but  congratulate 
them.selves  on  the  report  on  the  finances,  but  Mr.  Tomes 
added  a  word  of  warning  that  the  whole  of  the  surplus  will 
be  swallowed  up  in  the  alterations  to  be  made,  and  in 
consequence  of  the  longer  sitting  this  session  there  will 
probably  be  no  surplus  next  year. 

Mr.  iJrown  brought  forward  his  old  motion  to  get  the 
number  of  direct  representatives  increased  to  the  maximum 
nmiiber  permitted  by  the  Medical  Act,  1886,  but  it  was  lost, 
as  was  also  an  amendment  by  Dr.  Saundby,  calling  for  one 
additional  direct  representative. 

The  Council  then  concluded  its  session.

At  St.  Leonards-on-5ea. 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  East  Sirssex  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation was  held  at  the  Edinburgh  Hotel,  St.  Leonards,  on 
Thursday,  May  24,  Mr.  C.  G.  Skyrme  (President)  in  the 
chair.  Mr.  A.  E.  Hobbs  represented  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council,  and  from  neighbouring  towns  were  Mr.  Bobbins 
(Bexhill)  and  Messrs.  Price,  Harmer,  Senior,  and  Bronson 
(Eastbourne! .  Among  local  chemists  present  were  Messrs. 
Rossiter,  Vint,  Ewbank  Smith,  and  John  Smith,  ex- 
Presidents.  "  Pharmacy,"  the  prominent  toast  of  the 
evening,  was  submitted  by  Mr.  Vint,  who  humorously  sug- 
gested that  prescribers  should  be  required  to  affix  a  penny 
stamp  on  all  prescriptions  in  which  proprietary  medicines 
are  ordered.  Mr.  Hobbs  replied,  incidentally  speaking 
about  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  and  the  proposed 
alterations  in  the  Poisons  Schedule.

The  recently  elected  President  of  the  Dewsbury  and  Dis- 
trict Chemists'  Association  (Mr.  John  Day)  invited  the 
members  to  accompany  him  on  Tuesday  afternoon.  May  29, 
to  Grange  Ash.  The  party  went  by  train  to  Thornhill,  and, 
after  insj^ecting  the  ancient  Parish  Church,  enjoyed  a 
pleasant  stroll  of  four  miles  through  the  country,  now  look- 
ing at  its  best  in  fresh  spring  verdure,  to  their  destination. 
Here  a  little  cricket  was  indulged  in,  which  revealed  unsus- 
pected talent  on  the  part  of  several  melnbers,  and  the  two 
enthusiastic  photographers  of  the  party,  Mr.  Pickard,  of 
Ossett.  and  Mr.  Blakeley,  of  Birstall,  "  took  "  the  members 
in  group.

This  form  of  the  mixture, 
produced  by  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  should  be 
popular  with  travellers  and  doctors. 

Keratinised-gelatin  Co.iTED  Pills. — These  are  a  novelty

Zbc  poisoninoe. 

THIRTEEN  fatalities  from  poisoning  have  occurred 
during  the  past  week,  five  of  which  were  misadventures. 
Alice  Hannah  Cordon,  a  Manchester  monthly  nurse,  was 
found  in  a  comatose  state  with  an  empty  bottle  which  hacl 
contained  chloral  at  the  bedside.  As  the  result  of  a  post- 
mortan  examination  Dr.  F.  C.  Moore,  of  Ardwick  Green, 
gave  the  cause  of  death  as  heart- failure  following  on  pneu- 
monia and  accelerated  by  an  overdose  of  chloral  taken  to 
induce  sleep. — One  of  two  oxalic-acid  poisonings  was  a  mis- 
adventure, a  dose  having  been  taken  inadvertently  by 
Thomas  Tutt,  a  valet,  at  St.  Leonards. — A  Blackburn  widow 
named  Betty  Crook,  committed  suicide  by  drinking  a  solu- 
tion of  oxalic  acid.— At  an  inquest  held  by  the  Bradford 
Coroner  (Mr.  J.  G.  Hutchinson)  on  the  "body  of  James 
Anderton  Bower  (62),  wood-turner,  it  was  shown  that 
Bower  had  taken  the  contents  of  a  phial  of  crystal  carbolic 
acid,  and  that  twelve  months  previously  this  had  been 
recommended  to  him  as  a  cure  for  colds  and  bronchitis, 
and  it  had  been  kept  in  a  cupboard  in  the  house  ever  since. 
The  Coroner  remarked  that  there  appeared  to  be  no  regula- 
tions regarding  the  sale  of  carbolic  acid  when  sold  in^this 
manner  for  medicinal  purposes.  In  this  case  the  only  caution 
as  to  using  the  contents  was  at  the  bottom  of  the  package 
in  which  the  bottle  was  enclosed.  People  might  be  misled 
as  to  the  danger  of  the  poison,  and  if  the  jury  thought  it 
advisable  he  would  draw  the  attention  of  the  authorities  to 
the  sale  of  acid  in  this  way,  and  certain  regulations  might 
then  possibly  be  adopted.  The  jury  found  that  deceased 
had  accidentally  taken  an  overdose  of  carbolic  acid,  and 
they  considered  that  he  had  not  taken  sufficient  care  to  read 
the  instructions.  They  further  agreed  with  the  Coroner's 
suggestion  that  more  precautions  should  be  observed  in  the 
sale  of  the  acid. — A  painful  case  occurred  at  Newtownbreda, 
a  village  one  mile  from  Belfast,  where  Miss  Sarah  Maholl, 
daughter  of  a  traveller  and  related  to  a  well-known  Irish 
chemist,  took  her  life  by  drinking  about  3  oz.  of  carbolic 
acid. — Alice  Elizabeth  Hardy  poisoned  herself  with 
potassium  cyanide. — Jane  Gray,  of  Glasgow,  drank  a  large 
quantity  of  laudanum  with  suicidal  intent  and  died  in  the 
Royal  Infirmary. — No  fewer  than  six  of  the  total  fatalities 
were  caused  by  unscheduled  poisons.  Two  misadventures 
and  one  suicide  were  due  to  liquid  ammonia,  while  caustic 
potash,  phosphorus,  and  hydrochloric  acid  were  used  by 
other  suicides.  Mrs.  Goodland,  wife  of  a  farmer  at  Great 
Dalby,  accidentally  drank  a  large  quantity  of  ammonia. 
William  George  Screen,  of  Newport,  2^  years  old,  secured 
a  bottle  of  liquid  ammonia,  a  portion  of  which  he  drank, 
dying  as  a  result.  John  Moignard,  of  Jersey,  poisoned  him- 
self with  liquid  ammonia.  John  Henry  Latham,  of 
Hampstead  Road,  London,  committed  suicide  with  caustic- 
potash  solution. — Laura  Schofield,  wife  of  a  beamer  at 
Dewsbury,  poisoned  herself  with  phosphorus.  She  soaked 
half  a  box  of  matches  in  water  ancl  drank  the  solution. — In 
the  City  Coroner's  Court  on  May  28,  Dr.  F.  J.  Waldo,  the 
City  Coroner,  held  an  inquest  on  the  body  of  William  Jones 
(57),  a  plumber,  who  conmiitted  suicide  by  drinking  hydro- 
chloric acid.  Dr.  H.  H.  Rolfe,  house  physician  at  St.  Bar- 
tholomew's Hospital,  gave  evidence  of  the  cause  of  death, 
and  the  Coroner  asked  the  doctor  whether  it  was  not  a  fact 
that  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  such  a  poison  as  oxalic  acid 
has  to  be  marked  with  the  name  of  the  poison  and  also  bear 
a  poison-label,  while  with  hydrochloric  acid  one  can  walk 
into  the  nearest  ironmonger's  or  oil  and  colour  man  and  have 
it  served  in  a  ginger-beer  bottle.  The  doctor  said  that  was  so, 
and  he  thought  the  acid  ought  to  be  scheduled.  The  Coroner, 
addressing  the  jury,  said  if  hydrochloric  acid  was  scheduled 
it  would  make  all  the  difference.  At  one  tLme  suicides  by 
carbolic  acid  were  quite  as  frequent  as  cases  by  spirit  of 
salts  are  now,  but  for  the  past  five  years  the  sale  has  been 
restricted,  with  the  result — and  he  spoke  with  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  how  things  went  with  his  brother  coroners — 
that  such  cases  are  now  most  rare.  At  the  present  time 
there  is  a  Bill  before  the  House  of  Lords  with  regard  to  the 
sale  of  poisons,  and  he  believed  that  the  Lords  are  desirous 
of  restricting  the  sale.  The  jury  agreed  and  returned  a 
verdict  of  suicide  during  temporary  insanity.

a  IR  JAMES  DEWAR'S  lectures  at  the  Royal  Institution 
K)  on  the  Old  and  New  Chemistry  were  not  intended  to 
be  reported,  nor  can  they  adequately  be  in  a  short  note. 
Both  were  exceedingly  suggestive.  In  the  old  chemistry 
lecture,  delivered  on  May  19,  Sir  James  carried  his  audience 
up  to  the  eighteenth  century,  and  in  the  second,  on  the  new, 
the  advances  since  the  days  of  Black  to  Sir  William  Crookes's 
observations  on  the  fourth  state  of  matter  were  dealt  with. 
Black'.s  idea  of  chemistry  was  that  it  is  the  study  of  the 
results  of  mixture  and  heat  on  substances.  He  applied  the 
balance  to  investigation  of  chemical  phenomena,  thereby 
pavijig  the  way  to  the  exit  of  phlogiston,  and.  strange  to  say. 
Cavendish,  the  most  persistent  disciple  of  the  phlogiston 
theory,  was  the  first  to  use  in  his  work  a  balance  as  delicate 
and  perfect  in  all  parts  as  any  we  have  at  the  present  day. 
That  was  one  of  the  points  vvfhich  Sir  James  made  clear  to 
his  audience — indeed,  he  was  strong  on  all  things  connected 
with  the  Royal  Institution,  specially  calling  attention  to 
Thomas  Young,  a  physicist  and  mathematician  who  was 
a  professor  of  the  Institution,  and  who.se  observations  on 
the  advent  of  the  new  chemistry  are  a  record  of  exceeding 
value.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  listen  to  Sir  James's  discourse"; 
as  one  by  one  he  took  up  the  discoveries  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  the  new  chemistry  was  reformed  again,  and  the 
audience  obtained  the  impression  that  it  is  distinguished 
from  the  old  by  careful  determination  of  con.stituents  and 
scouting  of  the  older  idea  that  anything  in  chemistry  is  a 
negligible  quantity.  Two  experiments  stood  out  from  all 
the  rest.  The  first  was  so  simple  and  elementary  that  any 
tyro  might  perform  it.  yet  it  disposes  of  the  phlogiston 
theory,  which  assumed  that  when  a  metal  is  burned  into 
a  calx  it  absorbs  phlogiston,  an  imponderable  force.  On  one 
side  of  a  balance  the  lecturer  had  a  non-inflammable  gauze 
bag  containing  magnesium ;  the  balance-beam  was  at  the 
level,  and  when  the  spirit-lamp  flame  was  applied  to  the  bag, 
the  magnesium  ignited,  giving  off  dense  fumes  of  oxide, 
yet  what  remained  of  the  oxide  in  the  bag  sufficed  to  weigh 
down  the  beam  on  that  side.  Ergo  the  "phlogiston"' 
absorbed  was  ponderable.  The  second  experiment  was  to 
prove  Sir  William  Grove's  statement  that  the  converse  of 
Cavendish's  discovery  of  the  composition  of  water  by  the 
combination  of  hydrogen  and  oxygen  is  that  steam  is  dis- 
sociated into  its  elements  at  a  high  temperature — 1,500^^ 
to  2,000"  C.  This  was  proved  by  boiling  water  in  a  flask 
and  as  the  steam  rose  it  met  a  ring  of  red-hot  zirconia  wire, 
which  does  not  act  chemically  upon  the  vapour — that  is, 
combines  neither  with  hydrogen  nor  oxygen.  In  a  few 
minutes  the  emanating  vapour  was  collected  over  the  pneu- 
matic trough,  and  it  was  a  mixture  of  hydrogen  and  oxygen. 
As  Sir  James  proceeded  with  his  lecture  the  audience  got 
a  thorough  grip  of  the  fundamentals  upon  which  the  atomic 
and  molecular  theories  of  matter  are  built ;  they  were 
assured,  too,  that  the  universe  is  akin  in  elementary  com- 
position to  the  earth  ;  and  they  realised  that  while  molecular 
matter  is  subject  to  change  through  heat  and  cold,  the 
fourth  state  of  matter  is  affected  by  neither.  Mere  mention 
of  Rontgen  radiations  followed  on  consideration  of  the 
periodic  table.  The  weightiest  element  in  it,  uranium,  is 
breaking  up  into  radiiun,  and  seven  resolvents  thereof,  so 
that  a  wider  distribution  of  helium  than  was  thought  of  a 
few  years  ago  is  possible.  From  this  to  electrons,  corpuscles, 
the  structure  of  the  atom,  and  the  electrical  basis  of  matter- 
takes  us  out  of  the  new  chemistry  into  the  newer,  upon 
which  Sir  James  would  not  speak  further. 


Is  Scott's  Emulsion  a  Medicine?— An  Elberfeld  drug- 
gist was  recently  prosecuted  for  alleged  violation  of  the 
Penal  Code  and"  Section  1  of  the  Imperial  Order  of  Octo- 
ber 22,  1901,  by  selling  Scott's  emulsion,  it  being  contended 
that  the  Order  reserves  the  sale  of  Scott's  emulsion  to 
apothekers.  The  case  was  dismissed  by  two  local  Courts, 
and  the  State  authorities  appealed,  with  the  result  that  the 
Cologne  Oberland  Gericht  has  dismissed  the  appeal.  The 
Court  further  held  that  it  does  not  matter  whether  the 
emulsion  contains  materials  which  have  curative  powers  if 
it  is  ascertained  that  it  is  not  sold  as  a  medicine.

SOME  admirable  features  of  the  Bill  which  has  now  been 
passed  through  the  House  of  Lords  must  surely  be  a 
source  of  satisfaction  to  every  chemist  and  druggist  who — 
being  something  more  than  "an  ordinary  tradesman,"  like 
the  butcher,  etc. — duly  appreciates  that  while  the  craft  to 
which  he  belongs  is  more  or  less  a  trade,  it  is  also  in  some 
degree  commensurate  with  professional  occupations  requir- 
ing special  qualification,  like  those  of  medicine  and  law.  But 
such  satisfaction  cannot  fail  to  be  overshadowed  by  profound 
disappointment  that  neither  the  Bill  nor  the  debates  upon 
it  offer  much,  if  any,  indication  of  such  a  view  being  enter- 
tained in  the  House  of  Lords. 

Some  provisions  of  the  Bill,  as  originally  drafted  and 
even  as  it  now  stands,  would  be  almost  equivalent  to  repeal 
of  the  "Act  to  regulate  the  Sale  of  Poisons"  that  was 
passed  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the  public  and  also  with  the 
object  of  improving  pharmacy  qualification. 

Though  the  Act  of  1868  applies  only  to  poisons,  and 
though  qualification  under  it  has  necessarily  relation  to 
trading  transactions,  the  statutory  qualification  has  also  a 
professional  side,  as  shown  by  the  equivalent  title  "dis- 
pensing chemist."  Without  unduly  magnifying  its  mean- 
ing it  is,  therefore,  equally  of  importance  to  the  public  and 
to  its  possessors.  Moreover,  the  tendency,  strongly  pro- 
moted by  officials  representing  the  Privy  Council  Depart- 
ment, has  always  been  to  augment  its  pharmaceutical  sig- 
nificance as  the  only  compulsory  qualification  in  that  re- 
spect. For  those  reasons  the  correlative  statutory  title 
"chemist  and  druggist"  has  a  public  value;  it  has  also 
acquired  an  intrinsic  claim  to  respect  for  the  right  to  use 
it,  and  should  not  now  be  lightly  treated.  The  chemist  and 
druggist  stands  at  the  present  to  some  extent  in  the  position 
of  a  person  who  has  taken  a  degree  and  is,  therefore,  alone 
permitted  to  use  the  title  apipertaining  to  that  degree. 

The  Government  Bill  is.  however,  inconsistent  with  the 
fundamental  principle  of  the  1868  Act.  Clause  2  proposes 
to  negative  the  application  of  that  principle  even  to  a  greater 
extent  than  the  illogical  decision  (in  1880)  that  because  a  cor- 
porate person  is  not  qualifiable  as  the  Act  requires  the  Act 
should  not  be  held  to  apply  to  companies  keeping  shops  for 
the  sale  of  poison.  The  object  of  Clause  5  is  quite  in- 
consistent with  Clause  2.  The  wise  provisions  of  Clause  3 
would  be  counteracted  by  those  of  Clause  4,  which  would 
reduce  legally  qualified  persons  to  the  level  of  unqualified 
persons  by  further  invasion  of  rights  conferred  by  the  Act 
than  was  effected  by  the  decision  in  1880.  Since  that  time 
companies  have  carried  on  the  business  of  chemist  and  drug- 
gist ;  being  held  outside  the  operation  of  the  Act  by  which 
exercise  of  the  business  had  been  reserved  to  qualified 
persons.  That  practice  has  been  supported  by  so  many 
legally  qualified  persons  that  its  prevention  has  now  iDecome 
impracticable  ;  hence  the  proposal  of  Clause  4  to  legalise  that 
practice,  though  coupled  with  a  suitable  condition,  would 
leave  exclusive  use  of  the  statutory  title  "  chemist  and  drug- 
gist "  as  the  sole  right  remaining  to  legally  qualified  persons, 
whether  carrying  on  business  on  their  own  account  or  con- 
ducting the  business  for  companies. 

Consequently  the  further  proposal  of  Clause  4  to  legalise 
use  or  exhibition  of  the  statutory  title  by  companies  would 
practically  be  an  act  of  confiscation,  violating  the  right 
which  has  been  conferred  upon  some  16,000  persons  to  be 
exclusive  users  of  the  title.  That  woiild  tend  to  destroy 
both  the  value  of  qualification  and  also  the  public  object  of 
the  Act,  by  rendering  the  difference  between  real  and  pre- 
tended qualification  indistinguishable.  Such  a  result  would 
be  the  more  objectionable  because — hitherto — misuse  of  the 
title  by  companies  without  their  being  liable  to  penalty  has 
been  possible  only  in  consequence  of  their  being  held  "  out- 
side the  Act."  The  supposed  "minor  concession"  in  this 
respect  mentioned  by  Lord  Crewe  at  the  third  reading,  and 
consisting  in  removal  of  the  words  "pharmaceutical 
chemist"  and  "pharmacist"  from  Clause  4.  has  really 
nothing  to  do  with  the  point  now  discussed,  inasmuch  as 
the  titles  mentioned  appertain  to  voluntary  qualification 
under  the  Pharmacy  Act.  1852,  and  not  at  all  to  compulsory 
qualification  under  the  Act  of  1868.    Moreover,  the  case  to 


be  dealt  with  is  not  one  for  "concession"  at  all;  but  one 
concerning  maintenance  of  an  established  statutory  right 
that  has  been  usurped. 

The  argument  that  companies  should  be  permitted  to 
exhibit  the  statutory  title  "chemist  and  druggist,"  out  of 
regard  for  the  public  object  of  the  Act,  cannot  be  reasonably 
urged  :  for,  as  Lord  Crewe  showed,  a  statement  that  the 
business  was  "conducted"  by  legally  qualified  persons 
would  be  quite  sufficient  to  place  companies,  evidently,  in 
the  same  position  as  legally  qualified  persons  carrying  on 
business  on  their  own  account. 

Apart,  therefore,  from  proposed  alteration  of  the  law 
relating  to  trade  in  poisons,  the  most  important  question  to 
be  decided  is  as  to  use  of  the  statutory  title  "  chemist  and 
druggist "  or  its  equivalents.  On  that  point  the  declared 
opinions  of  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council  and  of  the 
Lord  Privy  Seal  are,  strangely  enough,  in  decided  opposition 
to  the  proposal  in  Clause  4  of  the  Government  Bill  :  that 
may  perhaps  be  a  hopeful  indication ;  but  in  any  case  the 
point  is  of  momentous  importance  to  legally  qualified 
chemists  and  druggists — it  concentrates  attention  on  the 
question  put  in  the  I'.  <L-  D.  editorial  of  May  26. 

What  is  to  be  Done  ? 

No  good  result  can  be  expected  from  the  prophetic  afflatus 
that  seems  to  have  descended  upon  some  correspondents  and 
even  to  have  infected  "  Xrayser " ;  nor  are  querulous 
complaints  as  to  this  or  that  being  a  shame  or  unfair  any 
more  likely  to  be  useful.  The  only  hope  lies  in  adopting  the 
Cornish  motto  "  One  and  all  " — by  imanimous  action  through 
the  representative  body — and  pressing  the  claim  of  the 
legally  constituted  craft  for  maintenance  of  exclusive  right 
to  the  title  of  "chemist  and  druggist."  Members  of  the 
Society  would  naturally  co-operate  to  that  end — non- 
members  should  memorialise  the  Council  to  act,  as  the  Execu- 
tive body,  on  their  behalf.  Uncertainty  as  to  the  object  to 
be  achieved,  such  as  Mr.  Reid  seems  to  labour  under,  is  much 
to  be  deprecated,  especially  since  the  title  "pharmacist" 
which  he  would  prefer  does  not  appertain  to  the  compulsory 
qualification  which  is  now  imperilled.  In  this  connection 
the  use  of  terms  or  phrases  such  as  privilege,  protection, 
restraint  of  trade,  concession,  or  monopoly  should  be 
studiously  avoided  as  quite  inapplicable  to  the  subject  and 
as  introducing  irrelevant  and  alien  notions  into  its  discus- 
sion. The  Act  of  1368  neither  confers  privileges  nor  creates 
monopoly  ;  on  the  contrary,  its  provisions  are  stringently 
compulsory — those  relating  to  qualified  persons  impose  upon 
them  obligations,  conducive  to  the  public  interest,  that  are 
to  be  observed  on  that  account  and  no  less  in  the  common 
interest  of  the  craft  regulated  by  the  Act. 

The  provisions  relating  to  unqualified  persons  were  upset 
by  the  decision  of  1880  which  destroyed  the  efficiency  of 
the  Act  in  regard  to  keeping  a  shop  and  the  argument  that 
companies  should  thcrcjorc  be  permitted  to  use  the  statu- 
tory title  also  cannot  conmiend  itself  to  anyone  but  companies 
and  Lord  St.  Aldwyn.

IN  order  to  meet  war  expenditure  Japan  has  on  several 
occaisions  raised  her  import-tariff,  and  in  the  majority 
of  instances  the  rates  are  now  much  higher  than  they  were 
previous  to  the  war.  Just  lately  the  tariff  has  again  been 
revised,  and  it  now  appears  that  the  special  war-taxes  im- 
posed from  July  1,  1905,  have  been  increased  all  round. 
With  a  few  exceptions,  drugs,  chemicals,  and  medicines 
previous  to  the  war  paid  10  per  cent,  ad  vol.  A  further 
5  per  cent,  ad  val.  was  added  under  the  law  of  December  28, 
1904  (which  came  into  operation  on  July  1,  1905),  and  now 
the  duties  of  this  class  of  goods  have  again  been  raised  (with 
few  exceptions)  to  20  per  cent,  ad  val.  The  new  duties  come 
into  force  on  October  1,  1906,  so  that  the  wholesalers  and 
retailers  will  have  ample  time  to  anticipate  their  require- 
ments at  the  lower  rates.  When  the  new  duties  become 
operative  the  import-business  will  be  at  a  minimum  for  many 
months.

A MEETING  of  the  Chemical  Trade  Section  of  the 
Chamber  was  held  at  Oxford  Court,  Cannon 
Street,  E.C.,  on  May  30,  Mr.  John  C.  Umney  (Chairman  of 
the  Section)  presiding.  There  were  present  Messrs.  John 
Wylde  (Thomas  Keating;),  F.  Harwood  Lescher  (Evans  Sons 
Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.)';  C.  A.  Hill  (Davy  Hill  &  Hodckin- 
son,  Ltd.),  R.  C.  Wren  (Potter  &  Clarke),  D.  Mackenzie 
(T.  &  H.  Smith,  Ltd.),  E.  J.  Millard  (C.  J.  Hewlett  &  Sons), 
Jesse  Boot,  Hugo  Lorenz,  W.  F.  Wells,  and  Dr.  Walsh 
(President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland). 

Correspondence. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  Kenric  B.  Murray)  read  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Webb,  of  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb.  Ltd.,  regarding 
the  duty  on  spirituous  liquors  in  Canada.  Mr.  Webb  stated 
that  representations  had  been  made  to  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment by  the  wholesale  druggists  with  a  view  to  getting  the 
matter  put  on  a  proper  basis. 

A  letter  was  also  read  from  a  member  of  the  Section  ask- 
ing for  information  regarding  the  necessity  or  otherwise  for 
labelling  starch-blue  "poison."  The  correspondent  stated 
that  poisons  are  used  in  the  preparation  of  starch  and  blue, 
but  the  general  trade  idea  was  that  it  was  unnecessary  to  put 
a  "poison"  label  on  packets  for  retail  sale.  He  asked  for 
advice  on  the  matter.  The  Chairman  suggested  that  a 
secretarial  communication  should  be  sent  asking  what  par- 
ticular poison  the  writer  had  in  mind,  and  this  was  agreecl  to. 

Poppies  and  its  Preparations. 
The  Section  then  took  up  the  consideration  of  the  fol- 
lowing motion,  notice  of  which  had  been  given  by  Mr.  John 
Wylde  : 

That  the  Chemical  Trades  Section  of  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce  is  of  the  opinion  that  (Schedule  of  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill,  Part  II.)  poppies  and  its  preparations  as 
scheduled  in  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868,  and  as  originally 
drafted  in  the  present  Bill,  is  far  preferable  to  the  present 
reading  "Poppies  all  compositions  prepared  from,"  which 
amendment  appears  to  have  received  no  consideration 
during  committee.  Further,  that  whatever  word  be  used— 
viz.,  "Preparations"  or  "  Compositions  "—it  is  eminently 
desirable  that  a  definition  of  same  should  be  included  in 
the  Bill  in  accordance  with  the  definition  laid  down  by  Sir 
John  Simon  on  behalf  of  the  Privy  Councik  when  he  stated 
on  March  6,  1869,  on  behalf  of  their  Lordships,  their  opinion 
— viz.,  "That  the  "preparation'  of  a  poison  means  a  com- 
pound which,  like  the  poison  of  which  it  is  a  preparation,  i.? 
ni  itself  deadly  or  dangerous,  and  that  it  docs  not  mean  a 
compound  which  is  in  itself  perfectly  harmless,  although  into 
its  composition  may  enter  a  poison,  or  the  preparation  of  a 
poison,  which  taken  alone  would  be  dangerous  or  deadly." 
At  present  there  is  no  legal  definition  of  preparation  or 
composition,  and  it  is  respectfully  urged  that  the  Bill  be 
amended  in  this  sense. 

Mr.  Wylde  explained  that,  knowing  the  feeling  of  many 
chemists  in  the  matter,  he  placed  the  views  as  embodied  in 
the  resolution  before  the  authorities.  The  result  was  that 
when  Lord  Crewe's  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  came  up  for 
third  reading  an  amendment  was  put  in  which  covered  the 
case._  Although  his  contention  regarding  the  absurdity  of 
restricting  the  sale  of  any  composition  of  poppies  had  met 
with  the  approval  of  the  authorities,  he  still  thought  it 
highly  advisable  that  the  word  "preparation"  should  be 
defined.  _  It  was  inevitable  that  the  word  would  be  used  and 
brought  into  question  more  and  more  as  time  went  on,  and  a 
definite  meaning  was  essential.  The  definition  quoted  in  the 
resolution  was  the  only  one  that  had  been  given  with  any 
authority,  and  he  thought  it  might  well  be  inserted  in  the 
Bill.  However,  since  his  views  regarding  the  schedule  had 
been  practically  accepted  by  the  Government,  he  did  not 
desire  to  move  any  resolution  unless  it  met  with  the  approval 
of  the  Section. 

Mr.  Peter  MacEwan  said  there  was  no  necessity  for  the 
first  part  of  the  resolution  since  Mr.  Wvlde  had  practically 
got  what  he  wanted,  but  he  (Mr.  MacEwan)  thought  there 
would  be  no  harm  in  the  Section  calling  the  attention  of  the 
Government  to  the  lack  of  definition  of  a  "preparation." 
His  information  was  that  the  Privy  Council  are  determined 
not  to  define  "preparation"  in  the  Bill,  as  they  feel  that 
such  a  matter  had  best  be  left  to  the  Courts  to  decide  He 
suggested  that  Mr.  Wylde  should  move  a  modified  resolu- 


tion dealing  with  the  word  "  preparation,"  which  could  be 
sent  to  the  Privy  Council. 

The  Chairman  suggested  that  the  modified  resolution 
might  be  sent  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  their 
approval  before  being  forwarded  to  the  Privy  Council. 

Mr.  Millard  said  the  difficulty  appeared  to  be  merely  a 
question  of  dosage,  Mr.  Wylde's  intention  apparently  being 
that  where  very  minute  doses  of  poison  were  present  it 
would  be  unnecessary  to  alarm  the  public.  Ultimately  the 
matter  was  dropped. 

Poisonous  Sheep-dips  in  Ireland. 
The  Chairman  intimated  that  he  had  invited  the  President 
(Dr.  Walsh)  and  Vice-President  (Mr.  Wells)  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Ireland  to  the  meeting  that  day  in 
order  that  the  Section  might  hear  both  sides  of  the  question 
regarding  the  necessity  of  including  Ireland  in  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Bill, 

Mr.  W.  F.  Wells  (Vice-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland)  thanked  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Section  for  their  courtesy  in  agreeing  to  listen  to  the 
arguments  on  behalf  of  Irish  pharmacists  before  coming  to 
a  definite  conclusion  on  the  matter  raised  by  Mr.  Gilbert  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Section.    He  would  endeavour  to 
state  the  reasons  why  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
objected  to  being  included  in  Lord  Crewe's  Bill.    He  would 
remind  them,  in  the  first  place,  that  when  the  Departmental 
Conuiiittee  inquired  mto  the  question  of  freer  sale  of  horti- 
cultural and  agricultural  poisons  there  was  no  reference  what- 
ever to  Ireland.    No  evidence  was  taken  from  Ireland,  nor 
was  there  an  Irish  representative  on  the  Committee,  and  he 
thought  it  an  extremely  unfair  thing  to  include  Ireland  in 
the  provisions  of  such  a  measure  without  hearing  the  objec- 
tions.  At  the  last  meeting  Mr.  Gilbert  as.serted  that  Ireland 
was  included  in  the  Bill  as  originally  drafted.   That,  he  had 
good  authority  for  stating,  was  not  true.    TKe  Bill  as 
originally  drafted  left  out  Ireland  altogether,  the  clause 
regarding  Ireland  beuig,  at  the  instigation  of  one  gentleman, 
put  in  as  an  after-thought.    The  President  and  he  (Mr. 
Wells)  waited  upon  Lord  Crewe  and  pointed  out  their  objec- 
tions, and  Lord  Crewe  agreed  to  remove  Ireland  from  the 
Bill,  with  the  proviso  that  the  clause  might  be  reinstated  if 
on  proper  inquiry  it  was  found  that  Ireland  ought  to  be 
included.     This  had  since  been  done,  and  he  protested 
against  the  unfairness  of  putting  in  such  a  clause  for  the 
benefit  of  one  manufacturer  in  England,  when  there  was 
absolutely  no  need  for  such  a  thing.    He  would  like  to  show 
them  how  this  desire  for  the  freer  sale  of  poisons  originated. 
Two  years  ago,  while  he  (Mr.  Wells)  was  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  there  were  two  prosecu- 
tions instituted  again.st  unqualified  persons  in  Ballinasloe 
for  selling  Cooper's  Dip.    Immediately  after  these  prosecu- 
tions JNIr.  Gilbert,  of  Cooper's,  went  over  to  Ireland,  and 
he  and  a  Mr.  Matthew  Flanagan  started  an  agitation  in 
favour  of  the  freer  sale  of  poisonous  sheep-dips.    They  laid 
their  views  before  the  Inspector  General,  who  sent  the'letter 
on  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  and  a  long 
correspondence  ensued  between  Mr.   Flanagan  and  the 
Society.  ^  It  was  singular,  said  Mr.  Wells,  that  the  state- 
ments m'ade  by  Mr.  Flanagan  were  purely  the  views  set 
forth  by  Mr.  Gilbert  on  various  occasions,  and  that  even 
the  typewriting  of  the  letters  and  the  paper  used  for  the 
letters  from  both  Mr,  Flanagan  and  Messrs.  Cooper  were 
identical,  and  the  same  error  regarding  a  technical  point  had 
been  committed  m  both  communications.    The  long  corre- 
spondence led  to  nothing,  but  he  would  like  to  quote  several 
statements  from  Mr.  Flanagan's  letters  which  would  show 
how  much  reliance  could  be  placed  on  their  accuracy.  Mr. 
Wells  then  read  an  extract  from  Mr.  Flanagan  to  the  effect 
that  Dr.  T.  E.  Thorpe  had  stated  that  arsenical  dips  must 
be  considered  indispensable  to  the  Irish  sheep-farmer  for 
the  prevention  of  sheep  scab.    He  (Mr.  Wells)  wrote  to  Dr. 
Thorpe  regarding  this  matter,  and  his  reply  was  as  follows  : 

I  do  not  think  that  arsenical  dips  are  indispensable  to  the 
modern  sheep-farmer,  nor,  apparently,  does  the  Board  of 
Agriculture,  since  no  arsenical  dip  was  included  in  the  list 
of  those  which  they  recommended  for  use. 

Moreover,  in  the  first  list  issued  by  the  Agricultural  Board 
of  Ireland  of  the  dips  that  might  safely  be  used  for  scab, 
of  three  formulas  two  contained  no  scheduled  poison  what- 
ever, and  the  third  contained  carbolic  acid.    It  was  not  at 
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all  necessary,  therefore,  that  arsenical  dips  should  be  used, 
and  it  was  evident  that  there  were  many  good  non-poisonous 
dips  employed  that  could  be  sold  by  any  uncjualified  vendor. 
With  regard  to  the  statement  of  one  of  the  noble  Lords  in 
the  debate  on  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill  respecting  the 
large  areas  in  Ireland  which  had  no  registered  sellers  of 
poisons,  the  Society  had  prepared  elaborate  statistics.  The 
Province  of  Connaught  had  been  cited  as  one  of  the  worst 
examples.  Their  information  showed  that  one-l»iird  of  the 
whole  province  was  under  water,  and  only  about  half  of  the 
province  was  pasture-land. 

Further  to  controvert  the  statement  that  Ireland  was  not 
adequately  supplied  with  qualified  sellers  of  poisons,  Mr. 
Wells  here  handed  in  for  inspection  a  map  that  had  been 
prepared  by  the  Society  showing  the  towns  in  which  there 
were  qualified  men.  This  map  showed  by  the  markings  that 
registered  sellers  of  poisons  were  fairly  distributed  all  over 
the  country  where  there  were  towns  or  even  villages  of  any 
importance  that  could  support  a  shopkeeper. 

Continuing,  Mr.  Wells  read  further  letters  calculated  to 
show  that  the  business  relations  between  Mr.  Flanagan  and 
Messrs.  Cooper  were  intimate,  and  he  then  proceeded  to  tell 
how  Mr.  Flanagan  and  Mr.  Gilbert  waited  upon  the  In- 
spector-General, after  which  resolutions  were  sent  from 
councils  in  various  parts  of  the  coimtry  urging  the  Govern- 
ment to  provide  further  facilities  for  the  purchase  of  agri- 
cultural and  horticultural  poisons.  These  resolutions  were 
replied  to  by  the  Society  in  letters  to  the  Agricultural  Board, 
but  the  Society  had  no  further  hearing.  Similar  resolutions 
from  the  Cattle  Traders'  Association  and  from  the  Ros- 
common Council,  with  both  of  which  bodies  Mr.  Flanagan 
is  connected,  were  sent  to  the  Board,  and  the  same  peculiar 
coincidence  of  the  water-mark  on  the  paper  used  in  the 
letters  was  observable  in  these  communications.  In  1890  a 
similar  agitation  to  the  present  one  was  raised  in  Ireland. 
As  a  result  an  Act  was  passed  which  created  a  grade  of 
i'egistered  druggists  who  were  permitted  to  mix  poisons  and 
to  sell  them,  but  not  to  compound  or  dispense  medicines. 
This  is  a  grade  which  is  not  recognised  in  any  other  civilised 
country  in  the  world.  At  that  time  pharmaceutical  chemists 
feared  that  the  creation  of  druggists  would  keep  many 
districts  in  Ireland  from  having  a  qualified  dispenser  of 
medicines,  and  would  thus  cause  inconvenience  to  the  public. 
If  the  Government  now  created  yet  another  grade — a  thing 
which  the  Chief  Secretary  had  told  Dr.  Walsh  and  he  they 
were  determined  to  do — they  would  run  the  risk  of  having 
unqualified  men  so  mixed  up  with  the  qualified  that  the 
qualified  man  would  be  driven  out  of  the  country  altogether. 
This  would  suiely  not  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  if 
facilities  were  not  given  for  obtaining  ordinary  medicines 
even  in  the  big  towns.  He  contended  that  poisons  should 
not  be  sold  broadcast.  j\Ir.  Gilbert  had  stated  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Section  that  60  per  cent,  of  his  agents  were 
imqualified.  He  thought  it  an  extremely  dangerous  thing 
that  arsenic  should  thus  be  handed  over  by  anyone.  When 
any  trouble  occurred  in  Ireland  the  Government  promptly 
stopped  ino  sale  of  firearms.  The'r  present  attitude  was 
like  wrapping  a  pistol  up  in  a  nice  case,  loading  it,  and  hand- 
ing it  over  to  anyone,  and  saying  that  there  was  thus  no 
fear  of  any  accident.  The  free  sale  of  these  dangerous 
poisons  was  a  menace  to  the  public,  especially  seeing  that 
there  are  so  many  non-poisonous  preparations  of  value 
already  on  the  market  that  can  be  sold  by  anyone.  They 
had  challenged  the  advocates  for  this  measure  to  show  them 
districts  in  Ireland — other  than  bogs  and  mountains — that 
were  not  adequately  supplied  by  registered  sellers  of  poisons. 

The  Chairman  said  his  view  was  that  there  was  not  the 
slightest  necessity  for  any  such  measure  as  the  Government 
contemplated  for  relaxing  the  sale  of  poisons,  and  he  moved  : 

That,  having  regard  to  the  facilities  which  exist  in  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  for  the  sale  of  poisons  by  retail,  it  is 
unnecessary  to  make  any  relaxation  of  the  legal  provi.sions 
m  respect  to  the  sale  by  retail  of  agricultural  and  horticul- 
tural preparations  containing  poison. 

Mr.  Lescher  seconded,  emphasising  the  point  of  the  danger 
to  tlie  public  in  having  men  other  than  pharmaceutical 
chemists  or  chemists  and  druggists,  who  knew  what  )5oiscns 
were,  licensed  to  sell  poisonous  preparations.  A  good  many 
of  the  grounds  put  forward  by  the  advocates  of  the  free  safe 
idea  were,  in  his  opinion,  futile. 


Mr.  Millard,  in  supporting  the  motion,  congratulated  Mr. 
Wells  on  the  able  way  in  which  he  had  put  the  case  for 
Ireland.  There  was  a  distinct  feeling  among  chemists  that 
the  only  way  to  meet  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  was 
by  undisguised  hostility.  There  could  be  no  question  but 
that  free  trade  in  poisons  was  undesirable.  Safeguards  were 
recognised  as  an  absolute  necessity  in  every  civilised  country 
in  the  world.  Mr.  Millard  then  read  letters  on  the  subject 
from  Mr.  Stevenson,  of  the  Pharmacie  Beral,  Paris;  from 
Mr.  H.  Finck,  of  Geneva;  and  from  correspondents  in 
Germany. 

Mr.  Stevenson  said  : 

Any  medicament,  poisonous  or  otherwise,  where  the 
cure  or  alleviation  of  a  disease  is  intended,  may  only  be 
prepared  and  sold  by  a  chemist  or  a  veterinary  surgeon 
where  tliero  is  no  chemist.  It  is  illegal  through  any  other 
channel.  In  the  case  of  agricultural  products  such  as 
manures  and  plant  fertilisers  these  are  generally  sold  by 
drysaltcrs  and  wholesale  druggists.  Insecticides  and  weed- 
destroyers  used  in  horticulture  may  only  bo  sold  and  pre- 
pared by  chemists,  and  in  those  cases  whore  the  use  of 
insect  and  parasite  destroyers  may  do  harm  to  farmyard 
and  domestic  animals,  the  chemist  may  not  supply  without 
first  obtaining  from  the  maire  of  the  commune  or  district  a 
written  signed  order  authorising  a  sale,  as  in  case  of  any 
accidents  the  chemist  is  exonerated.  So  you  see  the  lilmr- 
macicn  is  practically  the  only  one  legally  authorised  to 
conduct  such  business.  I  hope  the  information  will  assist 
you  in  pushing  forward  the  chemists'  legal  claims. 

Mr.  Finck  wrote  : 

In  replving  to  your  inquiry  rc  the  sale  of  poisons  for 
horticultural  and  agricultural  purposes,  the  laws  in  Switzer- 
land are  very  various,  cacli  canton  making  its  laws  for  its 
community.  In  our  own,  the  Canton  of  Geneva,  according 
to  our  new  laws,  poisons,  no  matter  for  what  purpose,  can 
only  be  obtained  from  the  pharmacist,  and  must  have  a 
written  permission  from  the  police. 

Mr.  Dobbs  and  Mr.  Gilbert  were  good  enough  to  say  that 
they  would  leave  chemists  their  titles  and  their  dis- 
pensing. Considering  that  the  titles  had  been  used  for 
the  past  twenty  years  by  any  seven  unqualified  persons  who 
liked  to  trade  as  chemists,  and  that  there  was  no  law  to  stop 
anyone  from  dispensing,  their  forbearance  was  e.xtremely 
kind.  As  for  the  proposed  poison-seller  in  original  packages 
he  would  suggest  that  he  should  likewise  be  asked  to  supply 
the  requisite  antidote  with  each  package  and  a  coupon  for 
free  medical  attendance  and  an  undertaker. 

Mr.  Wren  inquired  whether  Messrs.  Cooper  had  been 
given  notice  of  the  meeting  there  that  day. 

The  Chairman  said  that  the  meeting  was  expressly  post- 
poned at  the  request  of  Mr.  Gilbert,  and  he  was  rather  sur- 
prised that  neither  Mr.  Dobbs  nor  Mr.  Gilbert  were  present 
that  day. 

Mr.  Wren  asked  Mr.  Wells  to  what  extent  the  constitu- 
tion of  a  grade  of  druggists,  as  a  result  of  the  agitation  in 
1890,  had  provided  greater  facilities  for  the  sale  of  poisons. 
Do  the  farmers  now  get  what  they  want  ? 

Mr.  Wells  replied  that  750  persons  had  since  been  regis- 
tered as  druggists,  and  some  were  in  business  in  small  places 
that  could  scarcely  support  any  other  shopkeeper.  He  had 
no  intention  in  his  speech  of  giving  an  opinion  as  to  whether 
an  arsenical  dip  was  a  good  or  a  bad  one.  His  point  was 
that  so  long  as  there  were  good  non-poisonous  dips,  recom- 
mended by  the  Agricultural  Board,  there  was  no  reason  what- 
ever at  the  present  moment  why  even  the  smallest  hamlet 
should  not  have  a  supply  of  dip.  Since  the  matter  had  been 
raised  by  one  of  the  speakers,  however,  he  might  say  that  he 
had  it  on  creditable  authority  that  the  Departmental  Com- 
mittee were  so  strongly  against  arsenical  dips  that  they 
desired  to  exclude  them  altogether,  but  it  was  pointed  out 
to  them  that  such  a  course  would  be  interfering  with  legiti- 
mate enterprise. 

The  motion  was  then  put  and  carried  ncm.  con.,  and  Dr. 
Walsh  (President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland) 
briefly  thanked  the  members  of  the  Section  for  giving  them 
the  opportunity  of  stating  their  views  and  for  passing  the 
resolution.

THE  drug  and  chemical  markets  have  been  quiet  in  tone, 
with  an  absence  of  any  special  features,  values  on  the 
whole  being  steady.  In  chemicals  there  are  few  price- 
changes.  Yellow  prussiate  of  potash  is  very  firm.  Soda 
nitrate  is  a  shade  easier.  Green  copperas  is  hardening ; 
foreign  white  sugar  of  lead  is  scarce  and  dearer.  Tartaric 
acid  has  a  steady  undercurrent  of  trade.  Oxalic  acid  and 
permanganate  of  potash  are  still  very  scarce  on  the  spot. 
Quicksilver  in  second  hands  is  cheaper.  Alterations  in 
drugs  include  an  easier  feeling  in  Persian  opium.  Spanish 
ergot  and  chiretta  are  firmer.  Ipecacuanha  and  gamboge  are 
quiet.  Sarsaparilla  is  exceedingly  scarce  and  wanted. 
Castor  oil  is  advancing,  and  much  higher  prices  are  now 
asked  for  oil  of  male  fern.  Spike  oil  is  lower,  and  the 
yield  of  new  otto  of  rose  is  likely  to  be  abundant.  Pepper- 
mint oil  is  firm  but  quiet. 

Among  miscellaneous  articles  shellac  is  dearer  and  in 
improved  demand.  Cinnamon  sold  steadily  at  auction  for 
most  descriptions.  Linseed  oil  and  turpentine  are  lower. 
An  auction  of  new  drugs  will  be  held  next  week.  The  fol- 
lowing table  indicates  the  more  important  changes  of  the 
week  :

Lithia  salts  have  declined,  the  price  of 
carbonate  now  being  $1.05  per  lb.,  as  against  $1.50.  Ergot 
is  dull  of  sale  at  26c.,  and  peppermint  oil  is  strong  at  $2.80 
per  lb.  for  bulk.  Bromides  are  in  active  request  at  16c., 
and  buchu-leaves  are  firm  at  18c.  per  lb. 

The  Bulgarian  Otto-of-Rose  Crop,  1906. 

Our  correspondent  in  Bulgaria,  under  date  of  May  25,  writes 
us  the  following:  "Even  at  this  early  date  the  distillation 
of  the  rose-crop  has  begun  all  over  the  rose-district,  while 
in  the  most  southern  localities  it  has  boon  going  on  for  over  a 
fortnight.  At  the  moment,  fully  14,500  native  stills  and  ten 
big  foreign  steam-alembics  are  hard  at  work  every  day  in 
distilling  the  one  million  pounds  of  rose-flowers,  which  is  about 
the  average  yield  per  day.  Though  the  introduction  of  steam- 
alembics,  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  the  native  still,  has 
been  much  in  vogue  within  the  last  five  years,  the  results  so 
far  obtained  by  them  arc  far  from  satisfactory.  Neither  the 
otto  distilled  by  them  is  as  rich  in  aroma  or  bouquet  as  the 
otto  distilled  by  the  native  stills,  nor  does  the  rendering  given 
by  them  approach  that  of  the  native  stills.  Besides,  the 
steam-alembics  cost  so  much,  and  as  they  have  to  bo  used 
only  twenty-five  days  in  the  whole  year,  the  otto  distilled  with 
them  costs  a  great  deal  more,  and  naturally  enough  few 
consumers  abroad  are  ready  to  pay  the  fancy  price  it  costs. 
In  view  of  all  these  considerations,  the  attempt  of  the  owners 
of  the  steam-stills  to  secure  exclusive  rights  to  distil  all  rose- 
flowers  by  such  expensive  alembics  proved  abortive.    Such  a 


measure  would  have  only  artificially  raised  the  cost-price  of 
the  Bulgarian  otto,  and  this  would  have  hardly  been  ni  tho 
true  interests  of  the  Bulgarian  rose-industry. 

"  The  harvest  of  tho  crop  is  proceeding  under  unusually 
favourable  conditions.  The  weather  is  ideally  cool,  and  since 
May  1  it  has  rained  almost  every  other  day.  The  first  yield 
of  rose-buds  in  April  was  rather  limited  in  number,^  but  tho 
second  yield  far  exceeds  the  general  expectation.  This  once 
again  confirms  the  old  saying — '  that  it  is  tho  weather  during 
the  rose-harvest  which  makes  or  unmakes  a  rose-crop.'  Upon 
it  also  depends  the  quantity  as  well  as  the  quality  of  tho 
crop.  When  the  rose-flowers  open  gradually  they  are  all 
gathered  fully  matured  and  in  duo  time  ;  the  distillation  also  is 
done  carefully,  only  during  the  day,  and  the  otto  thus  distilled 
is  naturally  very  rich  in  quality.  This  year,  as  tho  harvest 
began  ten  days  earlier,  and  the  weather  so  far  has  kept  cool, 
it  is  probable  that  the  present  harvest  instead  of  lasting  only 
twenty-five  days,  may  last  thirty  or  even  thirty-five  days.

The  manufacturing  bark  contains  on  an  average  the  equiva- 
lent of  5.78  per  cent,  of  sulphate  of  quinine. 

The  British  Consul  for  Bolivia,  in  his  annual  report  for 
1904-05,  states  that,  owing  to  the  poor  prices  ruling-  for  ciuiniiie 
in  the  European  markets,  plantations  are  becoming  more  and 
more  neglected.  Enormous  plantations  exist,  both  wild  and 
cultivated,  but  as  the  cost  of  placing  the  commodity  on  the 
European  markets  is  so  heavy,  there  is  no  margin  for  profit.

Hull,  Newcastle  or  Thames 
would  be  submitted  for  early  or  forward  shipment. 

Our  Bergen  correspondent  writes  on  May  28  that  the  week 
ending  Saturday  passed  without  any  improvement  in  the  Fin- 
marken  fishing.  Bad  weather  and  lack  of  bait  are  still  pre- 
valent, and  the  catches  made  are  as  a  rule  quite  unsatifactory, 
although  masses  of  cod  are  under  the  coast.  With  the  month 
of  May  now  at  an  end,  the  prospects  for  an  improvement  are 
by  no  means  brilliant.  The  number  of  boats  and  fishermen 
engaged  in  the  fishing  has  decreased  somewhat  since  last 
report,  being  300  boats  and  1,700  fishermen  less  than  last  week. 
To-day  calm  weather  is  reported  all  over  the  coast  of  Fin- 
marken.

Dateless  Analytical  Reports. 
Sir, — Several  cases  have  recently  come  to  my  notice  where 
parcels  of  certain  essential  oils,  of  which  otto  of  rose  is  one, 
liave  been  offered  guaranteed  by  "Parry's  analysis,"  which 
have,  in  fact,  never  been  examined  at  all  by  me.  One  of  the 
worst  cases  was  a  lot  of  eucalyptus  oil,  where  three  years 
previously  a  sample  of  the  season's  distillate  w'as  sent  to  me, 
and  I  reported  it  as  containing  70  per  cent,  of  eucalyptol. 
After  the  lapse  of  three  years  this  report,  with  the  date 
omitted,  was  issued  with  a  parcel  of  oil  which,  in  fact,  only 
contained  55  per  cent,  of  eucalyptol.  The  buyer  fortunately 
observed  the  omission  of  the  date,  and  referred  to  me  for  it. 
It  cannot  be  too  much  emphasised  that  where  a  report  is 
made  by  an  analyst  the  results  cannot  be  taken  as  referring 
to  any  other  parcel  than  that  described  on  the  actual  report, 
and  where  a  sale  is  made  with  a  guarantee  by  any  special 
analyst's  certificate,  it  can  only  be  properly  carried  out  by 
the  presentation  of  a  report  dealing  with  the  specific  parcel, 
or  instructions  to  the  buyer  to  send  a  sample  to  that  analyst.

The  Poisons  Bill. 

Sir, — On  reading  the  discussion  m  the  House  of  Loicls  on 
May  22  other  chemists  besides  your  humble  servant  must 
have  been  rather  astounded  to  find  that  Lord  Crewe — it 
would  seem,  on  behalf  of  the  Government — finding  that 
there  was  opposition  (a  great  part  of  which  of  an  interested 
nature)  to  the  third  reading  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill,  cleliberately  threw  over  what  he  had  previously  ex- 
pressed as  our  just  due,  and  surrendered  to  the  enemy. 
Prima  facie  the  conduct  of  the  Minister  in  charge  of  the  Bill 
in  the  House  of  Lords  seems  glaringly  inconsistent,  which 
is  not  an  uncommon  attribute  of  politicians.  What  are  we  to 
think  of  the  justice  and  moral  effect  of  this  right-about-face 
movement?  The  proposed  novel  principle,  if  incorporated 
into  the  law  of  the  realm,  must  mean  that  henceforth  there 
will  be  two  classes  of  chemists — one  those  who  have  quali- 
fied in  accordance  with  the  already  enacted  statutes,  and 
the  other  those  who  have  not,  which  latter  are  not,  indeed, 
what  the  hereditary  legislators  intend  to  style  them.  I 
wonder  if  any  Britisiier  knows  of  a  precedent  for  legislation 


of  this  nature?  The  only  remote  instance  of  anything  of 
the  kind  would  appear  to  be  an  honorary  degree— with  this 
difference  :  that  any  corporate  body  may  have  the  title 
"  chemist"  by  hiring  the  services  of  a  chemist.  Why  stop 
at  this?  Would  it  not  be  as  well  to  enact  that  one  man 
may  be  apprenticed  and  enter  the  examination-rooms  in 
lieu  of  seven  ?  Let  us  hope  that  the  Lords  temporal  are  not 
digging  another  sod  for  their  own  grave;  at  any  rate,  I 
would  ask  my  fellow-chemists  not  to  take  this  lying  down.

Pharmaceutical  Statistics. 

Sir, — I  was  very  much  surprised  to  find  in  last  week's 
C.  _<£•  D.  that  such  a  well-informed  correspondent  as  Mr. 
Reid  should  have  fallen  into  the  common  error  of  stating 
that  the  Government  Poisons  Bill  affects  the  interests  of 
20.000  men — i.e.,  registered  chemists. 

As  you  correctly  state  on  p.  834,  there  are  about  16.000 
on  the  register,  but  only  6.000  are  actual  members  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  Of  this  latter  number  many  are 
out  of  business  or  engaged  in  the  wholesale  and  other 
trades,  such  as  chemists  to  works  of  various  kinds,  and 
have  consequently  little  or  no  interest  in  any  pharmaceutical 
legislation.  While  the  Registrar  is  the  only  person  who 
could  give  exact  figures,  it  is  pretty  safe  to  state  that  the 
Society's  membership  of  men  actually  in  business  on  their 
own  account  does  not  exceed  5,000.  But  of  this  number 
there  are  many  who  do  not  endorse  the  policy  of  their 
Society.  Had  the  whole  of  the  chemists  supported  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  perhaps  they  would  have  had  a 
little  more  sympathy  from  our  Legislature.  No  doubt  Mr. 
Robinson  recognised  this  weakness,  which  induced  him  to 
stump  the  country  with  the  object  of  increasing  the 
Society's  membership.  The  result  has  been  a  very  small 
increase  and  another  financial  loss.  Mr.  Reid  further 
states  that  these  "  20,000"  are  "honourable,  upright,  and 
true  men."  It  is  such  silly  statements  as  these  which  help 
to  inflate  the  already  overcharged  pharmaceutical  bosom 
with  arrogant  pride  and  a  sense  of  its  importance.  The 
public  look  upon  most  chemists  as  usurers,  imitators,  and 
substitutors ;  the  commercial  world  regard  them  as  small, 
weak,  narrow-minded  men;  among  their  own  craft  they 
seldom  lose  an  opportunity  of  backbiting  their  nearest 
opponent.  It  is  sad  that  men  of  superior  education  should 
possess  such  qualities  as  above,  but  until  they  remove  the 
scales  from  their  eyes  little  progress  will  be  made  in  phar- 
maceutical politics.  Yours  truly.

Adaptation  to  Environment. 
Sir, — One  of  your  correspondents  in  this  week's  issue  ex- 
presses an  opinion  in  which,  I  think,  he  is  mistaken.  He 
says,  in  effect,  that  Boots  would  not  employ  a  man  until  they 
could  do  without  him  and  then  "  sack  "  him.  I  happen  to 
know  several  cases,  the  circumstances  of  which  seem  to  in- 
dicate a  different  state  of  affairs.  Some  years  ago,  before 
the  firm  was  so  well  known  as  it  is  now,  it  was  more  diflicult 
to  get  a  supply  of  assistants  than  it  has  been  lately,  conse- 
quently conditions  of  employment  were  more  attractive  and 
open  supervision  was  almost  nil.  Of  late  all  departments 
have  been  much  more  strictly  overlooked,  and  rules  and 
regulations  (necessary,  no  doubt,  to  conduct  such  an  under- 
taking) have  been  introduced,  such  as  the  old  hands  used 
to  declare  would  never  be  tolerated.  Those  who  could  not 
or  would  not  adapt  themselves  to  the  new  conditions  have 
been  disposed  of  without  any  previous  expression  of  dis- 
pleasure from  headquarters.  I  do  not  say  that  Boots  are  to 
blame  for  availing  themselves  of  the  best  assistance  they 
can  get,  but  I  do  not  think  that  in  some  of  those  cases  they 
have  acted  with  such  consideration  for  personal  feelings  as 
they  are  credited  with.

London,  has  come  under  my  observation  more  than  that  of 
provincial  firms,  owing  to  a  fairly  large  circle  of  friends  and 
acquaintances  engaged  in  the  former.  Nevertheless,  I  have 
knowledge,  both  first-hand  and  by  report,  of  a  similar  state 
of  affairs  in  the  provinces.  One  I  call  to  mind  approxi- 
mated in  conditions  to  that  mentioned  by  "  Truck  Act."  As 
with  your  correspondent,  meals  were  taken  in  an  under- 
ground cellar,  unwholesomely  dark,  and  frequently  filled 
with  malodorous  sewer-gases.  It  was  no  uncommon  thing 
suddenly  to  find  oneself  under  the  critical  scrutiny  of  a  more 
than  usually  adventurous  rat,  probably  filled  with  apprehen- 
sion that  the  mortal,  man,  was  about  to  forsake  the  light  of 
day.  Such  an  experience  was  sufficient  to  make  one  keep  in 
remembrance  the  provincial  business.  Not  only  do  we  male 
assistants  have  to  put  up,  in  so  many  places,  with  unhealthy 
and  tyrannical  treatment,  but  I  find  lady  assistants  are  in 
just  the  same  boat.  Recently  I  met  with  a  most  capable 
lady  pharmacist  (Major)  who,  after  one  or  two  samples  of 
indoor  life,  forsook  the  retail  and  entered  the  wholesale, 
although,  as  far  as  the  business  was  concerned,  she  preferred 
the  retail.  If  the  indoor  system  must  continue,  let  masters 
realise  that  they  are  conducting  two  trades — that  of  phar- 
macist and  that  of  lodging-house  keeper.  Let  them  also 
realise  that  as  lodging-house  keepers  they  are  free  from  the 
competition  to  which  the  ordinary  landlady  is  subject,  and, 
having  realised  that,  let  them,  if  they  do  not  wish  to  see 
their  assistants  with  the  store  companies,  see  to  it  that 
conditions  for  the  lodger  are  made  more  like  those  that 
lodger  assistants  can  obtain  in  an  open  market.

In  any  circumstance  not  covered  by  the 
articles  therein,  state  the  case  explicitly  with  all  particulars 
and  submit  to  the  Editor. 


R.  D.  (53/47). — An  agreement  for  premises  for  a  term  of 
eight  years,  and  thereafter  yearly,  is  not  an  agreement  for  an 
indefinite  period,  and  does  not  preclude  the  landlord  advanc- 
ing the  rent  after  eight  years.  Your  landlord  apparently 
knows  this,  for  he  has  advised  you  on  two  occasions  since  the 
eight  years  expired,  at  the  middle  of  the  year,  that  the  rent 
would  be  increased.  It  was  open  to  you  on  each  occasion  to 
terminate  the  tenancy  by  intimating  that  you  would  not  con- 
tinue at  the  increase. 

S.  H.  (53/66). — In  all  cases  where  Excise  licences  are  not 
transferable  we  put  in  our  Diary  (p.  277)  the  letters  N.  T. 
You  will  not  find  these  letters  against  Methylated  Spirits  and 
Patent-medicine  Vendors,  because  these  licences  are  transfer- 
able. Your  predecessor  is  wrong  in  saying  that  the  licence  is 
entirely  a  personal  one  ;  it  is  the  premises  which  are  licensed, 
the  name  of  the  proprietor  of  the  business  being  secondary. 
To  secure  a  transfer,  call  at  the  local  Inland  Revenue  office 
with  the  licences. 

Citre  (58/34). — It  is  not  necessary  to  print  the  disclosure  of 
the  formula  on  the  handbill  about  the  corn-cure.  The  Board 
of  Inland  Revenue  require  this  to  be  done  on  the  label  only. 
(2)  Your  cooling-powder  is  perfectly  safe.

/.  D.  S.  (Seattle  U.S.A.)  (45/40).— Preservatives  in  Food.— 
Eccles  and  Duckwall's  "Food-preservatives:  Their  Advan- 
tages and  Proper  Use"  (Van  Nostrand  Co.,  New  York,  1905) 
has  a  chapter  headed  "  Food-proservatives  in  Common  Use," 
wherein  the  preservatives  in  common  use  and  methods  of 
detecting  them  are  given.  This  only  forms  a  small  part  of 
the  book,  but  is  the  only  convenient  form  in  which  the  in- 
formation you  require  is  available. 

^.  C.  T.  (38/41).— Motor-spirit.— Some  three  years  ago  we 
called  attention  to  the  addition  of  picric  acid  to'  motor-spirit 
for  mcreasmg  the  force  of  the  explosion.  Captain  J.  H. 
Ihomson,  H.M.  Chief  Inspector  of  Explosives,  has  stated  that 
the  sale  and  storage  of  small  quantities  of  picric  acid  will  not 


be  interfered  with.  Forty-four  grains  of  picric  acid  is  mixed 
with  3  oz.  of  paraffin  and  added  to  i  gal.  of  motor-spirit. 
It  has  been  .stated  that  corrosion  of  the  explosion-chamber 
results  from  the  use  of  picric  acid. 

G.  W.  (44/70)  writes  in  regard  to  a  powder  for  nasal 
catarrh  which  was  issued  by  the  Druet  Institute  under  the 
name  of  "  Despilatif,"  with  the  reference  "Codex  Francaise, 
pages  98,  124,  and  186."  "Despilatif"  is  the  French  term 
corresponding  to  the  English  expression  "  deobstruent  —a 
medicine  for  removing  obstructions.  The  pages  of  the  Codex 
which  are  given  refer  to  boric  acid,  tartarated  antimony,  and 
sodium  chloride.  As  you  probably  know  the  quantity  used 
for  each  nasal  injection  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  making  up 
a  powder  to  approximate  the  "  Despilatif."  We  do  not  think 
the  references  to  the  pages  of  the  Codex  would  satisfy  the 
Inland  Revenue  authorities. 

J.  A.  (18/18).— DisHORNER  FOR  Calves.— We  gave  full  direc- 
tions for  using  caustic  potash  as  a  chemical  dishorner  in  the 
(J.  A  D.  for  January  27,  p.  163.  It  is  too  soon  for  us  to  repeat 
the  information. 

Trench  (54/59).— Patent  Medicines.— The  only  recent  book 
dealing  with  the  subject  that  we  know  of  is  Hutchison's 
"  Patent  Foods  and  Patent  Medicines "  (Is.,  Bale,  Sons  & 
Danielsson).  If  you  could  tell  us  the  author  of  the  book  you 
mention,  we  might  be  able  to  trace  it. 

H.  E.  (52/7). — Cider-preservative. — Sodium  salicylate  in 
the  proportion  of  half  a  teaspoonful  to  each  gallon  is  sold  as 
a  cider-preservative  or  antiferment.  Saccharin  or  sugar 
candy  is  often  mixed  with  the  salicylate.  Some  few  years  ago 
Mr.  Lloyd,  the  cider  chemist,  investigated  the  use  of  anti- 
ferments  in  the  cider-industry  and  reported  as  follows : 

Mustard  arrests  fermentation,  but  gives  a  disagreeable 
garlic  flavour  to  the  cider. 

Formic  Aldehyde  completely  checks  fermentation,  but 
throws  down  a  precipitate,  yielding  a  cider  that  is  cloudy. 

Boric  Acid. — A  failure  with  uiifiltered  juice. 

Borax  injured  the  colour  and  flavour. 

Sodium  Salicylate  checked  fermentation  to  some  extent 
without  producing  any  injurious  effects. 

It  should  be  added,  however,  that  Mr.  Lloyd  holds  that  "  in 
the  case  of  properly  filtered  juice  the  use  of  preservatives  is 
apparently  unnecessary  and  detrimental  to  the  cider."  A 
Canadian  committee  that  investigated  the  subject  reported 
that  pasteurisation  is  the  best  preventive  of  fermentation  in 
cider.  The  temperature  of  the  cider  is  gradually  raised  to 
170°  F.,  kept  at  this  paint  for  ten  minutes,  and  the  fluid  then 
quickly  bottled  into  sterilised  vessels.  To  fulfil  the  last  condi- 
tion the  bottles  are  placed  in  boiling  water  and  only  taken  out 
just  before  filling.  In  addition  to  the  preservatives  mentioned 
above,  wood  charcoal,  salicylic  acid,  and  calcium  sulphite  are 
employed. 

Oleum  (51/17). — Trout-fly  Dressing. — We  should  say  that 
"oil  of  roe"  is  an  abbreviation  for  oil  of  rhodium,  which 
enjoys  a  reputation  among  anglers  as  an  attraction  for  fish. 
A  substitute  compounded  from  copaiba  oil  and  oil  of  rose- 
geranium  is  generally  supplied. 

TF.  D.  (15/55).— Powder  for  Locomotor  Ataxy. — This  con- 
sists of  phenacetin,  which  is  given  in  from  8  to  10  grain  doses 
to  relieve  the  pain  of  this  incurable  disease.  Antipyrin  and 
acetanilide  are  also  used  for  a  similar  purpose. 

T.  E.  W.  (Texas)  (51/26).— Screw-worm  Fly.— The  chief 
work  on  the  subject  of  screw-worm  fly — Compsomyia  (Liicilia) 
macellaria — has  been  done  by  various  United  States  Agricul- 
tural Stations,  notably  Louisiana  and  Mississippi.  Bulletin 
No.  2  (2nd  series)  of  the  Louisiana  Station  and  Bulletin  No.  53 
of  the  Mississippi  Station  deal  with  the  screw-worm  fly. 
These  can  be  obtained  free  of  charge  from  (as  regards  the 
former)  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Baton  Rouge,  La., 
and  (as  regards  the  latter)  from  the  State  Chemist,  Agricul- 
tural College,  Mississippi.  We  quote  from  the  last-named 
Bulletin  the  following  passage,  which  will  be  of  interest  to 
our  readers  in  countries  where  cattle  are  tormented  by  these 
troublesome  insects : 

For  sores  infested  with  maggots,  crude  carbolic  acid,  1  in 
30  of  water,  is  the  best  remedy  known.  It  not  only  kills  the 
maggots,  but  it  aids  greatly  in  healing  the  wound.  After 
having  thoroughly  washed  out  the  wound  with  the  mixture 
of  water  and  carbolic  acid,  apply  a  coat  of  pine-tar,  which 
will  prevent  a  later  deposit  of  eggs.  In  case  of  a  deep 
wound,  lint  cotton  soaked  with  tar  might  well  be  inserted  in 
the  cavity.  Calomel  has  also  proved  a  good  remedy.  .  .  . 
Dr.  Francis  says  that  creoline  or  any  of  the  carbolic  sheep- 
dips  forced  into  the  wound  by  a  common  machine-oil  can. 
holding  4  oz.,  is  a  very  cheap  and  satisfactory  method  of 
killing  the  maggots.  Animals  can  be  protected  from  the 
adult  fly  by  being  coated  with  a  mixture  of  tar  and  grease 
or  fish-oil  alone.  So  long  as  the  odour  lasts  the  fly  does  not 
seem  to  deposit  her  eggs. 
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p.  A.  F.  (Ostend)  (42/66).— (1)  Entero-comtis  or  Colitis,  as 
it  is  generally  called  in  this  country,  is  dealt  with  in  such 
works  as  Quain's  "  Dictionary  of  Medicine."  We  are  not 
acquainted  with  any  special  treatise  on  the  subject.  (2) 
Grease-proof  Boxes. — The  various  methods  of  rendering 
wooden  boxes  grease-proof  ai'e  printed  in  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas,"  but  the  following  recipe,  devised  by  a  chemist 
some  years  ago,  has  not  been  given  before  : 

Fish-glue   1  lb. 

R-esin    \oz. 

Litharge    5  oz. 

Kaolin     ^oz. 

Glycerin    ...       ...     g  oz. 

Water  40  oz. 

Boil  the  glvccrin,  litharge,  and  part  of  the  water  together 
to  dissolve,  then  mix  in  the  other  ingredients.  The  liquid  is 
applied  to  the  inside  of  the  boxes  with  a  brush  and  allowed  to 
dry. 

Maranta  (21/15). — Aniline  Marking-ink.— Ordinary  aniline 
(sometimes  called  aniline  oil)  is  used  in  making  this.  The 
latest  edition  of  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  contains  (p.  461) 
the  following : 

Dissolve  pure  copper  chloride  jiiss.  in  as  much  water  and 
add  aniline  oil  sxviij.  and  pure  hydrochloric  acid  5xiiss. 
Heat  to  boiling,  and  when  it  has  cooled  slightly,  mix  with 
it  gradually,  so  that  the  reaction  will  be  moderated,  pure 
hydrochloric  acid  jv.,  stirring  constantly.  In  as  careful 
a  manner  add  a  solution  of  pure  potassium  bichromate  3V. 
in  hot  water  jviiss.  and  pure  hydrochloric  acid  3x.  When 
reaction  has  ceased,  heat  the  mixture  carefully  until  a 
bitter-almond  odour  is  given  off,  and  a  drop  of  the  mix- 
ture placed  on  a  glass  plate  is  first  of  a  red-violet  and 
changes  in  the  air  to  a  greenish  colour.  The  ink  is  now 
ready,  and  should  be  filtered  through  paper  and  bottled. 

Do  not  forget  that  the  production  of  a  good  single-solution 
aniline  marking-ink  is  a  feat  which  comparatively  few 
persons  have  accomplished,  and  that  the  art  of  manufacturing 
aniline  colours  is  so  intricate  that  one  company  is  said  to 
employ  more  than  a  hundred  university  graduates  in  its 
laboratories.  The  whole  art  cannot  be  reduced  to  a  formula, 
nor  can  you  expect  success  to  attend  your  first  efforts. 

W.  T.  (24/42).  (1)  Bust-improving  Pa.ste.— This  is  a  traga- 
canth  paste  in  which  powdered  tragacanth  is  used  in  the  pro- 
portion of  1  drachm  to  6  oz.  of  rose-water.  Perfume  accord- 
ing to  fancy  and  tint  with  aniline  dye  if  desired.  (2)  Some 
corn-paints  are  made  with  extractum  opii  in  place  of  ex- 
tractum  cannabis  indicee.  In  this  way  the  usual  green  colour 
of  these  preparations  is  avoided. 

Doro  (42/40).— Hair-eestoher.— Your  sample  is  the  trans- 
parent lead  restorer  made  from  the  following  formula : 

Acetate  of  lead  ...   

Saturated  solution  of  hyposulphite 

of  sodium  "    a  sufficiency 

Glycerin       ...    3j. 

Rectified  spirit    jss. 

Rose-water  to    3xx. 

To  the  lead  salt  dissolved  in  2  oz.  of  water  add  the  solution 
of  the  hyposulphite  until  the  precipitate  formed  is  redissolved. 
Continue  to  add  half  as  much  more  hyposulphite,  then  the 
rest  of  the  ingredients. 

E.  J.  C.  (41/12),  GEEENHorsE  FcMiGANT.— The  analysis  of 
one  of  the  nicotme  fumigants  on  the  market  yielded  the 
following  result : 

Nicotine   39  parts 

Camphor   23  parts 

Glycerin   10  parts 

Alcohol   28  parts 

A  similar  recipe  is  given  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas " 

(new  edition),  p.  418. 

Booco  (54/12).— Effervescing  Saline.— The  fact  that  a  par- 
ticular saline  is  selling  in  your  district  is  hardly  sufficient 
reason  for  us  to  analyse  a  sample.    There  are  several  recipes  i 
for  saline  in  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas." 

J.  E.  O'N.  (51/10).— Petroleum  Hair  wash.— This  is  made  1 
by  perfuming  heavy  liquid  paraffin  with  vanillin  and  helio- 
tropin.  j 

W.  R.  B.  (Quetta).— Settling  Beer.— The  clarification  of 
beer  in  the  cask  is  effected  by  adding  finings  (a  solution  r.f 
ismglass)  or  a  little  concentrated  solution  of  phosphate  of  ^ 
soda. 

N.  B.  (52/46).— Egg-producing  Syrup,  "a  teaspoonful  to  ( 
be  mixed  with  water  for  four  hens,  once  a  week." — This  is 
syrupus  ferri  phosphatis. 

P.  R.  B.  (55/37).— (1)  Developer.— If  the  precipitate  is  part 
of  the  salts  of  the  developer,  the  use  of  a  little  more  water  is 
indicated.    (2)  Thanks  for  information  supplied.

W.  B.  W.  (54/48).— Preserving  Water.— As  the  water  ia 
only  used  for  household  purposes,  you  should  recommend 
your  customer  to  add  to  each  cask  of  water  a  tablespoonful  of 
borax.

S.  Y.  (52/33). — Sympathetic  Ink. — The  colourless  ink  used  for 
invisible  writing  which  is  intended  to  become  dark  in  a  short 
time  is  an  ammoniacal  solution  of  silver  nitrate.  A  solution 
of  potassium  bichromate  is  also  stated  to  answer  the  same 
purpose.

The  last  ingredient  consists  of  Venetian  red,  Prussian  blue, 
chrome  yellow,  or  lampblack.  The  ink  is  warmed  before  use, 
and  is  permanent. 

Byword  (51/39). — Use  for  Peeled  Lemons. — If  you  have  a 
very  large  quantity  of  lemons,  it  would  pay  to  extract  the 
citric  acid.  Lemon-juice  is  saleable  in  the  summer  months,  if 
properly  clarified.  In  yachting  headquarters  lemon-juice  is 
sold  by  the  gallon  for  whitening  the  woodwork  of  the  decks. 

Lemons  (54/45). — Lemonade-powders  : 

Powdered  citric  acid       ...       ...    1  lb. 

Powdered  sugar    4  lb. 

Soluble  essence  of  lemon   1  oz. 

Triturate  the  soluble  essence  of  lemon  with  the  sugar  and 
allow  the  solvent  to  evaporate,  then  mix  with  the  citric  acid. 
The  powder  is  wrapped  in  tinfoil  packets,  each  containing- 
1  oz.  and  retailing  at  a  penny.  The  contents  of  the  packet 
are  added  to  a  pint  of  cold  or  aerated  water  to  form  a 
beverage. 

R.  E.  B.  (44/67).— Syr.  Hypophosph.  Co.  decomposition.— 
Mr.  Naylor,  in  a  paper  before  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  in  1895,  traced  the  development  of  a  disagree- 
able odour  in  syr.  hypophosph.  co.  to  the  presence  of  sulphites 
in  the  hyposulphites.  The  late  Mr.  Adam  Gibson  had  pre- 
viously traced  the  decomposition  to  sulphites.  Mr.  Judci 
Lewis  (C.  D..  November  19,  1904)  found  that  the  glazed 
vessels  in  which  the  syrup  is  stored  affect  the  keeping 
qualities.  He  recommends  chemists  to  use  only  green-glass 
bottles  for  storing  syr.  hypophosph.  co. 

Farina  (55/65). — Cold-water  Paste. — The  powder  you  send 
is  a  mixture  of  dextrine  and  a  small  proportion  of  caustic 
soda.  The  quantity  of  soda  is  about  two  drachms  to  the 
pound,  but  that  you  will  need  to  settle  by  experiment. 

Flatulence  (52/8). — Flatulence-capsule. — This  contains 
salol.  the  dose  being  5  or  10  grains.  Salol  acts  as  an  anti- 
septic in  those  cases  where  flatulence  is  due  to  delayed  diges- 
tion, which  ordinarily  leads  to  the  formation  of  gases  in  the 
stomach. 

A.  W.  B.  S.  (Pans)  (54/57).— Colouring  Bat  Rum.— The 
burnt  sugar  used  for  this  purpose  must  be  the  spirit-soluble 
variety.  Tincture  of  catechu  is  also  used  as  a  colouring  for 
bay  rum. 

W.  H.  G.  (54/64).— Book  on  Microscopy.— Hogg's  "The 
Microscope  "  (see  C.  &  D.  Diary]  is  the  most  suitable  book  for 
your  customer.

Canabian  IRotcs. 


Reports  from  Dawson,  Yukon  Territory,  announce  the 
di-scovery  of  vast  areas  of  gold-  and  platinum-bearing  sand 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Hootalinqu  River. 

Rejected. — The  new  province  of  Alberta,  adjoining 
British  Columbia,  will  have  to  work  along  witli  the  Terri- 
torial Act,  for  the  Pharmacy  Act  prepared  by  the  newly 
formed  Association  (see  C.  cL-  D.,  May  5,  p.  683)  has  been 
thrown  out  by  the  provincial  Legislature.  It  is  stated 
that  the  Legislature  thought  the  druggists  ask  too  much, 
and  yet  the  proposed  Act  was  framed  on  the  same  lines 
as  those  of  British  Columbia  and  Ontario. 

No  Building  Yet. — Interiewed  recently  regarding  the 
intentions  of  the  National  Drug  Co.,  Mr.  T.  H.  Wardle- 
worth  (of  Evans  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Montreal)  said  the  head- 
quarters of  the  company  v.'ould  be  at  Montreal.  With  regard 
to  a  despatch  from  Toronto,  which  said  that  the  company 
was  to  establish  a  big  factory,  Mr.  Wardleworth  said  there 
was  nothing  whatever  in  the  story.  The  company  would 
build  no  factory.  It  would  have  enough  to  do  for  a  couple 
of  years  in  perfecting  its  organisation. 

Steedman's  Powders  Vindicated. — Four  months  and 
seven  days  after  the  death  of  the  infant  May  Duval  at  Vic- 
toria, B.C.,  the  Coroner's  jury  was  able  (on  May  14)  to 
render  a  verdict.  The  public  analyst.  Dr.  C.  J.  Fagan, 
Secretary  of  the  Provincial  Board  of  Health,  deposed  that 
he  found  no  poisons  in  the  contents  of  the  .stomach  or  in 
Steedman's  soothing-powders,  and  he  was  able  to  state  de- 
finitely that  death  was  not  due  to  any  poison.  The  jury, 
after  a  short  deliberation,  returned  a  verdict  to  the  effect 
that  the  child  died  from  natural  causes,  and  that  there 
was  nothing  to  indicate  that  the  death  of  the  child  was  due 
to  the  use  of  Steedman's  soothing-powders. 

Proprietaries  in  Canada. — The  Special  Committee 
which  is  to  investigate  proprietary  medicines  met  at  Ottawa 
on  May  14,  and  elected  the  Hon.  Mr.  Templeman  Chairman. 
Dr.  Stockton,  on  whose  suggestion  the  Committee  has  been 
appointed,  and  Mr.  Maclean,  of  Lunenburg,  were  asked  to 
collate  the  various  statutes  on  the  subject  passed  in  England 
and  elsewhere,  and  particularly  in  any  of  the  provinces  of 
Canada.  They  will  also  procure  copies  of  any  legislation 
introduced  into  Congress  and  in  the  different  States  of  the 
American  Union  dealing  with  patent  medicines.
